Most  Ex.  Sir,  Distinguished  Guests  and  Companions:— It  is  with 
sincere  regret  that  we  learn  of  the  loss  by  death  of  521  companions  of 
this  grand  jurisdiction,  among  which  were  many  dedicated  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  not  the  least  among  them  was  Most  Ex.  Companion  Mel- 
ville S.  Gooderham.  These  companions  of  our  are  physically  dead,  but 
according  to  vs.  4  of  Hebrews  11,  they  are  still  speaking,  and  may  con- 
tinue to  do  so  for  a  long  time.  Death,  my  companions,  never  has  the 
last  word  in  the  life  of  an  earnest  resolute  person.  There  are  people, 
even  masons,  who  live  such  shallow,  insipid  lives  that  they  never  speak 
with  ANY  authority,  at  any  time,  let  alone  after  they  are  dead.  They 
are  not  like  Studdert  Kennedy,  a  padre  in  the  first  World  War,  who 
wrote : 

How  do  I  know  that  God  is  good?     I  don't. 

I  gamble  like  a  man.     I  bet  my  life 

Upon  one  side  in  life's  great  war.     I  must, 

I  can't  stand  out.     I  must  take  sides.     The  man 

Who  is  a  neutral  in  this  fight  is  not 

A  man.     He's  bulk  and  body  without  breath, 

Cold  leg  of  lamb  without  mint  sauce.     A  fool, 

He  make  me  sick.     Good  Lord.    Weak  tea.     Cold  slops. 

I  want  to  live,  live  out,  not  wobble  through 

My  life  somehow,  and  then  into  the  dark. 

I  must  have  God.     This  life's  too  dull  without, 

Too  dull  for  naught  for  suicide. 
There  are  many  ways  a  resolute  life  goes  on  speaking  after  death. 
Neither  our  good  nor  our  evil  are  ever  interred  with  our  bones,  both 
continue  to  effect  this  world  long  after  we  have  been  gathered  to  our 
fathers.  This  would  be  a  much  better  world,  and  easier  to  live  in,  if 
only  the  influence  of  the  righteous  dead  survived.  The  world  is  still 
affected  by  the  evil  virus  of  Adolph  Hitler  and  his  henchmen,  the  fire 
which  they  lit  is  still  smouldering.  What  we  ARE,  and  what  we  SAY 
and  DO,  have  far  more  influence  upon  the  world  than  we  ever  realize, 
this  influential  energy  doesn't  suddenly  end  when  we  die,  but,  continues 
even  after  death.  Therefore,  as  masons,  we  should  take  care  that  our 
lives  are  influences  for  good,  NOT  EVIL.  Every  mason  ought  to  be 
an  asset  to  the  world  about  him,  and  never  at  any  time  a  LIABILITY. 
After  we  are  dead  we  shall  continue  speaking  through  the  wills  we 
make,  therefore  we  should  make  them  with  great  care,  and  much  prayer. 
In  making  a  will  we  should  be  guided  by  the  altruistic  principle,  leaving 
whatever  we  have,  whether  little  or  much,  for  the  greatest  good.  I 
don't  think  we  should  leave  a  lot  to  relatives,  unless  they  need  it,  as 
long  as  there  are  more  needy  causes  to  serve.  Some  years  ago  I  offi- 
ciated at  the  funeral  of  a  man  of  means  who  had  made  a  very  thought- 
ful will.  He  provided  well  for  his  wife,  left  something  to  close  relatives 
but  the  bulk  of  his  estate  was  left  in  investments,  the  interests  of  which 
made  annual  contributions  to  his  Church,  and  several  others,  gave  annual 
assistance  to  needy  persons  in  the  community,  and  provided  annual  bur- 
saries for  local  students  at  the  university.  This  man  died  about  ten 
years  ago,  but  he  is  still  speaking  beneficially  to  his  community. 

Most  of  us  shall  be  speaking  through  our  children  one  way  or  an- 
other, and  possibly  through  our  grandchildren  too.  We  are  not  wholly 
responsible  for  the  lives  of  our  children,  as  they  are  also  the  products 
of  their  environment,  as  well  as  of  our  home  and  influence.  If  we  are 
true  master  masons  we  shall  be  devoted,  faithful  parents,  moulding  the 
lives  of  our  children,  by  precept  and  example,  with  virtue,  honour  and 
mercy.     There  are  exceptions  I  know,  but  generally  if  parents  nurture 
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their  children  in  godliness  and  truth  they  will  be  a  credit  to  them. 
Such  children  WILL  be  beneficial  spokesmen  for  their  parents,  even 
though  they  be  dead.  After  our  decease  we  shall  also  speak  through 
our  Church  associations,  and  our  lodges,  THAT  is,  if  we  are  more  than 
nominal  members.  A  senior  citizen  of  our  community  was  telling  me 
the  other  day  of  a  Sunday  School  teacher  who  gave  vision  and  direction 
to  his  life  over  fifty  years  ago.  Although  this  teacher  is  dead  she  was 
still  speaking  through  the  life  and  family  of  one  of  her  difficult  boys. 
There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  effect  the  future,  either  for  good  or 
ill,  even  after  we  have  passed  away.  If  we  are  true  Royal  Arch  Masons 
we  shall  be  an  asset  NOW  as  WELL  as  in  the  future,  both  to  our  com- 
munity and  the  world  at  large.  We  shall  continue  to  be  co-workers 
with  God,  the  Master  Builder,  tomorrow,  as  well  as  today,  and  God  will 
use  every  influence  and  power  we  dedicate,  for  his  honour  and  glory, 
and  the  enrichment  and  redemption  of  all  mankind. 

God  give  us  men  the  time  demands 

Strong  minds,  great  hearts,  true  faith,  and  willing  hands. 

Men  whom  the  lust  of  lucre  does  not  kill, 

Men  whom  the  spoils  of  office  cannot  buy, 

Men  who  possess  opinions  and  a  will, 

Who  can  stand  before  a  demagogue 

And  damn  his  treacherous  flatteries  without  winking. 

Tall  men,  sun  crowned,  who  live  above  the  fog 

In  public  duty,  and  in  private  thinking, 

For  while  the  rabble  with  their  thumb  worn  creeds, 

Their  large  professions  and  little  deeds 

Mingle  in  selfish  strife,  Lo  freedom  weeps, 

Wrong  rules  the  land,  and  waiting  Justice  sleeps.

DISTRICTS  8  AND  8A 

During  the  past  year  I  had  the  opportunity  to  become  more 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Royal  Arch  Welfare  Committee  of 
Districts  8  and  8A.  I  commend  them  highly  for  their  untiring 
efforts  in  bringing  joy  and  comfort  to  many  companions  and  their 
families  who  have  been  hospitalized  in  Metropolitan  Toronto- 
The  work  of  this  Welfare  Committee  has  continued  for  twenty- 
three  years  and,  in  reporting  to  Grand  Chapter,  I  am  pleased  to 
pay  tribute  to  those  who  have  given  leadership  to  relieving  the 
burdens  of  others  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  been  thrilled  to  see  the  continued  enthusiasm  of  the 
Welfare  Committee  of  Mount  Sinai  Chapter  212,  in  providing 
outings  and  entertainment  for  the  children  of  the  homes. 

I  am  confident  that  these  welfare  projects  can  do  much  to 
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give  companions  a  sense  of  participation  and  this  has  been 
largely  responsible  for  the  continued  growth  of  Mount  Sinai 
Chapter.  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  other  Chapters  study 
the  opportunity  of  providing  a  similar  welfare  service  in  their 
communities. 

MASONIC  INSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

Our  Grand  Chapter  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  V.  Ex.  Comp.  James  Turnbull  has  continued  to 
work  with  the  District  Instruction  Committees  and  Grand  Super- 
intendents. I  am  most  pleased  to  report  to  Grand  Chapter  that 
the  Grand  Superintendents  have  been  most  faithful  in  arranging 
chapter  instruction  nights  and,  in  some  cases,  have  sought  the 
assistance  of  our  District  Instruction  Committees. 

Also,  I  must  report  though,  that  a  recent  survey  indicates 
that  the  individual  chapters  are  making  very  little  use  of  the 
District  Committees.  Therefore,  I  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  for  1967  establish  a 
program  to  encourage  the  constituent  chapters  to  call  on  District 
Instruction  Committees  more  frequently. 

I  extend  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Masonic  Instruction  Committee 
and  the  District  Instruction  Committees  the  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion of  Grand  Chapter,  with  the  hope  that  their  services  will  be 
requested  to  a  far  greater  degree  during  the  coming  year. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  BURSARY  FUND  COMMITTEE 

The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  Committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Maurice  A.  Sectrle  has  carried 
out  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  on  our  behalf.  All  constituent 
chapters  have  been  encouraged  by  your  chairman  and  myself  to 
support  this  most  worthy  project.  I  regret  that  I  must  report  to  this 
Grand  Chapter  that  I  am  very  disappointed  with  the  manner  in 
which  the  chapters  have  responded.  In  1965  I  set  an  objective 
of  $12,000  which  would  have  been  slightly  over  50c  a  member 
and  our  contributions  amounted  to  $1,916.00.  I  concluded  that  this 
lack  of  support  in  1965  may  have  been  due  to  some  delay  in 
getting  our  program  launched,  but  when  the  results  of  our  1966 
conrtibutions  amounted  to  only  $4,109.00,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
constituent  chapters  have  not  accepted  their  responsibility  to 
support  this  very  worth  while  endeavour.  Each  year  we  have 
received  far  more  requests  for  scholarship  assistance  than  we 
can  supply,  which  is  evidence  of  the  need  for  our  support  of  this 
fund. 

Companions,  I  am  convinced  that  any  chapter  that  develops 
a  strong  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  Program   will   have   a 
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stronger  and  healthier  chapter.  May  I  again  express  my  fervent 
hope  that  all  chapters  will  appoint  a  Scholarship  and  Bursary 
Fund  Committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  raising  one 
dollar  a  member  a  year. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Searle  and  his  committee  have  been  most 
diligent  in  their  work  and  have  written  letters  of  appreciation  for 
every  contribution  that  has  been  received  for  the  Fund.  They 
have  carried  out  the  necessary  communication  to  the  chapters 
for  nomination  of  candidates  for  scholarships,  screened  the  re- 
quests and  communicated  with  the  successful  candidates  and 
the  Universities  after  the  selection  was  made. 

To  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Searle  and  his  committee  we  tender  the 
grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  and 
wish  them  greater  success  in  the  year  ahead. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Our  Committee  on  Conditions  of  Capitular  Masonry  under 
the  chairmanship  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  C.  Ackert  will  present  a 
very  complete  report  on  membership  later  on  in  our  proceedings; 
however,  I  wish  to  make  several  observations  at  this  time.  In  my 
report  to  this  Grand  Chapter  last  year  I  reported  that  our  mem- 
bership had  been  reduced  by  248  during  the  year.  I  indicated  I 
had  high  hopes  that  with  the  interest  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary 
Fund  Project  could  create,  along  with  the  assistance  from  the 
District  Masonic  Instruction  Committees,  that  we  would  change 
the  trend  from  a  loss  to  a  gain. 

Today  I  regret  to  report  that  we  have  again  had  a  further 
loss  of  217  members  and  while  this  is  less  than  the  248  of  last 
year,  it  is  still  a  most  serious  one. 

It  is  usual  for  us  to  think  of  our  losses  in  membership  as 
being  caused  by  our  companions  passing  to  their  eternal  home 
and  our  greatest  loss  is  for  this  reason,  but  our  demits  and  sus- 
pensions of  461  far  exceed  our  net  loss  of  217.  This,  companions, 
highlights  the  need  for  us  to  provide  more  interesting  and  chal- 
lenging programs  and  well-planned  meetings  to  hold  the  interest 
of  our  companions. 

FINANCES 

In  my  last  report  to  this  Grand  Convocation  I  drew  to  your 
attention  the  rising  costs  of  operations  as  well  as  our  loss  of 
revenue  from  the  reduction  of  membership. 

Your  Finance  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Bryan  Alford  and  composed  of  the  members  of  Grand 
Council  and  the  Past  Grand  Z's.  have  worked  very  diligently  to 
reduce  expenses  during  the  past  year.     They  have  been  success-

ful  in  keeping  expenses  below  the  budgeted  level,  but  we  have 
still  had  a  substantial  loss. 

I  communicated  with  each  first  principal  some  time  ago  and 
indicated  that  Grand  Chapter  would  have  to  ask  for  an  increase 
in  per  capita  dues  this  year.  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that 
with  the  very  careful  planning  of  the  Finance  Committee  the 
increase  being  requested  will  be  considerably  less  than  the 
figure  I  forecast  in  my  letter. 

To  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Bryan  Alford  and  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  I  express  the  appreciation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  for 
the  vast  amount  of  work  that  was  done  in  controlling  the  budget 
last  year,  and  for  the  planning  to  hold  our  expenses  as  low  as 
possible  for  next  year. 

To  M.  Ex.  Comp-  Fred  Dean  I  express  our  thanks  for  doing 
a  very  fine  job  as  our  treasurer. 

We  will  look  forward  to  having  the  complete  reports  from 
the  chairman  of  Finance  and  our  treasurer  later  on  in  our  pro- 
ceeding. 

PAST  RANK 

A  request  has  been  received  from  Granite  Chapter  No.  61, 
Almonte,  Ontario,  to  confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  Archie  E.  McWade 
the  rank  of  a  Past  First  Principal  posthumously.  The  late  Ex. 
Comp.  McWade  served  through  all  respective  offices  and  was 
highly  respected  by  his  brethren  and  companions.  He  was  in- 
stalled as  First  Principal  in  January,  1966  and  served  seven 
months  in  this  office  when  he  was  called  from  his  earthly  labors. 
Even  though  he  was  confined  to  bed  for  the  last  couple  of  months 
he  continued  to  a  large  degree,  to  direct  his  officers  in  conducting 
the  affairs  of  the  chapter.  Therefore,  I  recommend  that  Past  Rank 
be  conferred. 

A  request  has  been  received  from  Manitou  Chapter  No.  27, 
Collingwood  to  confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  Douglas  B.  Watson  the  rank 
of  a  Past  First  Principal  posthumously.  The  late  Ex.  Comp.  Wat- 
son was  installed  as  First  Principal  in  January,  1966,  and  served 
five  months  in  this  office  when  he  was  suddenly  called  to  his 
eternal  home.  He  was  highly  respected  by  his  brethren  and 
companions  and  served  many  branches  of  Masonry.  Therefore, 
I  recommend  that  Past  Rank  be  conferred. 

A  request  has  been  received  from  Bernard  Chapter  No.  146, 
Listowel,  to  confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  Cockwell  the  rank  of  Past 
First  Principal.  Ex.  Comp.  Cockwell  was  elected  and  installed 
as  First  Principal  of  Bernard  Chapter  in  January,  1966,  but  due 
to  illness  was  unable  to  complete  his  term  of  office.  He  has  been 
a  dedicated  companion  of  Bernard  Chapter  and  I  recommend 
that  Past  Rank  be  conferred. 
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A  request  has  been  received  from  Warkworth  Chapter  No. 
110  to  confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  James  McCleary  the  rank  of  Past 
First  Principal.  Ex.  Comp.  McCleary  was  elected  First  Principal 
of  Warkworth  Chapter  for  the  year  1966-  Due  to  a  business 
situation  he  was  unable  to  be  installed  as  First  Principal  until 
February,  1966,  and,  consequently,  has  served  in  that  office  for 
only  11  months.  Since  Ex.  Comp.  McCleary  has  been  dedicated 
in  carrying  out  his  duties,  I  recommend  that  Past  Rank  be  con- 
ferred. 

GRAND  CHAPTER  OFFICE 

Some  15  or  18  months  ago,  we  were  advised  that  the  City 
of  Toronto  intended  to  demolish  the  Temple  Building  in  which  our 
Grand  Chapter  offices  are  located.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles 
Emmett  and  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  were  appointed  as  a  committee 
to  locate  another  suitable  location.  Your  committee,  after  a  very 
extensive  search,  reported  their  findings  to  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, indicating  a  considerable  increase  in  rent  when  we  move 
to  another  location.  The  Advisory  Committee  concluded  we 
should  remain  in  our  present  location  as  long  as  possible  which 
is  new  on  a  monthly  basis. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Emmett  and  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  R.  J.  Hamilton  for  their  efforts  to  find  a  satisfactory  loca- 
tion. M.  Ex.  Comp.  Emmett  has  been  asked  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  situation  so  that  we  wont  be  required  to  move  in 
too  short  a  notice. 

MASONIC  TRIAL 

I  reported  to  this  Grand  Chapter  last  year  that  the  summary 
of  evidence  on  the  Board  of  Inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  the  St. 
Andrew  &  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4,  G.R.C.,  was  under  considera- 
tion, and  if  I  deemed  action  was  necessary  I  would  direct  that 
the  proper  Masonic  charges  be  laid. 

The  study  of  the  summary  of  evidence  made  it  quite  clear 
that  as  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  by  virtue  of 
the  power  vested  in  me  by  Section  106  of  the  Constitution  of 
Grand  Chapter,  I  should  direct  that  charges  be  made  in  writing 
against  two  Companions  of  the  Chapter.  These  charges  were 
laid  in  accordance  with  my  direction  by  Ex.  Comp.  George  Callen, 
FP.Z.  of  the  St.  Andrew  &  St.  John  Chapter,  No.  4,  G.R.C.,  on 
January  24,  1967.  A  commission  was  appointed  in  conformance 
with  Rule  49  composed  of:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  G.  N.  Bradshaw, 
Chairman;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Leo  J.  Gent;  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Lloyd 
B.  Gillespie. 

A  Masonic  trial  was  held  on  March  18  and  I  am  now  await- 
ing a  report  from  the  commission. 
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CONSTITUTION  REVIEW  COMMITTEE 

Last  year  Grand  Chapter  gave  approval  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Constitution  Review  Committee  to  study  our  Consti- 
tution with  a  view  to  bringing  it  up  to  date.  Our  chairman,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Harold  Shannon,  has  been  busy  collecting  information 
from  other  Grand  Chapters  and  preparing  recommendations  for 
study. 

While  there  may  be  some  who  are  disappointed  that  we  do 
not  have  more  notices  of  motion  for  changes  to  our  constitution 
this  year,  I  assure  them  that  we  want  to  be  very  sure  that  any 
recommended  changes  will  bring  worth  while  benefits  to  the 
operation  and  the  well-being  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Conse- 
quently we  have  to  move  rather  slowly. 

You  will  receive  a  more  detailed  report  from  our  chairman 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  Harold  Shannon  during  this  Convocation. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

We  also  received  approval  at  our  last  Convocation  to  ap- 
point our  new  Public  Relations  Committee  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  R.  Ex-  Comp.  Gordon  Brown. 

During  the  year  I  have  noted  we  have  received  some  very 
excellent  press  coverage  particularly  in  some  of  the  smaller 
communities.  I  want  to  encourage  this  committee  to  continue 
their  good  work  with  the  hope  that  they  can  develop  an  excellent 
image  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  communities.  We  will  look 
forward  to  a  full  report  from  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Gordon  Brown. 

APPRECIATION 

To  record  my  appreciation  to  all  those  I  would  like  included 
would  extend  this  report  beyond  all  reason,  so  I  shall  include 
only  those  with  whom  I  have  been  most  closely  associated 
during  my  convalescent  period  since  last  June.

Portch,  Grand  Second  Principal;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  G.  Harold  Shannon, 
Grand  Third  Principal;  I  express  my  thanks  for  their  support  and 
for  assisting  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  the  Grand 
Council  when  I  was  unable  to  do  so. 

I  have  previously  expressed  my  appreciation  to  M.  Ex-  Comp. 
Maurice  A.  Searle  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles  W.  Emmett  for 
acting  as  Grand  First  Principal  at  dedication  ceremonies.  To  M. 
Ex.  Comp  Bruce  H.  Smith  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  coming 
to  my  rescue  on  short  notice  to  act  as  Grand  First  Principal  and 
give  the  address  at  the  Centennial  of  St.  Marks  Chapter  No.  26, 
Trenton.     The   concern   of   a  Grand  First   Principal,   particularly 
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in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution,  can  be  greatly  relieved  by 
those  who  have  had  long  experience  in  its  interpretation.  So  to 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  M.  Burden,  my  sincere  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion for  his  advice  and  counsel  during  my  whole  term  of  office. 

For  many  years  now,  with  the  exception  of  last  year,  those 
attending  the  Grand  Convocation  have  been  privileged  to  receive 
a  copy  of  a  Fraternal  Correspondence  Review  which  has  been 
prepared  by  M-  Ex.  Comp.  Maurice  A.  Searle.  It  will  be  avail- 
able again  this  year  and  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  our 
reviewer  for  carrying  on  this  work  for  us.  However,  we  are  not 
certain  that  it  will  be  available  in  the  future  because  M.  Ex. 

Searle  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  this  very  onerous 
task,  and  we  may  not  be  able  to  find  a  companion  who  will 
accept  this  responsibility.  In  the  meantime,  M.  Ex.  Comp  Searle, 
thank  you  for  your  past  services. 

To  our  Grand  Superintendents  I  express  our  thanks  for  their 
well-planned  district  programs.  While  I  have  not  been  able  to 
have  a  close  personal  contact  this  year,  I  have  kept  up  to  date 
by  reviewing  each  of  their  chapter  inspection  reports.  I  found 
th^  superintendents  carrying  out  their  responsibilities  with  dedi- 
cation. 

I  know  that  all  members  of  Grand  Chapter  are  pleased  that 
our  Grand  Scribe  E.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J.  Hamilton  has  continued  to 
improve  healthwise,  and  is  carrying  out  the  full  duties  of  the 
office  with  his  usual  dedication  and  competence.  We  express 
our  appreciation  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Hamilton  and  to  Mrs-  Slessor 
for  their  continued  loyalty  in  the  Grand  Chapter  Office.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Grand  Executive  of  this  Grand  Chapter  has,  for  many 
years,  received  out-standing  service  from  R.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  Carl 
Ackert.  For  several  years  he  was  the  chairman  of  our  Finance 
Committee  and  gave  excellent  guidance  on  financial  matters. 
This  year  he  is  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Conditions  of 
Capitular  Masonry  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  reports 
to  be  received  by  our  Grand  Executive  and  Grand  Chapter.  In 
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view  of  this  outstanding  service  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Ackert,  I  recom- 
mend in  accordance  with  Section  65  (I)  of  our  constitution,  that 
we  confer  on  him  an  honorary  membership  on  the  Executive 
Committee  and  ask  Grand  Chapter  to  concur  in  this  recommen- 
dation. 

I  am  greatly  concerned  to  see  the  continuing  high  losses  in 
membership  year  after  year,  and  more  alarmed  still  to  anticipate 
what  could  be  the  end  result  over  the  next  one  or  two  decades. 
I  believe  there  is  a  great  need  for  us  to  get  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  problems  facing  many  of  our  constituent  chapters. 
Our  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  so  large  that  it  is  difficult  for  the  Grand 
First  Principal  to  visit  even  once  a  year  in  each  district.  Con- 
sequently, he  cannot  know  at  first  hand  the  problems  that  need 
attention.  Therefore,  I  am  recommending  that  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter give  approval  to  the  establishment  of  a  special  committee  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Grand  First  Principal,  to  study  and  report 
on  how  the  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Executive  can  provide 
greater  assistance  to  constituent  chapters.

I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  companions 
of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  for  entrusting  me  with  the  responsibility 
of  giving  leadership  as  your  Grand  First  Principal  during  these 
past  two  years,  As  one  enters  upon  his  duties  he  does  so  with 
high  resolve,  often  setting  guide  lines  and  objectives  that  are 
beyond  full  attainment.

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ADDENDUM 
MASONIC  TRIAL  AND  DISCIPLINARY  ACTION 

I  have  reported  in  the  main  body  of  my  address  to  this  Grand 
Chapter  that  I  was  awaiting  a  report  from  the  Commission  on 
the  Masonic  trial  on  charges  laid  by  Ex.  Comp.  George  Callen, 
I.P.Z.  of  the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  G.R.C.  on 
January  24th,  1967,  against  two  Companions  of  that  Chapter. 

I  have  today  received  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the 
trial  of  these  two  Companions. 

In  view  of  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  court 
on  the  charges  laid  against  Ex.  Comp.  William  L.  Lankin,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  in  Ontario  which  read  in  part:  "The  evidence 
for  the  prosecution  established  beyond  a  doubt  that  Ex.  Comp. 
William  L,  Lankin  had  used  contemptuous  language  towards  at 
least  one  member  of  this  Chapter  in  authority,  namely,  Ex.  Comp. 
George  Callen".  Following  the  hearing  of  the  said  evidence  on 
charge  number  two,  it  came  to  the  attention  of  the  court  that  Ex. 
Comp.  William  L.  Lankin  had  been  suspended  from  his  Craft 
Lodge  some  years  previous  for  non-payment  of  dues.  "He  was 
informed  that,  as  long  as  he  was  under  suspension  from  his 
Craft  Lodge,  he  had  no  right  to  attend  this  Constituent  Chapter  or 
any  other  Constituent  Chapter  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction". 

"It  is  recommended  by  this  court  to  the  Grand  First  Principal 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  that  Ex.  Companion  William  L.  Lankin  be 
expelled  from  the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  all  other 
Constituent  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction." 

I,  as  Grand  First  Principal,  affirm  the  findings  of  the  Court 
and  direct  that  Ex.  Companion  William  L.  Lankin  be  expelled 
from  the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  all  other 
Constituent  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  Court  on  the 
charges  laid  against  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson,  a  member  of 
the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  read  in  part:  "It  was  clear 
to  the  Court  from  the  evidence  given,  and  from  the  fact  that  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  declined  to  give  definite  answers  to 
questions  put  to  him  by  the  Court,  that  he  had  stated  in  open 
Chapter,  the  words  of  which  he  was  accused  of  using,  and  that 
by  so  doing  he  was  an  instigator  and  disturber  of  the  peace  and 
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harmony  of  this  Chapter.  The  evidence  showed,  as  aforesaid,  an 
utter  disregard  for  harmony  in  the  Chapter  by  his  conduct  within 
the  Chapter  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  Court, 
was  not  the  proper  attitude  of  a  Mason." 

The  following  refers  to  certain  relevant  sections  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  Grand  Chapter,  Page  93,  paragraphs  6,  7,  8  and  9. 

"R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  chose  to  ignore  the  procedure 
as  outlined  in  the  above  sections  and  communicated  direct  with 
Grand  Chapter,  which  appears  to  the  Court  to  be  an  effort  on  his 
part  to  disturb,  not  only  the  peace,  and  harmony  of  his  own 
Chapter,  but  to  create  mischief  and  he,  therefore  brought  himself 
within,  and  offended,  that  provision  listed  under  Masonic  offences, 
reading: 

"any  violation  of  the  Constitution,  laws,  edicts,  rules  and 
rgeulations  of  Grand  Chapter." 

"After  due  and  careful  consideration  of  the  facts  submitted, 
the  attitude  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson,  as  aforesaid,  at  the 
trial,  and  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Constitution,  including 
Section  200  of  the  Constitution  referred  to  by  Comp.  Jackson, 
Council  for  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
this  Court  that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  is  guilty  as  charged. 
The  Court  hereby  recommends  to  the  Grand  First  Principal  and 
to  Grand  Chapter,  that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  be  suspended 
from  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  a  period  of  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  Grand  First  Principal's  confirmation  of  the 
finding  of  this  Court  and  that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  be 
permitted  to  return  to  his  Chapter  only  by  the  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Companions  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  on  the  said 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  making  application  so  to  do". 

I,  as  Grand  First  Principal,  affirm  the  findings  of  the  Court 
and  direct  that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  be  suspended  from 
the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  all  other  Constituent 
Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
this  date  and  that  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  be  permitted  to 
return  to  his  Chapter  only  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  Chapter  No.  4  present,  for  its  adop- 
tion, on  the  said  R.  Ex.  Comp.  O.  B.  Dickinson  making  application 
so  to  do.

Excellent  the  Grand  Z,  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario."  Each 
begins,  "Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions,"  and  everyone  ends  "Re- 
spectfully and  fraternally  submitted."  To  save  space  these  formalities 
have  been  omitted  from  each  Report. 

ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT  NO.  1 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  George  E.  Turner 

On  June  4th,  I  travelled  to  Chatham  and  after  a  very  lovely  dinner, 
at  the  Masonic  Temple,  I  witnessed  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  conferred 
by  the  Past  Grand  Chapter  Officers  of  St.  Clair  District.  The  evening 
was  a  great  success  and  certainly  was  a  fine  way  to  start  off  my  term 
of  office.  On  June  8th,  in  Thomas  Peter's  Chapter,  I  invested  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  D.  Cooper  as  Grand  Scribe  N.  This  Companion  was  unfortunately 
ill  at  the  time  of  Grand  Chapter  meeting.  He  has  accompanied  me  to 
many  Chapters  and  has  conducted  himself  with  the  dignity  befitting 
his  high  office.

Chapter  members  offer  up  prayers  for  a  speedy  and  complete  recovery 
of  our  Most  Excellent  Z.,  and  we  can  see  that  these  prayers  have  been 
truly  answered.

During  my  term  I  have  enjoyed  visiting  each  Chapter  at  least 
twice,  seven  of  the  nine  three  times  each.  I  had  the  extreme  pleasure 
of  attending  five  Installations,  acting  as  Installing  Z.  for  my  own 
Chapter.  To  the  new  Officers  in  each  case  I  extended  my  sincere  con- 
gratulations on  the  honour  conferred  upon  them.  I  reminded  them  of 
the  great  responsibility  assumed  and  that  a  great  measure  of  the  suc- 
cess of  their  Chapter  rested  upon  their  resolutions  and  planning.  At 
three  Convocations  I  saw  the  Past  Principals  at  work;  two  were  'sad' 
nights,  the  closing  of  the  Temples  in  their  accustomed  locations  and 
one  a  night  of  Masonic  instruction  on  the  Mark  and  Royal  Arch  De- 
grees.

C.  W.  Emmett  was  the  guest  speaker  and  left  with  all  a  very  worth- 
while message. 

On  Jan.  21st,  I  had  the  distinct  honour  and  extreme  pleasure  to 
introduce  Most  Excellent  Companion  James  E.  Girven  and  a  large  con- 
tingent of  Grand  Chapter  Officers  (Past  and  Present)  and  other  visit- 
ors to  Preston  Chapter  and  later  the  Companions  of  Preston  Chapter 
to  Most  Excellent  Companion  J.  E.  Girven  on  the  occasion  of  the  Con- 
secration and  Dedication  of  their  new  and  very  beautiful  Chapter 
Rooms.

8A  at  the  Church  of  Nativity  was  well  attended.  The  sermon  was  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  Canon  Williams,  and  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  both 
Districts  each  took  part  by  reading  a  lesson  from  the  Bible.

The  M.M.M.  Lodge  of  Instruction  will  be  held  on  February  22,  1967, 
at  Orient  Lodge  No.  79,  and  the  M.E.M.  Lodge  of  Instruction  will  be 
held  on  March  7,  1967,  at  The  Scarborough  Chapter  No.  263. 

I  am  sure  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  held  its  own  for  this  year 
in  this  District.  I  am  looking  forward  to  a  greater  increase  in  mem- 
bership for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Toronto  District  No.  8  during  1967 
— Canada's  Centennial  Year.

As  my  term  of  office  draws  to  a  close,  it  is  my  privilege  to  sub- 
mit my  report. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit  each  Chapter  at  least  twice,  and  others 
three  times. 

During  my  official  visits  the  work  of  the  evening  has  been  very 
good  and  on  many  occasions  excellent,  and  the  attendance  has  been 
good,  at  times  as  many  as  five  Chapters  have  been  represented.  This 
I  think  is  due  to  a  well  organized  Ruling  Principals'  Association.  At 
my  official  visits  I  have  explained  to  the  Officers  and  Companions, 
taking  part  in  the  work  that  I  want  them  to  understand  that  I  am 
with  them  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  I 
will  act,  as  I  am  sure  he  would,  if  he  were  here.  That  I  would  not 
criticise  or  offer  any  constructive  criticism,  as  some  may  call  it  in 
open  Chapter.  But  anything  that  I  see  that  may  be  wrong  or  could 
be  improved  on  would  be  explained  at  the  School  of  Instruction,  this 
I  am  sure  made  the  Officers  and  Companions  feel  at  ease,  and  may 
have  had  some  bearing  on  the  fact  that  the  work  has  been  so  good. 

We  have  had  a  gain  in  membership,  "having  had  113  new  mem- 
bers but  this  has  been  offset  by  48  'deaths,  37  demits,  and  then  sus- 
pensions, which  has  given  us  a  total  gain  of  10,  but  this  a  gain  which 
ever  way  you  look  at  it. 

The  District  Divine  Service  was  attended  by  both  Districts,  and 
I  was  able  to  arrange  it  at  the  Church  of  Nativity  Anglican,  which 
was  my  church  when  I  lived  in  that  district,  we  had  a  very  large  turn 
out  of  Companions  and  their  wives.

The  Report  of  Grand  Superintendent  Georgian  District  No.  9  for 
the  Year  1966-67  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

On  May  18  at  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  meeting  of  Manitou 
Chapter,  I  assumed  the  chair  and  conducted  a  District  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  the  dates  for  my  official  visits  to  the  other 
Chapters  in  the  District. 

Parry  Sound  expressed  a  desire  to  have  their  inspection  on  June 
1st  and  on  that  night  it  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  Seguin  Chapter  No. 
261  and  witness  the  M.E.M.  degree.  They  are  the  youngest  and  the 
smallest  Chapter  in  the  district,  but  they  are  enthusiastic  and  ended 
the  year  with  a  net  gain  of  one. 

There  were  three  inspections  in  October.  On  October  11  we  visited 
Signet  Chapter  No.  34  in  Barrie.  They  worked  the  M.M.M.  degree  very 
efficiently.  All  properties  in  very  good  condition  but  regret  to  say 
while  five  petitions  were  accepted  they  suffered  a  loss  of  four  mem- 
bers over  the  year. 

On  October  14  we  visited  Couchiching  Chapter  No.  198  in  Orillia. 
They  gave  a  very  warm  welcome  to  the  Grand  Superintendent  and 
worked  the  M.E.M.  degree.  They  are  the  largest  chapter  in  the  district 
and  ended  the  year  with  a  gain  of  one.

By  way  of  recommendations,  would  suggest  to  incoming  Grand 
Superintendent  that  all  official  inspections  be  completed  not  later  than 
the  end  of  January  to  allow  ample  time  to  prepare  a  report  well  in 
advance  of  the  February  15  deadline. 
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ONTARIO  DISTRICT  NO.   10

As  my  term  of  office  draws  to  a  close  it  is  my  pleasure  to  sub- 
mit a  report  on  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Ontario  District 
No.  10. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  visits  of  inspection  to  all  Chapters 
in  the  District  and  in  addition  I  was  able  to  visit  all  Chapters  one  or 
more  times.  The  work  was  of  a  generally  high  standard  despite  the  fact 
that  some  small  Chapters  are  handicapped  by  small  membership  and  a 
poor  attendance.  Past  Principals  are  doing  an  excellent  job  of  assist- 
ing and  supporting  the  Chapter  officers  throughout  the  District.  It  was 
my  high  privilege,  on  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit  to  Keystone 
Chapter  No.  35,  to  present,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and 
Grand  Chapter,  25  year  past  Principal's  Jewels  to  Ex.  Comps.  A.  E. 
Kearney,  R.  Winters,  and  J.  G.  Bateman.  Also,  on  Sunday,  Sept.  24th 
a  District  Divine  Service  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  United  Church,  Wark- 
worth,  with  the  Grand  Superintendent  reading  the  lesson.  After  the 
service  lunch  was  served  for  the  visiting  Companions  by  the  members 
of   Warkworth    Chapter. 

This  has  been  a  most  significant  year  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
in  the  Ontario  District.

Another  event  that  we  trust  augers  well  for  the  future  of  Capitu- 
lar Masonry  in  Ontario  District  was  the  formation  of  a  Principals' 
Association  this  past  year.  The  groundwork  was  laid  for  this  under- 
taking at  a  dinner  meeting  in  Peterborough,  June  4th,  when  R.  Ex. 

Portch  was  the  guest  speaker  and  the  Association  was  formally 
organized  at  a  later  meeting  held  in  Peterborough  on  Oct.  13th.  Some 
time  has  elapsed  in  promotion  and  recruitment  but  the  Association  will 
launch  its  first  undertaking  in  the  form  of  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  in 
Victoria  Chapter,  Port  Hope,  on  Mar.  1.  Ruling  First  Principals  will 
be  occupying  the  chairs  and  will  exemplify  the  H.R.A.  Degree.  We 
look  forward  to  a  good  response  and  now  that  the  formative  stages 
have  passed  I  am  sure  that  the  Principals'  Association  will  be  carrying 
out  a  full  and  useful  program  next  year. 

On  the  evening  of  Feb.  18th  Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28  will  be 
celebrating  their  Centennial  with  a  banquet  at  the  Genosha  Hotel  in 
Oshawa  and  will  be  honoured  to  have  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Girven  as  their 
banquet  speaker.  Then  on  Mar.  4th  at  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Peter- 
borough there  will  be  a  District  reception  for  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal at  which  time  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Girven  will  be  received  by  his  mother 
Chapter,  Corinthian  No.  36,  and  later  feted  at  a  dinner  in  his  honour 
to  which  the  ladies  are  invited.  Finally  on  Mar.  20  in  Campbellford, 
Ionic  Chapter  No.  168  will  be  holding  their  anniversary  ladies'  night 
banquet  at  which  time  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Stanley  Portch,  Grand  H.,  will  be 
their  guest  speaker. 

All  of  these  events  have  combined  to  make  this  a  most  interesting 
and  rewarding  year.  It  has  however  been  a  matter  of  profound  regret 
on  the  part  of  myself  and  the  whole  District  that,  for  reasons  of  serious 
ill  health,  M.  Ex.

Three  likely  possibilities  would 
seem  to  be:  a  good  Masonic  Education  program,  maximum  involve- 
ment of  the  Companions  in  degree  work  and  committee  activities  and 
the  promotion  of  more  inter-Chapter  visitations.  I  should  like  to  close 
by  wishing  all  the  Chapters  every  success  in  the  future.

In  addition  to  the  above  official  visits  of  inspection,  I  attended  a 
joint  convocation  of  Laurentian   and   Bonnechere   Chapters   held   in   the 
Renfrew   Chapter  rooms   on   May   16fh,  when   Laurentian   Chapter  con- 
ferred the  Royal  Arch  Degree  on  a  class  of  five  candidates.

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me,  your  Representative  in  New  Ontario 
District  No.  15,  to  report  on  the  conditions  of  this  District. 

I,  along  with  my  District  Secretary,  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Smith,  made 
all  our  Official  Visits  representing  you  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  We 
visited  the  following. 

Algonquin  Chapter  No.  102  on  September  23rd,  where  the  M.M.M.  De- 
gree was  conferred. 

Espanola  Chapter  No.  257  on  October  18th,  where  the  M.M.M.  Degree 
was  conferred. 

Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  on  November  8th  and  the  Royal  Arch  Degree 
was  conferred. 

St.  John's  Chapter  No.  103  on  December  1st,  where  the  M.E.M.  Degree 
was   conferred. 
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Taking  each  Chapter,  as  we  visited  them,  I  would  report  as  follows: 
Algonquin  Chapter  No.  102 — The  condition  of  the  regalia  was  excellent. 
The  officers  were  very  proficient  in  their  work.  We  found  the  books 
to  be  in  excellent  shape  and  the  Algonquin  Chapter  is  in  fairly  good 
financial  condition.  Their  Committees  seemed  to  be  working  Fellow- 
ship and  enthusiasm  seemed  to  be  very  high.  I  was  received  as  your 
Representative,  in  a  very  dignified  Masonic  fashion.  Their  attendance 
is  fairly  good.

Es- 
panola Chapter  does  have  a  problem  in  that  it  is  a  small  town  and 
they  draw  some  of  their  members  from  as  far  away  as  Manitoulin 
Island.  Some  of  their  Officers  drive  from  the  Island  every  Lodge  night. 
They  are  having  a  problem  in  obtaining  enough  candidates,  however, 
I  do  feel  that  with  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Officers  and  the  good  fellow- 
ship that  prevails,  Espanola  Chapter  will  come  right  along.  The  atten- 
dance at  their  meetings  is  on  par  with  other  years. 

Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95 — This  Chapter,  I  would  think,  is  our  most  suc- 
cessful Chapter  in  this  District.  They  have  a  very  large  population  to 
draw  from  and  they  have  had  a  number  of  candidates  during  the  year. 
Their  Officers  are  very  proficient  and  enthusiasm  is  high.  They  have 
some  Junior  Officers  coming  along  that  are  very  good.  Their  Commit- 
tees are  working  good.  They  have  an  excellent  Finance  Committee  that 
is  well  looked  after  by  a  very  well  known  R.  Ex.  Comp.  They  have 
good  attendance  at  their  meetings  and  it  is  a  very  sound  Chapter. 

St.  John's  Chapter  No.  103— The  work  of  the  Officers  of  this  Chapter 
is  excellent.  The  Regalia  is  in  excellent  shape  and  the  books  of  the 
Chapter  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  Committees  work  very  well 
and  enthusiasm  is  high.  They  do  have  a  problem  in  that  they  only  had 
one  candidate  during  the  year.  At  the  present  time,  the  Chapter  is  not 
too  financially  well  off,  in  fact  they  are  quite  concerned  about  this, 
as  St.  John's  Chapter  will  have  to  commence  paying  rent  on  their  Hall 
this  year,  which  is  something  they  have  not  had  to  do  for  a  number 
of  years.  All  that  is  needed  in  the  Chapter  to  put  things  right  again 
is  new  candidates  and  I  feel  that  with  the  capable  Officers  in  office 
and  those  coming  up,  they  will  have  the  St.  John's  Chapter  back  on  its 
feet  in  the  near  future. 

Recommendations :

I  would  recommend  that  the  new 
Incoming  Grand  Superintendent,  and  those  that  may  follow,  start  to 
arrange  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  right  after  being  elected  in  the  Spring, 
so  that  all  arrangements  are  made  to  hold  same  in  early  September.

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It  is  regretted  that  I  must  again  report  that  Demits,  Suspensions 
and  the  grim  reaper  all  combined  to  offset  the  additions  in  membership 
so  that  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  had  a  net  loss  of  217  for  the  year  1966. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  it  was  necessary  to  keep  the  Ledger  open  until 
the  second  week  in  March  although  the  Constituent  Chapter  year  ended 
December  31st,  1966,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  fiscal  year  ended  February 
28th,  1967,  due  to  the  late  receiving  of  the  year  end  Chapter  Annual 
Reports  and  Returns.  Twenty-nine  percent  of  the  Chapters  were  de- 
linquent as  of  January  31st,  the  Constitutional  dead-line  for  filing  of 
the  Chapter  Returns.  As  a  matter  of  record  the  last  two  Returns  were 
received  Thursday,  March  9th,  with  the  Auditor  arriving  at  Grand 
Chapter  office  the  following  Tuesday.  You  will  readily  agree,  I  am 
sure,  that  this  does  not  permit  your  Grand  Scribe  E.  proper  time  to 
prepare  for  the  Grand  Chapter  fiscal  year  end  audit,  or  to  properly  carry 
out  the  general  office  work  and  makes  it  virtually  impossible  for  him 
to  prepare  the  reports  on  time  for  use  of  everyone  who  is  called  upon 
to  quote  statistics.  While  this  is  a  regrettable  state  of  affairs  it  is  cer- 
tainly not  new  and  Proceedings  of  over  thirty  years  ago  carry  similar 
problems.  Your  Grand  Scribe  E.  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Scribe's  E. 
are  not  fully  aware  of  the  necessity  of  proper  Returns,  with  the  unhappy 
consequences,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  educational  drive  may  be  instituted 
for  the  First  Principals  and  Scribes  E.  of  the  constituent  Chapters 
pointing  out  these  problems,  including  the  proper  manner  in  reporting 
of  new  additions  to  the  Chapter  rolls.  Once  again  I  am  asking  for  the 
wholehearted  support  of  every  First  Principal  and  Scribe  E.  of  each 
Chapter.  The  last  day  for  filing  is  January  31st,  not  February  28th. 
At  other  times  of  the  year  the  Scribes  E.  are  most  co-operative,  with 
excellent  response  to  correspondence,  etc.,  and  this  is  indeed  most  appre- 
ciated. 

The  completed  Office  Systems  have  proven  to  be  of  great  con- 
venience in  every  day  use  and  especially  in  the  processing  of  the  Annual 
Returns  and  Grand  Chapter  reports.  As  time  permits  further  refine- 
ments will  be  added.  The  Master  File,  when  completed,  should  permit 
even  greater  speed  in  compiling  requested  data,  especially  from  the  in- 
dividual Chapters. 

I  wish  to  assure  the  Scribes  E.  that  I  always  welcome  an  oppor- 
tunity to  assist  them  in  their  Chapter  problems  and  welcome  their 
letters  of  enquiry. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  The  Grand  Z.  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion and  thanks  for  the  continued  co-operation  and  assistance  in  cor- 
respondence.

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AUDITOR'S  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Most  Excellent  Companion,  James  Elwood  Girven,  Grand  First  Principal, 
Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir: 

I  have  made  by  regular  examination  of  the  books  of  account  and 
supporting  records  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  February  28,  1967.  From  this 
examination,  I  have  prepared  the  Statements  listed  below  and  I  now 
present  them  together  with  my  comments  thereon: 

Exhibit  "A"— Balance  Sheet  as  at  February  28,  1967. 

Exhibit  "B" — Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for 
the  year  ended  February  28,  1967. 

Schedule  "1" — The  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  as  at 
February  28,  1967. 

Schedule  "2" — The  Life  Membership  Fund — Grand  Chapter  as  at 
February  28,  1967. 

Schedule  "3" — The  Chapters'  Life  Membership  Fund  as  at  February 
28,  1967. 

Schedule  "4" — The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  as  at  February 
28,  1967. 

COMMENTS 
The  Petty  Cash  Fund  was  counted  at  the  time  of  my  examination 
and  found  to  be  in  order.  Vouchers  were  examined  in  support  of  all 
disbursements  from  this  fund.  The  several  bank  balances,  shown  in 
Exhibit  "A"  and  Schedules  "1",  "2",  "3"  and  "4",  were  verified  as  at 
February  28,  1967,  and  all  the  bank  transactions  in  the  several  funds 
for  the  year  then  ended  were  examined.  The  Cash  in  Transit  was  de- 
posited in  the  proper  Bank  Accounts  subsequent  to  February  28,  1967. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  from  the  various  Chapters  were  reviewed 
in  detail  and  appear  to  be  proper  charges  and  collectible.  I  am  pleased 
to  note,  that  as  at  the  time  of  my  examination,  all  Annual  Returns  had 
been  received  from  the  constituent  Chapters. 

The  charge  against  the  Life  Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  for 
Life  Membership  dues  for  1966-67  has  been  computed  on  the  same  basis 
as  in  the  preceding  year.  In  my  opinion,  this  computation  represents  an 
actuarially  sound  charge  against  the  Life  Membership  fund.  I  recom- 
mend that  the  balance  owing  from  the  Life  Membership  Fund  to  the 
General  Fund  be  transferred  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  amount  due  from  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  represents 
expenditures  incurred  by  the  General  Fund  on  behalf  of  the  Scholarship 
and  Bursary  Fund.  I,  again,  recommend  that  this  sum  be  transferred 
as  soon  as  possible. 

The  computation  of  the  accrued  interest  in  the  several  funds  was 
checked  and  found  to  be  in  order. 

The  inventory  of  supplies  for  resale  was  furnished  to  me  by  your 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  without  further  verification  by  me.  As  a  result  of  a 
change  in  financial  reporting  policy,  a  valuation  has  been  placed  on  your 
stock  of  Jewels  on  hand.  This  was  provided  by  your  Grand  Scribe  E., 
without  further  verification  by  me.  In  future  years,  the  operations  will 
be  charged  with  the  cost  of  Jewels  used  during  a  particular  year. 

The  investments  of  the  several  funds  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Exhibit 
"A"  and  Schedules  "1",  "2"  and  "4".  These  investments  are  held  in  a 
safe-deposit  box   in   the    City   Hall    Branch    of   The    Canadian    Imperial 
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Bank  of  Commerce  in  the  joint  custody  of  any  two  of  the  Grand  Scribe 
E.,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  President 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  These  investments  were  counted  on  March 
14,  1967  and  found  to  be  in  order. 

So  far  as  I  was  able  to  ascertain,  from  due  inquiry  of  the  officials 
concerned  and  from  the  information  presently  available,  all  known 
liabilities  of  the  various  funds  were  taken  up  in  the  books  of  account 
as  at  February  28,  1967,  and  are  reflected  in  the  attached  Statements. 
The  unexpended  balance  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Office  Equip- 
ment less  purchases  during  the  year  has  been  set  up  as  a  reserve  avail- 
able for  use  for  this  purpose  in  future  years. 

Details  of  operations  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
February  28,  1967,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe 
E.,  are  set  out  in  Exhibit  "B"  and  compared  with  the  budget  for  the 
fiscal  year  under  review  as  approved  by  Grand  Chapter. 

I,  again,  bring  to  your  attention  that  so  long  as  the  commutation 
fee  for  life  members  remains  at  $10.00,  any  member  who  becomes  a  life 
member  is  automatically  removed  from  your  current  dues  producing 
membership  at  $1.00  per  annum  and  becomes  a  life  member  whose 
commutation  produces  only  $0.50  per  annum  for  your  General  Fund.  I 
recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  increasing  the  commutation 
fee  for  life  members  to  enable  this  fund  to  produce  a  revenue  related 
to  current  rising  operating  costs. 

As  in  preceding  years,  interim  examinations  were  made  of  the  books 
of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  tenta- 
tive interim  reports  were  submitted  as  of  August  31,  1966  and  November 
30,  1966. 

My  examination  included  a  general  review  of  the  accounting  pro- 
cedures and  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  as  I  considered  necessary  under  the  circumstances.  I  have 
obtained  all  the  information  and  explanations  which  I  have  required. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing  qualifications,  the  attached 
Balance  Sheets  and  related  Statements  are  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit 
a  true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
as  at  February  28,  1967  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year 
then  ended,  according  to  the  best  of  my  information  and  the  explanations 
afforded  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Grand  Chapter.

To  the   Most  Excellent  the   Grand   First  Principal,   Officers   and   Mem- 
bers of  the   Grand   Chapter   of  Royal   Arch   Masons   of   Canada    in   the 
Province   of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Committee  has  reviewed  the  address  of  our  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal, Most  Excellent  Companion  James  E.  Girven,  and  immediately 
expresses  to  the  Great  Jehovah  our  grateful  prayers  for  His  Divine

We  are  most  happy,  also,  that  the  Grand  Master  is  accompanied 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  and  Excellent  Com- 
panion Ewart  G.  Dixon,  M.C.,  Q.C.,  whose  counsel  and  friendship  have 
constantly  been  invaluable  to  our  Grand  Chapter  in  all  phases  of  its 
administration.

We  particularly  mourn  with  him  in  the  great  loss  sustained  by 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  death  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  Mel- 
ville S.  Gooderham,  who  passed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  on  Feb- 
ruary 20th  last.  We  recognize  with  him  the  marked  contribution  made 
to  the  Royal  Craft  by  this  distinguished  and  stalwart  member  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  and  his  continued  devotion  to  it  notwithstanding  his  ill 
health  and  the  serious  handicap  consequent  thereon. 

We  tender  our  grateful  thanks  to  Most  Excellent  Companion 
James  E.  Girven  for  his  many  visitations  and  his  devotion  to  our  Grand 
Chapter,  particularly  with  the  knowledge  of  the  limitations  placed  on 
him  during  his  period  of  office  since  hs  serious  illness  of  June  of  last 
year.  Your  Committee  appreciates  that  conflicting  dates  and  other  cir- 
cumstances make  it  impossible  for  the  Grand  First  Principal  to  accept 
all  invitations  received  by  him.  However,  we  commend  his  policy,  name- 
ly, that  whenever  it  is  necessary  that  the  Grand  Z.  be  represented,  in 
his  absence,  some  Grand  Chapter  Officer  be  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Your  Committee  observes  that  during  the  past  year  there  have 
been  5  dedications  of  Chapter  rooms  and  new  Masonic  temples,  and 
agrees  with  our  Grand  First  Principal  that  these  new  Masonic  facilities 
will  do  much  to  strengthen  Masonic  Associations,  and  particularly  the 
Royal  Craft,  in  these  respective  communities. 
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We  note  with  joy  his  reference  to  presentations  of  four  60  year 
Royal  Arch  Masons  Jewels,  together  with  a  large  number  of  50  year 
Jewels,  and  particularly  50  year  Installed  First  Principal's  Jewels.  The 
Grand  Z.  likewise  arranged  for  the  presentation  of  a  large  number  of 
25  year  installed  First  Principal's  Jewels.  Your  Committee  tenders  its 
commendation  and  congratulations  to  these  Companions  for  the  further 
honors  worthily  bestowed  upon  them. 

The  dispensations  granted  by  the  Grand  Z.  have  been  carefully 
reviewed  at  the  Grand  Chapter  office  and  have  been  found  to  be  con- 
stitutionally correct  and  are  therefore  approved.  However,  your  Com- 
mittee was  concerned  in  that  it  observed  12  dispensations  had  been 
granted  for  the  purpose  of  special  emergent  convocations,  particularly 
having  in  mind  Section  172  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"A  Chapter  of  Emergency  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  summons, 
on  seven  days'  clear  notice,  by  direction  of  the  Z.,  or  upon  the  request 
in  writing  of  nine  members  of  the  Chapter.  The  business  to  be  trans- 
acted shall  be  expressed  in  the  summons,  and  none  other  than  that 
specified  shall  be  entered  upon  at  that  Convocation." 

However,  on  discussing  this  subject  with  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  the 
Committee  learned  that  on  receiving  requests  for  emergency  convoca- 
tions, he  immediately  advised  the  chapters  of  the  provisions  of  Section 
172  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Constitution.  The  special  dispensations  grant- 
ed and  reported  by  the  Grand  Z.,  were  only  those  where  a  chapter  found 
it  could  not  meet  the  requirements  of  this  section  of  the  Constitution, 
mainly  because  of  the  time  element. 

We  likewise  note  his  reference  to  new  Chapter  by-laws  and  also 
amendments  thereto  approved  by  him,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Laws  and  Jurisprudence.  We  are  pleased,  again,  to  com- 
ment that  this  is  an  indication  that  chapters  are  permitted  to  make  such 
amendments  and  must  constantly  be  alert  to  constitutional  requirements 
which  make  it  essential  that  such  changes  be  made. 

Your  Committee  has  noted  our  Grand  Z's  appointments  of  10  dis- 
tinguished members  of  our  Grand  Chapter  as  Grand  Representatives, 
and  with  his  selection  we  approve  and  tender  our  commendation  to  him 
for  the  wisdom  of  his  selections,  and  offer  congratulations  to  the  recip- 
ients on  the  honor   bestowed  upon  them. 

We  also  share  in  his  expression  of  appreciation  to  the  Royal  Arch 
Welfare  Committee  of  Districts  8  and  8A  for  the  continued  marked 
contribution  it  has  given  toward  the  happiness  of,  particularly,  the 
aged  and  veteran  citizens;  likewise  his  commendation  to  Mount  Sinai 
Chapter  No.  212,  which  continues  with  greater  enthusiasm  in  its  most 
commendable  work  in  behalf  of  retarded  children. 

We  share  in  the  Grand  Z's  keen  disappointment  that  so  many  chap- 
ters have  failed  to  give  practical  support  to  the  deserving  Grand  Chap- 
ter project  of  Scholarships  and   Bursaries. 

We  join  with  him  in  his  expression  of  grave  concern  in  the  con- 
tinued loss  of  membership  and  ask  that  all  companions  accept  his 
challenge  in  this  important  matter  in  the  hope  that  membership  loss 
will  be  stemmed  during  the  forthcoming  year.

We  note  with   grave  concern   the  action   taken  by  him   respecting 
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two  companions  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John, 
in  accordance  with  the  authority  invested  in  him  under  Section  106  of 
the  Constitution,  and  under  the  Constitution  we  approve  of  his  action 
and  await  further  decision  as  a  result  of  such  Commission. 

We  have  noted  his  recommendation  that  Honorary  Membership  to 
the  Grand  Executive  be  conferred  on  Right  Excellent  Companion  F. 
Carl  Ackert.  This  Committee  agrees  that  such  recommendation  is  be- 
stowed because  of  years  of  service  rendered  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  but 
we  would  observe  that  in  the  selection  of  companions  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter who  are  deserving  of  such  honor,  in  the  future  obtain  the  opinion 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Grand  Chapter  before  the  appointment  is 
finalized.

MASONIC  INSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

To  the   Most  Excellent  Grand   First  Principal,  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The   Masonic  Instruction  Committee  is  pleased  to   report  that  much 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  Masonic  Year  just  ended. 

Progress  has  not  been  as  extensive  as  we  wished,  but,  we  have, 
good  reason  to  believe  and  hope  that  the  seeds  of  development  and 
improvment  in  Masonic  Instruction  and  Education  have  been  well  sown 
and  are  now  beginning  to  shew  definite  signs  of  "bearing  fruit". 

Some  of  our  Districts  are  very  active  and  the  work  being  done  in 
the  many  "Schools  of  Instruction"  has  created  a  keen  interest  in  ob- 
taining improvement  and  uniformity  in  the  procedure  of  conferring  the 
various   Degrees. 

Our  "Manual  of  Instruction"  is  now  being  very  extensively  used 
and  is  in  great  demand.  It  is  indeed  encouraging  to  know  that  this  Man- 
ual is  now  proving  its  worth  and  is  creating  real  interest  in  getting  a 
uniform  interpretation  of  the  requirements  of  The  Work. 

Several  of  our  District  Committees  have  been  very  active  and  in- 
dustrious and  their  work  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Chapters  in  their 
jurisdiction. 

Your  Chairman  has  visited  many  Chapters  and  several  Schools 
of  Instruction  within  and  without  Toronto. 

On  Saturday,  25th  February  1967,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Harold  Gum- 
mer,  arranged  and  supervised  a  School  of  Instruction  for  St.  Lawrence 
District  No.  12,  in  the  Temple  at  Brockville.  This  was  exceedingly  well 
organized  as  proved  by  the  excellent  attendance;  every  Chapter  in  the 
district  was  well  represented  and  the  attendance  was  away  beyond 
expectations;  considering  the  very  bad  weather,  below  zero,  with  heavy 
winds  and  drifting  snow.  The  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  was  con- 
ferred on  a  very  high  standard  of  candidate.  The  Degree  after  exem- 
plification was  discussed  at  some  length  and  errors  corrected.  Your 
Grand  Chapter  Chairman  was  present  and  answered  many  intelligent 
and  interesting  questions  on  the  history  and  functions  of  the  Degree. 
I  am  certain  that  all  those  present  took  home  with  them  many  lessons 
and  interesting  facts.  Our  Manual  of  Instruction  is  used  extensively 
in  this  District. 

Some  of  the  errors  corrected  seem  to  have  become  common  prac- 
tice in  the  St.  Lawrence  District  and  I  am  sure  these  will  be  corrected. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  this  District  is  in  good  hands  as  all  the  members 
of  the  District  Committee  are  very  active  in  their  work. 
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The  arrangements  made  by  Sussex-St.  Lawrence  Chapter  No.  59 
were  excellent. 

To  the  other  District  Committees  who  have  been  very  active  during 
the  year — your  Grand  Chapter  Committee  extends  a  sincere  "thank  you". 
We  are  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  only  a  few  of  this  year's  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  have  shown  any  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Com- 
mittees despite  the  fact  that  repeated  offers  of  assistance  have  been 
extended.  This  is  to  be  regretted.  However,  we  will  try  to  impress  on 
the  incoming  group,  the  importance  of  Masonic  Instruction  and  Educa- 
tion. 

Our  booklet  to  Craft  Masons  is  not  being  as  extensively  used  as 
it  should,  and  this  Committee  is  taking  steps  to  develop  interest  in  the 
use  of  this  very  excellent  work;  which  if  properly  used,  should  interest 
our  Craft  Brothers  in  Capitular  Masonry. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  making  further  progress  in  the  near 
future. 

As  the  requests  for  our  lessons  on  the  various  degrees  are  increas- 
ing rapidly,  this  Committee  purposes  to  re-run  all  of  the  series,  this 
to  be  followed  by  a  new  series  of  extended  lessons  which  will  soon  be 
in  process  of  printing.

Your  Committee  on  Education  is  happy  to  submit  the  following 
report. 

During  the  past  year,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  co-operation  with  the  Masonic  Education  Committee,  in  completely 
reviewing  the  manual  of  instruction  which  is  presented  at  Grand  Chap- 
ter to  the  newly  elected  Grand  Superintendents. 

A  complete  new  manual  "GUIDE  FOR  SCRIBE  E'S"  was  prepared 
and  approved  for  distribution.  It  is  most  encouraging  to  report  that 
this  new  pamphlet  has  filled  a  great  void  in  our  assistance  to  respec- 
tive Scribe  E's  and  its  wide  acceptance  has  been  a  great  stimulant  to 
our  endeavours. 

We  would  be  remiss,  Most  Ex.  Sir,  if  we  did  not  tender  our  thanks 
and  congratulations  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Masonic  Instruction  Com- 
mittee, V.  Ex.  Comp.  James  Turnbull  and  his  committee  for  the  tre- 
mendous work  they  have  done  in  not  only  assisting  in  compiling  the 
data  of  our  various  manuals,  but  particularly  the  many  lessons  they 
have  prepared  during  the  past  year  for  the  guidance  and  assistance  of 
the  various  Chapters,  particularly  the  Grand  Superintendents. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  I  would  be  negligent 
in  my  duties  if  I  did  not  report  the   grave   concern   we   have   for  the 
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apparent  apathy  that  has  been  displayed  by  certain  Grand  Superinten- 
dents and  Officers  of  respective  Chapters. 

In  this  critical  period  of  fast  changing  times,  it  is  doubly  impor- 
tant that  those  who  assume  positions  of  responsibility  should  alert 
themselves  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  Office  and  strive  to  be  fully 
cognizant  of  the  great  privilege  they  have  been  afforded  of  serving 
their  respective  chapters. 

During  the  past  Year,  your  Education  Committee  has  received 
questions  as  to  possibility  of  errors  in  the  printing  of  The  Work  and 
it  has  been  suggested  that  it  may  be  well  to  have  the  contents  of  the 
work  reviewed.  Your  committee  concurs  with  these  suggestions  and 
respectfully  submits  to  the  incoming  Grand  First  Principal,  for  his  con- 
sideration, the  appointing  of  a  small  committee  to  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  reviewing  The  Work  in  its  entirety  and  bring  forward, 
to  Grand  Chapter,  for  consideration,  its  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

In  conclusion,  Most  Ex.  Sir,  may  we  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  of  our  Chapters,  Grand  Chapter  is  most  anx- 
ious and  ready  to  assist  whenever  and  wherever  possible  in  assuring 
that  a  Chapter  is  successful  in  its  endeavours. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  this  year  to  have  the  district  Chair- 
man of  the  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  attend  the  school  of  in- 
struction, which  be  held  tomorrow  afternoon  for  the  newly  elected 
Superintendents. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  combined  meeting  will  set  the  stage  for  a 
great  Year  of  harmony  and  accomplishment  for  our  Grand  Chapter, 
and  the  newly  elected  Grand  Superintendents  will  gain  a  first  hand 
knowledge  of  the  effort  that  Grand  Chapter  is  doing  through  our  Ma- 
sonic Instruction  Committee,  to  help  the  respective  districts  of  our 
Grand  Jurisdiction.

SPECIAL  PROJECTS  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

CONSTITUTION  REVISION 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

The  Committee  for  the  revision  of  the  Constitution,  which  was 
appointed  some  time  ago,  has  partially  completed  its  task.  That  part  of 
the  Constitution  dealing  with  the  Constituent  Chapters  has  been  com- 
pletely redrafted,  and  at  the  present  time  is  in  the  process  of  being 
edited  in  the  light  of  provisions  covering  the  same  matters  contained 
in  other  Grand  Chapter  Constitutions.  We  have  had  the  good  fortune 
to  have  received  copies  of  the  Constitutions  of  all  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
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ters  in  Canada,  England  and  Ireland  and  several  of  the  larger  Grand 
Chapters  in  the  United  States.  We  propose  to  consider  these  other  Con- 
stitutions in  the  hope  that  we  may  find  something  which  we  could  re- 
commend for  adoption  into  our  Constitution. 

Our  next  task  will  be  to  revise  that  part  of  the  Constitution  deal- 
ing wih  Grand  Chapter.  We  have  received  a  copy  of  a  partial  revision, 
which  was  done  some  time  ago  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  Burden.  We 
know  that  it  will  be  very  useful. 

We  have  also  been  requested  to  examine  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal's rulings.  A  quick  look  indicates  that  they  need  very  badly  to  be 
consolidated. 

A  revision  of  our  Constitution  is  long  overdue.  When  one  reads  it, 
it  becomes  quite  apparent  that  it  is  little  more  than  a  patch-work  quilt. 
For  instance,  there  are  three  sections  dealing  with  the  duties  of  the 
Scribes  E.  of  the  Constituent  Chapters.  They  overlap  to  a  considerable 
extent.  Bits  and  pieces  have  been  added  as  amendments  from  time  to 
time,  and  some  of  them  fit  and  many  of  them  do  not. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  we  will  have  by  next  fall  a 
draft  of  the  Constitution  which  we  can  put  into  your  hands  for  con- 
sideration, all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOLARSHIPS  AND 
BURSARIES 

To  the  most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  s  again  a  distinct  honour  to  submit  a  report  on  behalf  of  this 
important  Grand   Chapter  Committee. 

It  is  able  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  achieve- 
ment, and  yet  many  keen  disappointments — great  achievement  because 
the  past  year  has  taught  your  Committee  of  the  great  need  for  the 
Grand  Chapter  project  of  Scholarships  and  Bursaries,  and  disappoint- 
ment because  of  the  apathy  on  the  part  of  so  many  constituent  chap- 
ters to  give  financial  or  other  support  to  its  endeavours. 

That  there  is  a  need  for  the  Grand  Chapter  program  in  the  field 
of  higher  education  is  well  borne  out  in  that  your  Committee  was  re- 
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quired  to  consider  21  applications  from  constituent  chapters.  However, 
your  Committee  most  regretfully  had  to  decline  14  of  these  applica- 
tions because  of  the  limited  finances  at  its  disposal. 

In  its  report  to  Grand  Chapter  last  year,  your  Committee  advised 
that  it  had  been  stimulated  as  a  result  of  achievements  in  its  formative 
year,  but  emphasized  that  its  future  acitivities  would  depend  entirely 
on  the  practical  support  given  at  chapter  level,  and  indicated  that  it 
held  a  firm  opinion  that  this  was  a  challenge  which  would  be  met  so 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  program  of  Scholarships  and  Bursaries  would 
go  on  in  perpetuity. 

Your  Committee  is  gravely  concerned  because  this  challenge  has 
not  been  met,  as  donations  received  from  chapters  at  the  time  of  writ- 
ing this  report  indicate  only  an  increase  of  $55.53  over  that  of  its  first 
year  and,  indeed,  it  will  be  shown  that  this  small  increase  has  been 
brought  about  mainly  by  accepting  the  suggested  policy  made  by  this 
Committee  that  donations  be  made  to  the  Fund  in  lieu  of  floral  tributes 
to  deceased  companions. 

Your  Committee  has  learned  from  the  information  available  to  it 
that  those  constituent  chapters  which  have  an  active  Scholarship  and 
Bursary  Committee  have  found  good  support  from  their  membership, 
and  therefore  would  again  urge  that  the  First  Principals  of  all  chapters 
personally  dedicate  themselves  and  determine  in  appointing  a  Scholar- 
ship and  Bursary  Committee  that  such  Committee  becomes  an  active 
unit  and  personally  contacts  all  companions,  not  only  in  the  hope  of 
obtaining  donations  but,  more  particularly,  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
need  and  worthwhileness  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  and  Bur- 
sary program. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  last  year  it  awarded 
four  $500  and  three  $250  bursaries.  Your  applications  for  these  came 
from  the  following  chapters: 

Grimsby  Chapter  No.  69  Carleton  Chapter  No.  16 
St.  Francis  Chapter  No.  133  Palestine  Chapter  No.  54 
Granite  Chapter  No.  61  The  Scarborough  Chapter  No.  263 

Atwood  Chapter  No.  149 
Two  of  the  successful  applicants  are  attending  Queen's  University,  one 
the  University  of  Toronto,  one  McMaster  University,  two  Carleton  Uni- 
versity, and  one  the  University  of  Western   Ontario. 

Your  Committee  is  again  pleased  to  report  that  Grand  Chapter's 
contribution  in  the  field  of  higher  education  is  becoming  well  recog- 
nized as  will  be  seen  by  the  acknowledgments  it  has  received  from  the 
authorities  of  the  respective  universities  where  bursaries  have  been 
granted.  It  should  be  mentioned  at  this  stage  that  your  Committee  has 
adopted  the  policy  of  forwarding  cheques  covering  the  bursaries  to  the 
Bursars  of  the  Universities,  who,  in  acknowledgment  thereof,  have  ex- 
pressed appreciation,  not  only  for  the  award  but,  particularly,  that  our 
Grand  Chapter  has  become  so  deeply  interested  in  the  necessity  of 
financial  aid  to  students  seeking  opportunity  in  the  field  of  highei 
education  to  enable  them  to  take  their  place  in  academic,  professional 
and  commercial  life  of  the  community. 

For  example,  under  date  of  October  18th,  1966,  the  Registrar  of 
Queen's   University   advised   as   follows: 

"Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  14  October  and  the  two  cheques  for 
$500  each  covering  awards  of  bursaries  made  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

"I  am  enclosing  an  official  receipt  and  I  should  like  to  say  how 
grateful  Queen's  University  is  for  this  generous  assistance  for  two  of 
her  students." 
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Your  Committee  has  been  in  correspondence  with  the  Department 
of  National  Revenue,  which  has  now  advised  that  the  Grand  Chapter 
project  of  obtaining  funds  to  sponsor  a  program  of  scholarships  and 
bursaries  is  considered  to  be  a  charitable  object.  However,  in  order  to 
obtain  the  required  authority  to  have  a  donation  deductible  for  income 
tax  purposes,  it  has  been  advised  that  necessary  documents  must  be 
completed.  The  nature  of  these  regulations  require  the  authority  of 
Grand  Chapter  and  your  Committee  recommends  that  Grand  Chapter 
authorizes  its  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Committee  to  proceed  with  the 
necessary  application. 

Your  Committee  has  observed  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter auditor  that  there  is  an  amount  of  $4,074.72  unexpended  income  in 
the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund.  It  therefore  recommends, 
in  accordance  with  the  policy  already  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter,  that 
after  the  requirements  for  forthcoming  benevolence  be  determined  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  Benevolent  Committee  the  balance  of  unexpended 
income  be  transferred  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  and  Bursary 
Fund,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  in  its  awards  of 
bursaries  this  coming  year. 

Your  Committee  intends  at  the  earliest  possible  time  following  this 
Grand  Convocation  to  forward  application  forms  to  all  constituent 
chapters  and  advice  will  be  given  that  applications  will  only  be  con- 
sidered when  approved  and  recommended  by  the  respective  chapters 
and  must  be  received  at  the  Grand  Chapter  office  not  later  than  August 
31st  next.

In  expressing  thanks  to  Companion  Samuel  Cowan 
for  this  generous  gift,  your  Committee  trusts  that  this  will  lend  stimu- 
lus to  all  constituent  chapters  in  their  endeavours  to  actively  support 
Grand  Chapter  in  its  work  of  assisting  students  in  obtaining  higher 
education,  and  in  continuing  their  University  course  provided  their 
efforts  justify  further  assistance. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  notes  with  regret  that  Most  Excel- 
lent Companion  John  M.  Burden  retires  this  year  as  a  member,  and  the 
regulations  applicable  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  and  Bursary 
Committee  require  that  a  retiring  member  cannot  be  re-elected  and 
consequently  a  re-elction  must  be  made  in  his  stead. 

This  Grand  Chapter  is  fully  aware  that  Most  Excellent  Companion 
John  M.  Burden  is  our  senior  Past  Grand  First  Principal,  and  the  tre- 
mendous contributions  he  has  made  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  all  its 
spheres,  over  many  years,  has  gained  for  him  the  affection  and  high 
esteem  of  the  campanions  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction.  No  one 
is  more  aware  of  the  value  Most  Excellent  Companion  Burden  has  been 
to  your  Committee  than  its  Chairman.  Not  only  was  he  actively  in- 
terested in  the  granting  of  our  first  bursaries  in  our  Centennial  year 
but  his  unceasing  active  interest  has  been  to  a  great  measure  respons- 
ible for  the  success  and  achievement  which  your  Committee  has  attain- 
ed in  behalf  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Your  Chairman,  therefore,  not  only  in  a  personal  vein,  but  on  be- 
half of  the  Committee,  and  Grand  Chapter  generally,  desires  to  express 
most  profound  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Most  Excellent  Companion 
John  M.  Burden  for  his  monumental  endeavours,  which  we  know  wiil 
be  a  lasting  inspiration,  not  only  to  the  members  of  this  Committee 
but  to  all  companions  throughout  the  Jursdiction,  and  knowing  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Burden  as  we  do,  he  would  only  ask  as  a  reward

He  is  presently 
Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Physiological  Hygiene  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  in  determining  the  capabilities  of  the  appli- 
cants will  be  of  inestimable  value  to  your  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To   the    Most   Excellent   the    Grand    First   Principal,    Officers    and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry  has  carefully  reviewed  the 
reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  and  from  the  kind  assistance  of 
the  Grand  Scribe  E,  we  now  present  our  Report  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the  year  1966. 

First  let  us  say  that  the  Companions  of  this  Grand  Chapter  were 
real  pleased  to  learn  late  in  1966  that  our  Grand  First  Principal,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Girven,  had  been  restored  to  good  health  and  that 
he  was  able  to  undertake  the  arduous  duties  of  his  office.  Reports 
reaching  us  from  the  chapters  that  he  visited  stated  that  the  Compan- 
ions were  delighted  with  his  visits  and  the  fine  messages  which  he  left 
with  them.  May  he  continue  to  enjoy  good  health. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  report  in  their  reports  and  the  Statis- 
tical Reports  that  for  the  most  part  —  yes  there  are  a  few  weak  spots 
— that  the  conditinon  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Ontario  is  in  splendid 
condition.  The  work  as  done  by  the  officers  is  good,  attendance  and  the 
lack  of  interest  in  a  number  of  cases  could  be  improved  upon.  This 
would  be  a  real  encouragement  to  the  officers  and  a  big  morale  builder 
to  the  Companions  in  general.  This  lack  of  interest  is  not  only  preva- 
lent in  the  Chapters  but  is  evidenced  in  the  other  Masonic  bodies  and 
spreads  itself  among  the  affairs  of  our  country.  This  can  only  be  over 
come  by  a  sincere  desire  for  more  knowledge  and  a  willingness  on  the 
part  of  each  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  dispense  light  and  knowledge  when- 
ever and  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

During  the  past  year  five  chapters  moved  into  their  homes.  Dedi- 
cation ceremonies  for  these  were  as  follows:  Keystone  Chapter  No.  35, 
Whitby,  September  18th;  King  Darius  Chapter  No.  134,  Cannington. 
September  24th;  Excelsior  Chapter  No.  45,  Colborne,  Novmber  22nd; 
Midland  Chapter  No.  94,  Lindsay,  January  14th,  1967;  and  Preston 
Chapter  No.  245,  Preston,  January  21st,  1967.  Each  of  these  Dedication 
ceremonies  were  very  well  attended  by  present  and  past  Grand  Chapter 
Officers  and  the  Companions  from  their  several  districts.  We  wish 
them  well  in  their  new  homes  and  may  they  continue  to  prosper. 
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During  the  year  the  Grand  Superintendents  were  called  upon  to 
present  a  number  of  25  year  Past  Principal  Jewels  and  50  year  Grand 
Chapter  Jewels.  They  were  happy  to  perform  these  pleasant  tasks.  The 
recipients  were  pleased  to  receive  these  honors. 

Four  chapters  held  Ladies'  Nights  during  the  year,  these  were  re- 
ported upon  as  being  successful  events.  We  commend  them  to  the  Com- 
panions as  a  splendid  manner  in  which  the  Companions  can  meet  and 
become  acquainted  with  the  ladies  and  also  as  a  way  of  showing  their 
appreciation  to  the  ladies  for  their  part  in  the  Masonic  way  of  life. 

District  Principals'  Associations  are  becoming  more  general 
throughout  our  jurisdiction,  several  new  Associations  were  formed  this 
last  year.  We  commend  them  to  the  chapters,  their  meetings  are  worthy 
of  support  by  all  Principals,  for  at  them  matters  of  a  common  nature 
can  be  discussed  to  the  advantage  of  the  chapters  in  the  district. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  district  church  services  were  held  in 
ten  districts,  all  being  well  attended.  Five  chapters  also  held  services 
on  their  own  and  these,  too,  were  favorably  received.  We  commend  these 
services  to  all  Companions,  they  are  deserving  of  your  full  support. 

In  most  of  the  districts  the  Grand  Superintendents  were  able  to 
hold  chapters  of  instruction,  all  were  favorably  received.  The  Committee 
on  Masonic  Education  was  represented  at  a  number  of  these  meetings. 

Your  Committee  reporting  on  membership  for  the  year  1966  reports 
the  total  membership  to  be  20,781  of  this  total  2,267  are  commuted 
members,  our  net  loss  for  the  year  was  217  being  31  less  than  last 
year.  The  membership  for  the  year  1956  was  22,434  which  results  in  a 
loss  of  1,653  in  membership  over  a  ten  year  period.  The  total  of  Ad- 
missions, Joinings  and  Restorations  in  1966  was  767  an  increase  of  43 
over  last  year.  The  Withdrawals,  Suspensions,  Adjustments  and  Deaths 
totalled  984  against  a  total  of  1,255  for  a  year  ago.  Deaths  alone  this 
year  were  521,  an  increase  of  18  over  last  year. 

Further  on  the  subject  of  membership,  only  five  districts  showed 
a  gain  against  a  loss  in  the  balance  of  the  districts.  One  district  re- 
ported no  suspensions,  let  us  try  to  better  this  in  1967.  The  matter  of 
demits  and  suspensions  is  one  which  requires  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
A  strong  committee  in  each  chapter  composed  of  Past  Principals 
should  be  asked  to  review  this  problem  with  the  ruling  Principals  and 
the  Scribe  E  before  any  action  is  taken  on  these  matters.  By  so  doing 
your  Committee  feels  that  the  number  of  demits  and  suspensions  can 
be  reduced.  Maybe  a  little  charity  by  way  of  remitting  the  dues  of 
some  of  these  Companions  would  eliminate  some  of  the  losses,  thereby 
retaining  some  worthy  Companions. 

Now  for  the  subject  of  outstanding  dues  and  those  in  arrears  be- 
yond the  period  of  12  months.  We  find  the  amount  of  dues  outstanding 
to  be  $30,975,  a  reai  sizeable  amount,  think  what  this  would  bring  in 
interest  if  this  amount  were  invested  in  bonds,  also  the  chapters  couid 
use  these  funds  towards  operational  costs  of  the  chapter.  Those  in  ar- 
rears 12  months  or  more  totaled  1,403  approximately  14%  of  our  pay- 
ing membership.  The  lowest  in  any  district  was  4  and  the  highest  was 
210.  Your  Committee  can  report  that  there  were  4  chapters  with  none 
reported  in  arrears  and  with  no  outstanding  dues,  we  commend  these 
chapters  for  their  record  and  trust  that  in  1967  more  chapters  will 
follow  their  example. 

Your  Committee  was  concerned  in  reviewing  the  Statistical  Reports 
to  find  that  17  chapters  were  reported  as  having  no  insurance.  Those 
reporting  insurance  ranged  from  $300.  to  $3,000.  We  wonder  why  no 
insurance  is  carried  by  these  chapters  and  we  would  suggest  to  Grand 
Chapter  that  the   Grand   Superintendents  check  out  this  matter  of  in- 
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surance,  even  $300.  is  a  low  figure  when  you  look  at  the  replacement 
values  today. 

The  matter  of  chapter  liabilities  we  feel  should  be  reviewed  as  the 
figures  shown  on  the  Statistical  Reports  for  these  run  from  Nil  to 
$2,100. 

In  reporting  on  the  prospects  of  the  chapters,  these  are  varied  and 
run  from  very  poor,  not  good  and  excellent.  Here  again  it  is  a  matter 
of  greater  interest  being  shown  by  all  members  of  the  Royal  Craft. 
Let  us  take  pride  in  our  membership  in  the  Royal  Craft  and  masonry 
in  general.  Let  us  enter  upon  the  Centennial  Year  of  this  great  coun- 
try with  one  of  pride  and  pledge  ourselves  to  the  furtherance  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  so  that  when  the  reports  for  1967  are  presented  a  num- 
ber of  our  shortcomings  for  1966  will  have  disappeared. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Grand  Scribe  E  for  his  assistance  and  to 
you  Most  Excellent  Sir  for  the  privilege  of  serving  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  February  28,  1967. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  and  the  Grand 
Scribe  E  for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  1967,  have  been  received 
and  reviewed  by  the  members  of  this  committee  and  those  reports  are 
now  being  submitted  to  this  Grand  Body  for  consideration. 

These  reports  have  been  found  complete  and  accurate  in  every  de- 
tail and  cover  all  transactions  pertaining  to  the  financial  position  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  for  the  fiscal  year.  All  items  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements in  respect  to  the  General  Fund,  the  Victory  Thanksgiving 
Benevolent  Fund,  the  Grand  Chapter  Life  Membership  Fund,  the  Chap- 
ters' Life  Membership  Fund  and  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  and 
Bursary  Fund  are  properly  detailed  and  these  reports  contain  complete 
schedules  of  the  securities  in  which  these  funds  are  now  invested. 

Exhibit  "A"  is  a  balance  sheet  showing  all  assets  and  all  liabilities 
of  Grand  Chapter.  It  includes  all  funds  which  are  entrusted  to  and 
over  which  Grand  Chapter  has  control. 

The  amount  owing  by  constituent  Chapters  shows  an  increase  from 
$628.58  in  1966  to  $1,095.41  in  1967. 

The  amount  owing  from  the  Grand  Chapter  Life  Membership  Fund 
is  $897.75.  We  recommend  that  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  in  the 
Life  Membership's  Fund,  this  amount  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund. 

The  details  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Victory  Thanks- 
giving Benevolent  Fund  are  set  out  in  Schedule  "1".  The  details  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Life  Membership 
Fund  and  the  Chapters'  Life  Membership  Fund  are  set  out  in  Schedules 
"2"  and  "3",  respectively. 
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The  details  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  are  set  out  in  Schedule  "4".  It  is  noted 
that  Scholarships  to  the  value  of  $2,750.00  were  awarded  during  the 
fiscal  year. 

The  Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  set  out  in 
Exhibit  "B"  shows  that  the  expenditure  exceeded  the  revenue  by  $621.30. 

Our  securities  have  been  examined  by  the  Auditor.  They  are  held 
in  a  place  and  custody  authorized  by  Grand  Chapter  and  the  present 
par  value  of  all  securities  is  $161,300.00. 

The  Committee  commends  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and  his  assistant 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  their  office  is  being* 
performed. 

In  presenting  the  budget  for  1967  to  1968  a  surplus  of  $715.00  has 
been  included.

and  maintaining  of  the  high  ideals  of  our  great  fraternity. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Most  Excellent  Companion  Mel- 
ville S.  Gooderham  was  born  in  Toronto,  August  9,  1894. 
Died  February  20,  1967.  He  was  a  Past  Master  of  Ionic 
Lodge  No.  25  A.F.  &  A.M.,  Toronto,  Exalted  in  Richard 
Eve  Chapter,  Grand  Registry  of  England  #2772,  Affil- 
iated with  St.  Pauls  Chapter  #65  December  8,  1920, 
Appointed  to  the  office  of  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  April  1950.  Elected  Member 
of  the  Grand  Executive  April  1952,  Elected  Grand  J.,  1953, 
Elected  Grand  H.,  1955,  Elected  Honorary  Grand  Z.,  1957. 

"It  is  hard  to  write  on  the  death  of  a  friend, 

Or  portray  the  light  of  his  smile, 

but  with  all  it  implies,  we  can  lovingly  tell, 

He  was  a  man,  A  Mason,  and  a  friend  worthwhile." 

The  Late  Lieutenant  Colonel  Most  Excellent  Com- 
panion Melville  S.  Gooderham  was  most  proud  of  his 
Canadian  and  British  Heritage,  and  gave  ample  proof  of 
this  by  his  distinguished  Military  service,  both  in  World 
War  I  and  again  in  World  War  II. 

In  August  1914,  he  was  gazetted  Lieutenant  with  the 
third  Battalion  C.E.F.  and  proceeded  overseas  with  this 
unit  as  a  part  of  the  first  Contingent  of  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary   Force. 

Likewise,  he  served  with  distinction  during  World  II, 
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and  retired  at  the  ceasation  of  hostilities  with  the  rank 
of  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

This  service  to  Canada  and  the  British  Common- 
wealth is  best  exemplified  by  the  following  works,  penned 
hundreds  of  years  ago  by  a  great  Greek  Philosopher 
when  he  wrote: 

"Fix  your  eyes  on  the  greatness  of  your  country  as 
you  have  it  before  you  day  by  day, 

Fall  in  love  with  her  and  when  you  feel  her  great, 
remember  that  her  greatness  was  won  by  men  with  cour- 
age, with  knowledge  of  their  duty,  and  with  a  sense  of 
honour  in  action,  who,  even  if  they  failed  in  some  venture 
would  not  think  of  depriving  the  country  of  their  powers 
but  laid  them  at  her  feet  as  their  fairest  offering." 

The  deep  sense  of  dedication  and  indebtedness  to 
his  beloved  country  and  fellow  man  was  tangible  evidence 
of  his  distinguished  family  background.  We  note  that  his 
beloved  Father  was  Knighted  by  the  Late  King  George  V 
for  his  great  philanthropic  work,  particularly  during 
World   War  I. 

The  Late  Most  Excellent  Companion  Gooderham's 
Masonic  life  was  not  only  one  of  achievement,  but  inspir- 
ational to  all  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing 
him.  He  caught  a  vision  of  Masonry  at  the  very  outset 
of  his  Masonic  life  and  in  his  every  day  living,  followed 
and  practiced  its  great  teachings  and  fundamentals. 

He  was  indeed  a  Mason  personified,  and  a  man  who 
modestly  moved  in  the  sphere  of  his  life,  who  without 
blemish  fulfilled  his  duties  as  a  man,  a  subject,  a  hus- 
band and  a  father.  He  was  pious  without  hypocrisy,  bene- 
volent without  ostentation  and  aided  his  fellow  men  in 
all  avenues  without  self  interest. 

He  was  a  man  who  at  no  time  courted  applause,  but 
was  respected  by  all  noble  minded  men.  He  did  not  cease 
his  efforts  until  he  had  accomplished  his  purpose,  but 
then  without  pretention,  would  retire  into  the  sphere  of 
his  family  life  with  the  sense  of  achievement  that  he  had 
done  a  good  act,  not  for  himself,  but  for  the  cause  of 
good. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada, 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in 
the  passing  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  Melville  S. 
Gooderham,  but  he  has  left  us  a  legacy  of  life,  truly  well 
spent  masonically  and  otherwise  which  we  all  should 
endeavour  to  emulate.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION,  LAWS 
AND  JURISPRUDENCE 

To    the    Most    Excellent    The    Grand    First    Principal,    Officers    and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch   Masons  of  Canada  in   the 
Province  of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution,  Laws,  and  Jurisprudence  is  privi- 
leged to  present  its  report  for  the  year  1966-67. 

Three  new  sets  of  Chapter  By-laws  were  received,  reviewed  and 
recommended  for  the  aporoval  of  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

Thirty-seven  sets  of  amendments  to  Chapter  By-laws  were  received, 
reviewed  and  recommended  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

We  were  requested  to  advise  whether  a  Centennial  Crest  could  be 
used  on  a  Chapter  Summons  for  1967.  We  advised  that  we  could  see  no 
legal  objection  to  the  use  of  this  Centennial  Crest. 

An  enquiry  was  made  by  a  Scribe  E.  of  a  Chapter  in  Eastern  Ontario 
for  confirmation  of  the  date  of  the  Institution  of  his  Chapter.  It  was 
found  that  that  Chapter  had  carried  on  since  1894  under  a  warrant 
issued  to  a  Chapter  in  South-western  Ontario  in  1876,  and  the  warrant 
had  been  surrendered  to  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Chapter  in  South-western 
Ontario  in  1880,  when  that  Chapter  united  with  another  Chapter  in  the 
same  city.  We  considered  the  provision  of  Sections  168  and  169  of  the 
Constitution  but  pointed  out  that,  since  this  Chapter  had  existed  under 
this  Warrant  for  72  years,  it  was  our  opinion  that  Grand  Chapter  should 
provide  this  Chapter  with  a  proper  warrant. 

One  Chapter  of  London  District  enquired  whether  an  application  for 
attendance  at  Chapter,  and  for  affiliation  of  a  Companion,  who  was  a 
member  of  a  Chapter  in  Rhodesia  should  be  considered.  While  Rhodesia 
did  not  appear  to  be  recognized,  the  Companion  in  question  belonged 
to  two  Chapters,  one  under  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  England,  and  one 
under  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Scotland.  We  advised  that,  in  our 
opinion,  the  procedures  described  in  the  provisions  of  Section  237  of 
the  Constitution  permitted  the  attendance  at  Chapter  and  the  affiliation 
of  this  Companion. 

An  application  to  Grand  Chapter  by  two  Chapters  desiring  to 
affiliate  was  submitted  for  review  and  we  advised  that  the  general 
principles  expressed  in  the  terms  of  the  agreement  for  affiliation  seemed 
to  present  no  legal  reason  why  these  two  Chapters  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  affiliate. 

One  Chapter  enquired  through  its  Scribe  E.  whether  the  Chapter 
had  to  give  life  memberships  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
246  of  the  Constitution. 

We  pointed  out  that  said  Section  246  reads,  in  part,  as  follows: 
"A  Constituent  Chapter  may,  by  By-law,  admit  any  of  its  members  to 
Life  Membership  .  .  ."  Therefore,  if  a  Constituent  Chapter's  By-laws 
provide  that  members  may  be  admitted  to  life  membership  by  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  said  Section  246,  any  member  may  apply  for  life 
membership  and  is  entitled,  on  complying  fully  with  said  Section  246, 
to  be  granted  life  memberships. 

In  reviewing  the  numerous  applications  for  amendments  of  By-laws, 
we  found  that  many  Scribe  E.'s  of  the  Chapters  seemed  to  be  un- 
familiar with  the  procedure  required  especially  the  submitting  of 
extracts  from  Minutes,  etc.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  forms 
or  precedents  be  prepared  to  assist  the  Scribe  E.  of  a  Constituent 
Chapter  in  properly  and  efficiently  submitting  proposed  amendments  to 
By-laws.  Probably  a  number  of  approved  forms  could  be  made  part  of 
the  new  constitution  now  being  prepared  for  submission  to  Grand 
Chapter. 
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Page  91  of  the  Constitution  is  entitled  RULES  OF  GRAND  CHAP- 
TER, respecting  Trials  for  Masonic  Offences  and  Proceedings  thereon; 
Paragraph  1  on  that  page  commences  as  follows: 

1.      The    following    are    Masonic    offences:    and    Masonic    offences    are 
listed  on  the  whole  of  that  page; 

but  the  Constitution  does  not  contain  a  precedent  or  sample  Charge 
Sheet.  Since  very  few  Masonic  trials  are  necessary,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  a  Precedent  setting  up  the  proper  way  to  word  a  Masonic  charge 
should  be  included  in  the  new  Constitution.  This  would  enable  anyone 
responsible  for  drafting  a  charge  to  have  it  properly  worded  that  the 
Masonic  Order,  in  this  regard,  may  be  properly  and  efficiently  served 
whenever  a  trial  of  a  Companion  is  necessary.  An  improperly  worded 
charge  may  result  in  the  charge  being  dismissed  and  same  could  be 
embarrassing  to  both  the  accuser  and  accused. 

It  has  been  proposed  "that  the  Royal  Arch  Masonic  Order  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  all  Chapters  in  the  Province".  We  can  see 
no  legal  reason  why  this  should  not  be  possible,  but  are  of  the  opinion 
that  this  is  a  matter  of  policy  to  be  determined  by  Grand  Chapter. 

All  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter 
submitted  since  the  last  Convocation  were  reecived.  In  our  opinion, 
these  were  legally  in  order,  but  their  context  appeared  to  be  a  policy 
matter  to  be  determined  by  Grand  Chapter. 

This,  my  Companions,  is  a  summary  of  our  services  during  the  last 
year,  and  our  recommendations.

instituted  and  the  centenary  year,  in  the  lower  left-hand  and  right- 
hand  corners  respectively,  of  the  apron.

GRAND  Z.'S  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

Most  Excellent  Sirs,  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  Distinguished  Guests  and 
my  Companions: 

It  is  with  great  humility  that  I  stand  before  you  on  this  particular 
occasion,  and  my  heart  is  very  full.  I  am  very  cognizant  of  the  respon- 
sibilities that  lie  before  me  as  your  Grand  First  Principal,  and  very  much 
aware  of  the  problems  confronting  us,  but  we  are  men  of  God,  and 
those  problems  will  be  overcome,  if  we  accept  them  as  our  responsibility, 
and  ask  for  his  guidance. 

I  have  done  considerable  reading,  and  studying  these  last  few  weeks, 
and  the  challenges  that  lie  before  us  are  not  new,  nor  are  they  particu- 
larly exclusive  to  our  Time  Honoured  Institution. 

Many  organizations  are  experiencing  the  same  basic  difficulties  we 
are  having,  but  we  have  three  strong  factors  in  our  favour  .  .  .  three 
positive  factors  which  if  used  in  their  fullest  sense  can  only  result  in 
achievement. 

These  factors  are: 

1)  COURAGE 

2)  DETERMINATION 

3)  ENTHUSIASM 

Courage — To  keep  our  spirits  high  in  the  face  of  all  difficulties. 

Determination — To  keep  trying  time,  and  time  again  until  the  per- 
sistant mental  decision  of  firmness  permeates  our  whole  being  and  sets 
us  so  firmly  in  our  purpose  that  nothing  can  make  us  swerve  from  our 
course. 

Enthusiasm — The  word  itself  has  a  good  sound,  it  rouses  us  from 
our  lethargy,  and  lethargic  we  have  certainly  become!  We  need  the 
Zeal  .  .  .  the  Fire  .  .  .  the  dedication  that  true  enthusiasm  brings. 
Enthusiasm  alone  can  revitalize  our  whole  institution.  It  can  place  us 
in  the  proper  perspective  to  enable  us  to  find  our  real  destiny  .  .  .  our 
true  purpose.  It  is  my  duty,  and  responsibility,  through  kindness  in 
placing  me  in  this  office,  to  give  you  the  best  leadership  I  possibly 
can  during  my  term  of  office  .  .  .  and  this  I  intend  to  do,  with  the 
blessing,  and  the  divine  help  of  the  Great  Jehovah. 

You  also  have  a  responsibility,  and  it  is  a  responsibility  shared  in 
equal  measure  with  every  member  of  the  Royal  Craft.  This  respon- 
sibility is  to  reverse  the  downward  trend  in  our  membership,  and  I 
challenge  every  member  of  this  Great  Fraternity  to  a  rededication  of 
purpose  ...  a  rededication  of  principle  ...  a  rededication  to  achieve 
this  important  objective.  If  each  companion  would  undertake  to  intro- 
duce two  new  members  to  our  Royal  Craft  this  year  it  would  indeed 
change  our  whole  course. 

There  is,  you  agree,  the  other  area  of  membership  for  consideration 
...  I  speak  of  the  elimination  of  demits,  and  suspensions.  Our  member- 
ship losses  each  year,  in  this  area  are  far  too  high.  It  is  the  prime 
responsibility  of  the  First  Principal  of  each  Chapter  to  take  positive 
action  to  avoid  demits,  and  suspensions. 
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We  have  in  our  Grand  Chapter  many  companions  of  great  ability, 
and  I  call  upon  them  now,  to  rededicate  themselves  in  a  spirit  of  fra- 
ternal cooperation,  to  assist  your  council  in  its  deliberations.  We  some- 
times suffer  from  a  lack  of  communication.  Programs  have  been  under- 
taken in  the  past,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  each  Constituent  Chapter, 
many  Chapters  have  never  once  called  upon  our  committees  for  assist- 
ance. 

We  have  in  our  organization  a  Masonic  Instruction  Committee, 
whose  purpose  is  to  work  with  the  individual  Chapters,  and  the  District 
Supt.,  to  help  you  .  .  .  right  in  your  own  Chapter. 

We  have  a  Grand  Lecturer  who  is  a  student  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and 
who  would  welcome  a  chance  to  be  of  assistance.  We  have  a  Masonic 
Education  Committee  formed  for  your  help,  and  guidance.  We  have  a 
committee  on  Public  Relations  to  help  you  get  publicity  for  special 
events.  To  assist  you  in  the  know  how  of  getting  information  into  the 
Chapters  in  your  District  regarding  special  programs  you  may  be 
undertaking. 

There  are  other  committees  too,  all  set  up  to  help  each  Chapter 
right  at  the  grass  roots.  Make  a  note  of  these  things  companions, 
and  when  you  return  to  your  own  Chapters  discuss  how  these  committees 
can  help  you. 

There  is,  however,  one  committee  that  needs  your  support.  If  we 
are  to  make  it  grow  and  become  a  real  factor,  we  need  help  .  .  .  your 
help,  with  special  projects  designed  to  interest,  and  enthuse  the  mem- 
bers of  your  Chapter.  To  give  them  something  to  work  for,  something 
to   start  a   team   spirit  moving. 

This  committee  is  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  committee.  In  a 
sense  our  special  projects  committee,  and  what  a  wonderful  piece  of 
work  this  committee  has  done.  It  is  probably  over  simplification  when 
I  say  "a  tremendous  job". 

Let  us  use  these  committees  this  year  companions  and  see  what 
new  interest  we  can  stir  up  within  our  own  Chapters.  Before  closing, 
I  would  like  to  say  a  personal  word  of  thanks,  and  appreciation  to  our 
Immediate  Past  Grand  First  Principal,  James  E.  Girven.  He  has  set  an 
outstanding  example  of  the  courage,  determination  and  enthusiasm  we 
talked  about  earlier.  Although  stricken  with  a  critical  illness  at  a 
most  unfortunate  time,  he  has  determinedly  fought  back  to  good  health, 
and  is  again  actively  showing  us  real  leadership.  All  our  prayers  have 
been  answered  by  his  recovery. 

I  have  had  much  pleasure  in  working  with  our  new  Grand 
Second  Principal,  these  last  two  years,  and  will  look  forward  to  even 
closer  ties  with  him,  and  with  our  newly  installed  Grand  Third  Principal. 

The  volume  of  the  sacred  law  tells  us  of  the  accomplishments  pos- 
sible, if  we  have  faith.  Let  us  then,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  exhibit  that 
faith  to  its  fullest  extent,  let  us  expect  achievements  .  .  .  attainment 
of  our  goals,  and  then  go  forth,  and  work  in  faith  to  accomplish  them.

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CAPITULAR  REVIEW 

Annual  Review  of  the  Proceedings  of  Other  Grand  Chapters 

To   the    Most    Excellent   the    Grand   First   Principal,    Officers   and 
Companions  of  the   Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch   Masons   of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  again  my  honor  and  privilege  to  present  to  Grand  Chapter 
a  Review  of  the  Proceedings  received  from  sister  grand  jurisdictions 
with  whom  our  Grand  Chapter  is  in  fraternal  relationship. 

A  study  thereof  will,  I  believe,  establish  that  while  it  is  time 
consuming  and  demands  painstaking  endeavour,  yet  it  has  many  com- 
pensations, but  again,  disappointments.  Compensation  in  the  know- 
ledge one  gains  in  the  opinions  and  thought  provoking  expressions 
voiced  by  great  leaders  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  so  many  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  scattered  throuhgout  the  great  Masonic  world,  but  still 
disappointing  because  of  the  lethargic  interest  evident  in  so  many 
jurisdictions  which  has  brought  about  an  alarming  lessening  of  mem- 
bership. Nevertheless,  I  am  convinced  that,  because  of  the  devotion 
of  many  who  have  been  great  leaders  in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
there  will,  in  due  course,  be  an  upsurge  in  all  fields  of  Masonic  en- 
deavours, and  particularly  the  Royal  Craft,  which  all  seem  to  agree  is 
a  most  integral  part  of  the  Masonic  family. 

However,  may  I  say  that,  in  my  respectful  judgment,  at  no  time 
within  the  history  of  the  great  institution  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
has  there  existed  a  greater  challenge  at  all  levels  of  the  institution. 
This  observation  is  borne  out  in  fact  by  the  majority  of  leaders  of  the 
Royal  Craft,  particularly  in  the  North  American  Continent  and,  con- 
sequently, it  is  perhaps  proper,  and  indeed  necessary,  that  I  quote 
opinions  expressed  by  some  leaders  in  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

For  instance,  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Alberta  states: 

"This  loss  of  membership  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  can,  in  most 
cases,  be  laid  at  our  door.  How  can  we  bring  them  back  and  why  have 
they  left?  I  think  the  problem  is  that  we  do  not  provide  the  stimulant 
they  are  looking  for.  A  lack  of  dignity  and  solemnity  in  our  work  may 
be  the  very  reason  why  many  of  our  candidates,  after  receiving  what 
we  have  to  offer,  stay  away  from  our  meetings.  Dignity  and  solem- 
nity of  ceremony  are  as  important  to  degree  work  as  the  Ritual  it- 
self. .  .  ." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts 
had  this  to  say: 

"The  empty  seats  in  our  Masonic  Bodies  during  our  meetings 
should  be  of  great  concern  to  all  officers  and  leaders  of  the  Craft. 
Is  the  small  attendance  and  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  so  great  a 
majority  of  our  members  due  to  any  fault  on  the  part  of  ourselves 
as  leaders?  Have  we  failed,  because  of  our  lack  of  preparation,  to 
properly  interpret  the  lessons  of  Masonry  to  our  candidates,  during 
the  degress  ?  Have  we  failed  to  impress  our  candidates,  because  we 
have  not  been  fully  impressed  ourselves,  with  the  beauty  and  grandeur 
of  the  lessons  we  are  supposed  to  teach?  Have  we  failed  to  impress 
on  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  candidates  the  dignity  and  high  im- 
portance of  our  Craft,  because  we  are  more  interested  in  the  worldy 
things  of  life  ourselves?  Have  we  failed  in  our  efforts  to  teach  the 
candidate  brotherly  love  and  charity,  because  of  our  failure  to  exem- 
plify out  of  the  Chapter  Room  those  ideals  and  principles  which  we  are 
taught  in  it?  These  are  merely  questions.  We  leave  it  to  the  individual 
Companion  to  find   the  answers  for  himself." 


The  Grand  High  Priest  of  Missouri  stated: 

"The  biggest  problem  any  chapter  has  to  face  is  lack  of  interest. 
The  only  answer  to  this  problem  is  LEADERSHIP  and  I  repeat  again 
as  was  so  ably  stated  by  President  Abraham  Lincoln,  'Leaders  create 
themselves.' 

"Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  still  continues  as  the  major- 
cause  of  our  loss  of  membership.  The  Grand  Chapter  urges  the  active 
enforcement  of  Sec.  188  of  the  Grand  Chapter  By-Laws  as  a  means 
of  reducing  this  loss.  If  the  officers  of  a  Chapter  show  an  active  in- 
terest in  the  members  and  interesting  meetings  are  planned  and  held 
much  of  this  loss  can  be  reduced.  .  .  . 

"Five  basic  qualities  of  leadership  are: 

1.  Courage:   The  basis  of  all  virtues. 

2.  Will-Power.  To  overcome  objections  from  those  who  feel  they 
are  protecting  your  best  interests. 

3.  Flexibility  of  Mind.  Courage  and  Will-Power  can  be  dangerous 
without  flexibility   of  mind. 

4.  Knowledge.  Enough  knowledge  of  how  the  job  should  be  done 
and  how  to  do  it. 

5.  Integrity.  The  thing  that  makes  people  trust  you. 

For  the  Mason  the  sixth  basic  quality  for  a  leader  is  Humility 
before  God  and  our  fellow  man." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas 
had  this  to  say: 

"Now  we  must,  in  our  Fraternity  today,  if  we  are  to  survive  and 
justify  the  place  we  occupy,  we  must  in  some  manner  or  other  rekindle 
in  our  hearts  and  in  our  minds  an  enthusiasm  for  the  things  that  we 
have  cherished  down  through  the  years.  We  must  not  be  afraid  to  take 
a  stand,  and  we  must  not  hesitate  to  say  what  we  stand  for,  and  if 
we  do  that  we  will  regenerate  in  our  minds  and  thoughts  and  conscious 
a  new  enthusiasm  for  these  things  that  have  made  us  great,  we  are 
not  going  to  need  any  membership  campaigns,  because  this  enthusiasm 
and  once  this  rededication  permeates  our  Organizations,  we  are  going 
to  have  a  resurgence  of  interest  in  our  Fraternity  such  as  the  world 
has  never  known." 

And  finally,  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Virginia,  in  an  address 
given  to  the  158th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  made  this  thought 
provoking   observation: 

"Our  first  allegiance  is  to  Symbolic  Masonry,  and  this  is  a  truism 
that  all  Bodies  should  remember  remains  paramount.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter is,  and  rightfully  so,  the  Master  of  all  Masons  within  a  given 
jurisdiction,  and  his  authority  is  supreme.  Yet  this  does  not  prohibit 
all  Bodies  in  the  right  direction  from  working  side  by  side  so  long 
as  the  motives  are  in  consideration  for  the  welfare  of  the  total  institu- 
tion. I  fear  that  far  too  many  who  have  taken  membership  in  the  so- 
called  higher  bodies  have  forgotten  their  allegiance  to  the  Symbolic 
Lodge  and  no  longer  offer  their  leadership  to  the  Lodge  in  which  they 
hold  their  membership,  thereby  losing  their  influence  for  the  benefit 
of  all  concerned.  We  must  never  attempt  to  change  Freemasonry  but 
strive  to  change   ourselves  by  Freemasonry. 

"I  am  wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  the  brethren  of  the  Symbolic 
Lodge  furthering  their  Masonic  knowledge  by  receiving  the  degrees  in 
the  other  Bodies,  but  I  do  think  that  he  should  not  be  diverted  from 
learning  the  basic  meanings  of  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  until  he  has  had 
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ample  opportunity  to  do  so.  One  who  has  been  exposed  to  the  real 
truths  of  Freemasonry  will  not  conduct  himself  in  any  manner  that 
would  detract  from  his  membership  in  the  other  Bodies.  Masonry's 
modern  mission  is  the  teaching  of  character  and  morality,  the  making 
of  good  men  better.  This  applies  to  any  Masonic  organization  or  or- 
ganization composed  of  Masons." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  question  naturally  arises:  Does  there 
exist  in  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  a  situation  which  should  bring  forth 
similar  observations?  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  my  experience 
has  taught  me  that  there  is  reason  for  grave  concern  in  that  the  re- 
ports I  have  studied  indicate  a  continuing  loss  of  membership,  lessen- 
ing attendance,  and  a   dearth   of  officer   material. 

It  must  be  agreed  that  there  are  many  stalwarts  in  the  Royal 
Craft  whose  service  of  devotion  and  dedication  down  through  the  years 
has  gained  for  them  the  admiration  and  affectionate  regard  of  their 
Companions,  but  I  believe  the  individual  Companion  needs  to  catch 
the  fire  of  their  enthusiasm  and,  above  all,  to  recognize  an  individual 
responsibility  to  his  Chapter  and  the  Royal  Craft  generally,  and  thus 
force  his  God-given  talents  into  some  form  of  practical  demonstration, 
so  that  his  Chapter  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  general  may  be  the 
beneficiaries  thereof,  but  perhaps  what  is  more  important  is  that  he 
is  able  to  set  a  pattern  which  his  Companions  will  enthusiastically 
emulate. 

This,  to  your  Reviewer,  seems  to  be  the  only  answer  to  all  the 
perplexing  problems  which  obviously  beset  our  Grand  Chapter,  and 
therefore  the  only  question  which  is  unresolved  is:  Will  we  meet  the 
challenge  as  we  should?

Alberta 

The  52nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Alberta  was  held  at  Calgary,  on  May  14,  1966. 

Chapters  32;  membership  December  31,  1965 — 3,779;  net  loss  46.

The  Grand  First  Principal  in  his  address  stated,  in  part: 

"During  my  term  of  office  I  felt  that  a  prior  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  would  be  helpful,  and  in  accordance  with  section  37  of 
the  Constitution,  I  called  a  meeting  in  Calgary  on  March  5th.  The 
Chairman  of  each  Committee  was  invited  and  many  subjects  were 
brought  forward  for  the  good  of  Capitular  Masonry.  I  feel  that 
such  prior  meetings  go  a  long  way  to  assist  your  Grand  Chapter  in  re- 
solving any  problems  which  may  come  up  and  are  not  delved  into  at 
the  final  meeting  of  the  Committee  the  night  before  the  Grand  Convo- 
cation." 

"In  conclusion,  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  bring  to  your  attention 
the  grave  problem  which  we  face  .  .  .  namely,  the  continued  loss  of 
members.  The  number  of  Exaltations  and  Affiliations  during  the  year, 
I  regret  to  say,  show  a  marked  decrease  as  compared  to  1963  and  1964, 
while  suspensions  and  demissions  and  deaths  continue  to  spiral.  The 
total  decrease  for  the  year  amounted  to  178  members,  and  of  this  figure 
29 %  were  demitted,  27  ^  were  suspended,  and  42' ;•  were  lost  through 
death.  Our  total  increase  for  the  year  was  132  members,  making  a 
total  decrease  for  the  year  of  46  members.  Death  continues  to  take 
the  greatest  toll,  but  suspensions  and  demissions  continue  to  rise  each 


year.  While  mortality  is  something  we  have  no  control  over,  the  other 
losses  are  a  problem  which  remain  in  our  realm,  and  one  that  requires 
the  utmost  effort  to  stem  .  .  . 

"This  loss  of  membership  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  can,  in  most  cases, 
be  laid  at  our  door.  How  can  we  bring  them  back  and  why  have  they 
left?  I  think  the  problem  is  that  we  do  not  provide  the  stimulant  they 
are  looking  for.  A  lack  of  dignity  and  solemnity  in  our  work  may  be 
the  very  reason  why  many  of  our  candidates,  after  receiving  what  we 
have  to  offer,  stay  away  from  our  meetings.  Dignity  and  solemnity  of 
ceremony  are  as  important  to  degree  work  as  the  Ritual  itself.  Let  us 
never  forget  that  our  Candidates  are  impressed  only  to  the  extent  that 
our  degree  teams  are  impressive  in  their  interpretation  of  the  Ritual. 
What  you  give  them  is  your  interpretation:  they  have  none  of  their 
own.  Too  many  of  our  degree  teams  seem  to  think  that  memorizing 
the  Ritual  is  enough  to  adequately  confer  the  degree.  This  is  not  suffi- 
cient and  certainly  our  candidates  are  entitled  to  more.  Dignity  and 
solemnity  should  be  the  goal  of  all  ritualists  and  this  should  come  from 
the  heart.  The  ritualist  knows  the  story  in  his  heart,  and  therefore,  he 
can  talk  with  all  sincerity  and  absolute  feeling  for  it.  Whether  we  like 
it  or  not,  or  do  not  wish  to  admit  it,  we  are  just  a  stepping  stone,  some- 
thing that  seems  to  be  vitally  necessary  to  advance  along  the  road  to 
Masonry.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  they  have  received  practically 
no  light  from  us.  They  have  heard  a  jumble  of  words  which  they  were 
required  to  listen  to.  If  we  wish  our  candidates  to  become  active  Capi- 
tular Masons,  we  must  so  impress  them  with  the  dignity  of  our  work 
and  the  solemnity  that  they  will  want  to  impress  others  just  as  we  im- 
pressed them.  We  may  be  assured  that  sloppy  degree  work  makes 
candidates  eligible  for  further  degrees,  but  we  can  also  be  assured  that 
we  cannot  make  any  of  them  worthy  Companions  in  our  Craft."

The  following  excerpt  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
will  be  noted  with  interest: 

"On  September  10th  my  daughter  and  granddaughter  journeyed 
with  me  to  Durango,  Colorado,  where  I  attended  the  first  FOUR  COR- 
NERS ROYAL  ARCH  MEETING. 

"The  four  Grand  Chapters  were  opened  in  due  form  at  9:00  a.m.  on 
Saturday  morning,  September  11,  each  Grand  High  Priest  opening  as 
in  his  own  state.  The  Altar  was  placed  in  a  replica  of  the  'four  corners'. 
Colorado  conferred  the  Mark  Master  degree  on  fourteen  candidates, 
four  from  Arizona.  The  work  was  quite  a  bit  different  than  ours,  but 
very  impressive.  The  Utah  team  put  on  the  Past  Masters  degree.  It 
was  also  quite  different  from  Arizona's  work. 

"After  a  luncheon  in  the  Temple,  Arizona  put  on  the  Excellent 
Master's  degree,  with  Companions  from  as  many  chapters  as  were 
represented.  Companion  Earl  Spitler,  Grand  Royal  Arch  Captain,  was 
Captain  of  the  degree  team.

— they  were  all  outstanding.  I  especially  commend  Excellent  Companion

Norman  thereupon  presented  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British 
Columbia  a  very  beautiful  flag  of  the  United  States — up-to-date  with 
fifty  stars;  and  asked  that  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  M.  Ex.  E.  B.  Baker, 
Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  at  this  Grand 
Chapter,  stand  beside  him  in  making  the  presentation. 

"The  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  T.  R.  Smalley,  warmly  thanked  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Virginia  for  this  gift." 

The  Grand  Z.  spent  a  very  busy  term  of  office  and  his  visitations 
to  constituent  chapters  is  particularly  commendable.  The  following  is 
noted  from  his  address:

The  G.H.P.  presented  a  most  forthright  address,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  extracts. 

"This  year  we  have  encouraged  Companions  from  all  of  our  Chap- 
ters to  attend  this  Convocation  regardless  of  whether  they  were  en- 
titled to  vote  or  not  and  we  hope  many  of  you  are  here  to  learn  about 
our  organization.  Your  interest  and  attendance  is  appreciated.  Many 
of  you  who  are  here  for  the  first  time  representing  your  Chapter  as 
the  High  Priest,  King  or  Scribe,  are  encouraged  to  participate  actively 
in  our  deliberations  along  with  those  of  previous  years  of  experience. 
It  is  our  policy  to  promote  and  stimulate  the  interest  of  our  newer 
members  as  we  believe  the  future  well  being  of  our  organization  depends 
very  largely  upon  the  extent  of  this  interest.  I  would  like  to  have  each 
of  you  feel  that  you  are  such  an  integral  part  of  this  Grand  Chapter  that 
in  referring  it  to  you  will  use  the  term  'we'  instead  of  'they'. 

"I  hope  each  of  you  came  here  fully  aware  of  the  need  to  do  some- 
thing constructive  to  further  strengthen  this  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
constituent  Chapters,  and  I  also  hope  that  you  are  enthusiastic  enough 
about  Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  stand  up  and  fight  for  the  things  you 
believe  will  benefit  it.  You  will  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  on  legis- 
lation of  great  importance  to  our  future  .  .  ." 

*         *         * 

"In  reporting  to  you  on  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  our 
State,  I  will  be  very  frank  and  tell  you  that  it  is  not  nearly  as  good 
as  it  should  be.  We  have  not  been  able  to  reverse  the  down  trend  that 
started  a  few  years  ago  with  a  net  loss  in  membership  and  it  is 
actually  accelerating.  It  is  apparent  that  whatever  we  have  been  doing 
is  not  good  enough  and  in  analyzing  the  causes  of  this  decline  I  have 
reached  some  conclusions  which  have  resulted  in  recommendations  that 
will  be  made  in  this  message.  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  good  leader- 
ship at  all  levels  can  overcome  our  problems,  but  it  may  take  a  lot  of 
effort  and  even  some  drastic  action  to  get  that  leadership  where  it  is 
most  needed. 

"We  are  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  several  of  our  smaller  Chap- 
ters which  have  had  no  gain  in  the  past  few  years,  have  shown  a  large 
gain  percentagewise  this  year,  and  in  each  case  it  was  good  leadership 
that  caused  the  increase  in  activity  and  candidates.  When  the  officers 
and    Companions    of    a    Chapter   become    determined    enough    they    can 
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usually  do  something  about  it,  and  one  of  the  most  important  things  to 
do  is  to  get  new  men  active  —  men  with  ability  and  enthusiasm  and 
who  are  harmonious  in  dealing  with  others.  We  need  leaders  who  are 
sufficiently  impressed  with  the  honor  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  them 
that  they  will  devote  all  of  their  spare  time  to  this  one  office  to  do  a 
good  job  and  not  dilute  their  effectiveness  by  attempting  to  hold  several 
offices  at  the  same  time.  A  successful  High  Priest  is  usually  one  who 
started  out  when  he  was  First  Veil  visiting  Blue  Lodges  and  other 
Chapters  so  that  by  the  time  he  reaches  the  top  office  he  has  a  good 
knowledge  of  how  to  manage  a  Chapter  and  good  support  from  the 
Blue  Lodges.     This  is  where  we  get  our  candidates." 

*  *  * 

"Too  often  I  find  that  we  are  leaving  Companions  in  office  beyond 
the  time  that  they  are  effective.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  more  im- 
portant than  any  one  individual,  and  we  must  do  our  part  to  perpetuate 
it  by  constantly  injecting  new  blood.  New  Companions  in  office  are 
usually  inspired  and  thrilled  with  the  honor  of  the  position.  They 
have  initiative  and  enthusiasm  which  greatly  benefits  the  organization, 
but  after  too  many  years  in  the  same  office  they  have  used  up  their 
ideas  and  run  out  of  steam.  This  is  no  discredit  to  any  Companion,  but 
when  our  institution  is  suffering  we  can  no  longer  afford  to  honor  one 
with  an  office  in  which  he  is  not  effective.  Today  we  need  producers, 
not  only  at  the  Chapter  level,  but  in  Grand  Chapter  also.  No  man  is 
indispensible.  There  is  always  capable  talent  waiting  in  the  wings. 
We  must  plan  now  to  replace  ourselves  and  not  let  our  Masonry  die 
with  us.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Grand  Lodge  is  considering  ways 
to  combat  this  problem  also. 

"In  the  business  world  there  is  a  current  slogan  —  'Explore  or 
expire',  —  and  it  is  my  feeling  that  this  can  apply  to  us  to  a  degree 
because  we  are  in  many  ways  like  a  business.  Our  future  existence  de- 
pends upon  our  ability  to  offer  something  that  will  be  attractive  and 
interesting  to  our  prospective  members.  In  other  words  we  must  have 
a  product  that  the  customer  wants.  Our  customers  today  are  not  likely 
to  be  attracted  by  the  same  package  that  was  popular  fify  years  ago — 
we  must  have  something  that  will  meet  the  challenge  of  today.  We 
need  leaders  who  have  the  ingenuity  and  courage  to  develop  programs 
that  will  attract  the  interest  of  the  high  type  of  intelligent  members 
that  we  need  to  upgrade  our  organization.  This  type  of  individual  is 
not  attracted  by  repetition  of  the  same  old  program  or  Degree. 

"When  a  business  starts  going  downhill  and  losing  money  the 
methods  and  leadership  are  examined  to  determine  what  is  needed  to 
reverse  the  trend.  We  have  more  than  money  to  lose  here.  We  have 
a  wonderful  thing  known  as  Royal  Arch  Masonry  which  needs  our 
earnest  deliberations  immediately." 

*  *  * 

"I  am  not  advocating  any  change  in  the  moral  principles  for  which 
we  have  always  stood,  nor  in  the  long  established  traditions  of  our 
institution,  but  we  must  meet  our  competition  with  modern  methods. 
For  example,  favorable  publicity  to  let  the  world  know  the  good  things 
we  stand  for  and  are  doing  is  most  important.  We  have  missed  many 
opportunities  to  get  good  press  notices  on  newsworthy  events  because 
either  no  one  thought  of  it  or  the  material  was  not  properly  prepared 
and  sent  in  on  time.  Most  Chapters  have  among  their  Companions  one 
who  has  news  media  contacts  and  who  should  be  appointed  to  handle 
this  important  duty  for  the  good  of  our  organization.  Publicity  also 
spreads  the  opportunities  to  participate  among  more  Companions  and 
builds  up  their  enthusiasm.  A  good  part  of  our  image  today  is  deter- 
mined by  news  coverage  because  the  present  generation  is  greatly 
influenced  by  it. 
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"In  pointing  out  these  ways  in  which  we  can  improve  our  methods, 
I  do  not  want  to  leave  you  with  the  impression  that  the  responsibility 
for  the  present  decline  should  be  placed  on  management  entirely.  Far 
from  it.  That  national  and  international  trend  to  disregard  the  integrity 
and  the  high  moral  principles  for  which  Masonry  stands,  is  taking  its 
toll  of  many  fine  organizations.  It  is  up  to  us  to  work  harder  to  meet 
and  overcome  this  challenge  by  updating  our  methods  and  personnel. 
We  are  comp sting  for  the  time  of  many  fine  prospects  against  the 
pressure  of  business  and  the  availability  of  entertainment." 

And  finally: 

In  closing,  I  want  to  leave  with  you  this  qquotation  by  an  unknown 
author,  it  expresses  my  sentiments  better  than  I  can. 

True  loyalty  is  expressed  by  enthusiastic  endeavor,  when 

based  on  high  ideals  this  quality  in  a  man  or  an  organization 

leads  to  service  and  service  is  the  surest  mark  of  advancement 

in  the  affairs  of  mankind'."

It  is  important  to  observe  that  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated, 
in  part: 

"It  has  been  my  main  purpose  this  past  year  to  endeavor  to  bring 
to  all  Chapters  and  Companions  the  realization  that  we  have  a  heritage 
in  Masonry  that  each  of  us  should  cherish  and  protect.  We  cannot  face 
the  world  with  a  sad  face  and  doubt  in  our  minds  that  our  acts  in 
Masonic  Bodies  and  our  participation  in  their  advancement  is  a  losing- 
enterprise.  We  must  think  positive,  act  positive  and  hold  our  heads 
high  with  the  knowledge  that  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  part  of 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  and  is  a  democratic  organization  founded,  as 
our  country,  on  the  basis  that  the  majority  rules,  that  those  chosen 
to  govern,  are  servants  of  the  masses,  to  preside  and  perform  their 
duties  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

"In  my  report  elsewhere  you  will  note  that  I  have  travelled  32,361 
miles  and  attended  157  Masonic  and  Masonic  Affiliated  meetings  this 
past  year.   ..." 

The  following  from  the  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is 
most   significant  and  worthy   of   careful  thought: 

"In  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  since  our  candidates  already  are 
Masons  and  have  perhaps  obtained  a  part  of  their  desires,  we  must 
rephrase  our  three  categories.  In  the  first,  which  was  designated  fri- 
volous, we  find  the  Chapter  used  as  one  stepping  stone  on  the  path  to 
the  burning  sands  of  the  desert.  In  the  second,  we  find  a  search  for 
greater  light  in  Masonry,  a  will  to  find  the  completion  and  enlargement 
and  fulfillment  of  the  Degrees  of  the  Lodge.  And  in  the.  third,  we 
substitute  the  true  and  beautiful  companionship  we  find  in  the  close 
circle  of  the  Chapter. 

"If  these  are  the  reasons  why  men  become   Masons  and   Chapter 
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members,  and  I  believe  that  they  are  sufficiently  general  to  embrace 
almost  every  Companion's  experience,  we  can  ask  one  more  question. 

"Where  have  we  failed  the  men  of  today  ?  Where,  in  the  realms 
of  inspiration  and  of  fellowship,  have  we  lost  faith,  forgotten  our  goals  ? 

"This  is  the  question  I  leave  with  you,  Companions.  Think  on  it; 
in  this  riddle  lies  the  future  of  our  order."

The  G.H.P.  had  a  most  demanding  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following : 

"It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  bring  the  Grand  Chpater  to  each 
of  the  forty-five  constituent  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction,  to  extend 
your  official  greetings,  to  visit  on  the  level  with  the  Companions,  and 
to  discuss  their  respective  problems  with  the  resulting  offer,  I  hope, 
of  helpful  suggestions  toward  their  respective   solutions." 

Also,  under  the  heading  Condition  of  the  Rite,  he  stated: 

"As  a  theme  for  the  past  year,  I  chose  the  phrase  'BROTHER- 
HOOD AND  COMPANIONSHIP  CREATE  UNITY'.  This  unity  which 
we  are  attempting  to  create  is  not  only  among  the  members  of  our 
Royal  Craft  whose  support  we  must  have  in  order  to  advance  the  prin- 
ciples of  Capitular  Masonry,  but  also  must  be  evidenced  by  our  actions 
toward  those  of  our  brethern  of  the  Symbolic  Lodges  —  with  those  to 
whom  we  wish  to  impart  more  Masonic  Light.  The  more  we  apply  our- 
selves to  the  basic  tenets  of  Masonry,  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth, 
the  better  prepared  we  are  for  the  task  of  interesting  others  to  be- 
come  associated  with   us   in   this   great   and   glorious   work. 

".  .  .  The  Grand  Secretary's  Report  will  show  that  our  net  loss,  which 
we  all  regret,  amounts  to  222  members.  But  when  compared  to  last 
year's  number  of  335  Companions,  we  did  make  a  gain  even  though 
we  still  ended  in  the  minus  column.  We  lost  52  fewer  Companions  by 
death  and  62  less  in  the  number  being  struck  from  our  rolls  in  Chap- 
ter and  Lodge  for  N.P.D.  Demissions  were  also  less  by  8.  The  total 
membership  as  of  May  1,  1966  is  8662.  The  exaltations  were  only 
ten  less  than  last  year,  one  less  affiliation  and  two  less  reinstatements. 
It  shows  that  if  we  can  reduce  our  suspensions  and  demissions  in  the 
same  proportion  in  the  coming  year,  we  will  show  a  gain  in  the  BLACK. 
Companions,  thank  you  for  the  progress  you  made  this  year.  Some 
Companions  were  certainly  'doing  something  right'  in  order  that  our 
downward  trend  in  membership  was  so  abruptly  halted." 

The  Address  of  the  newly  installed  G.H.P.  was  most  stimulating 
and  I  liked  particularly  the  following: 

"As  I  travel  about  the  state  this  year,  I  intend  to  share  with  you 
each  night  that  I  am  able  to  be  with  you,  a  simple  and  brief  thought. 
Let  us  rededicate  ourselves  to  be  sincere  in  our  ritual  work  and  all 
our  undertakings;  let  us  find  time  to  enjoy  the  sociability  of  our  Com- 
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panions.   We   then  will  promote   a   renewed   interest  for   our   members 
and  prosperity  for  our  Order. 

I  am  only  one,  but  I  am  one,       , 
I  cannot  do  everything,  but  I  can  do  something, 
What  I  can  do,  I  ought  to  do, 

And  what  I  ought  to  do,  by  God's  Grace,  I  will  do."

The  G.H.P.  in  reporting  the  Condition  of  the  Rite,  had  this  to  say: 

"I  have  read  many  reports  from  the  present  to  the  early  days  of 
our  Grand  Chapter.  In  many  cases  it  is  as  if  one  were  listening  to 
a  record  repeating  over  and  over  dire  predictions  of  the  future  and 
calamity  of  Craft.  Yet,  as  of  today,  we  are  stronger  and  wiser  —  not 
necessarily  in  numbers,  but  in  dedication  and  confidence.  The  dire  days 
predicted  have  not  occurred. 

"Our  Blue  Lodges  are  increasing,  a  new  Chapter  is  in  the  form- 
ing, and  other  new  orders  are  reporting  advancement  here,  and  all 
around  us.  This  is  good,  for  we  have  more  members  teaching  and  lead- 
ing our  Craft. 

"It  is  without  doubt  that  moving  constantly  and  positively  for- 
ward, never  allowing  the  negative  to  deter  us,  we  shall  continue  to 
expend  the  True  Word  and  devotion  thereto  to  our  fellow  men."

The  report  of  the  Grand  Visitor  and  Lecturer  is  forthright,  as  will 
be   seen  from   the  following   extracts: 

"Can  it  be  that  we  are  becoming  indifferent  as  to  whether  we 
exist  or  perish?  Do  some  of  our  officers  fail  to  accept  the  responsibiltiy 
that  goes  with  the  office  ?  Do  our  Companions  fail  to  attend  meetings 
because  we  have  nothing  of  interest  to  atract  them?  Such  may  be 
the  case  in  certain  Chapters,  because  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  sev- 
eral Chapters  where  the  officers  are  enthusiastic,  the  ritual  is  good, 
a  fair  number  of  candidates,  and  the  attendance  fairly  good. 

"Many  of  our  officers  and  past  officers  seem  convinced  that  all 
our  troubles  are  due  entirely  to  the  shift  in  population  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.  I  am  afraid  too  many  Companions  have  used  it  as  an 
excuse  to  avoid  doing  what  they  know  in  their  hearts  has  to  be  done 
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to  revive  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  I  will  admit,  however,  that  poor 
public  transportation,  poor  parking  facilities  near  our  Temples  and 
the  movement  of  a  number  of  our  members  to  the  suburbs  have  con- 
tributed to  the  loss  in  attendance." 

*         *         * 

"Companions,  as  I  conclude  this  report,  so  I  also  come  to  the  end 
of  44  years  of  a  rich  and  rewarding  experience.  Not  in  financial  gain 
or  increase  in  worldly  good  but  in  friendships  made  and  experiences 
shared.  In  the  internal  satisfaction  that  perhaps  I  have  helped  and 
encouraged  someone  along  the  way  so  that  their  load  was  made  lighter. 
And,  in  a  selfish  way,  in  an  improvement  in  my  ability  to  meet  people 
and   to   adjust  to  new   situations. " 

The  G.H.P.  spent  a  demanding  year  and  with  devotion,  as  his  ad- 
dress reveals,  and  I  note  with  significance  his  concluding  observations, 
namely: 

"When  I  assumed  the  station  of  Grand  High  Priest,  I  was  cor- 
cerned  about  three  problems  facing  most  of  the  Chapters  in  this  juris- 
diction and  they  are  —  Attendance  —  Membership  —  Ritualistic  Pro- 
ficiency! There  are  no  pat  answers  for  Chapters  to  follow  to  be  assured 
of  success.  Rather,  I  believe  these  problems  are  factors  which  work 
together  and,  when  the  officers  and  members  work  diligently  and  en- 
thusiastically to  solve  them,  then  they  become  stepping  stones  for  pro- 
gress —  not  road  blocks! 

CONCLUSION 
"Companions;  this  concludes  the  report  of  my  activities  for  the 
past  year.  For  me  this  year  has,  indeed,  been  a  pleasant  one,  and  one 
I  shall  long  remember.  Courtesies  and  kindnesses  have  been  showered 
upon  me,  and  my  duties  have  been  pleasant  ones.  You  have  honored 
me  far  above  my  worth,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  my  activities  have 
met  with  your  approbation.  I  have  served  you  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
with  one  object  only,  the  betterment  of  our  fellow  man,  and  by  your 
kindness  you  have  brought  home  to  me  a  full  realization  of  those  beau- 
tiful lines  written  by  an  unknown  Confederate   Soldier: 

I  asked  God  for  strength,  that  I  might  achieve 

I  was  made  weak,  that  I  might  learn  to  obey  .  .  . 
I  asked  for  wealth,  that  I  might  do  greater  things, 

I  was  given  infirmity,  that  I  might  do  better  things  .  .  . 
I  asked  for  riches,  that  I  might  be  happy, 

I  was  given  poverty,  that  I   might  be  wise   .   .   . 
I  asked  for  power,  that  I  might  have  the  praise  of  men, 

I  was  given  weakness,  that  I  might  feel  the  need  of  God  .  .  . 
I  asked  for  all  things,  that  I  might  enjoy  life, 

I  was  given  life,  that  I  might  enjoy  all  things  .   .  . 
I  got  nothing  that  I  asked  for  —  but  everything  I  had  hoped  for, 

Almost  despite  myself,  my  unspoken  prayers  were  answered. 
I  am  among  all  men  most  richly  blessed."

England 

The  Regular  Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  were  held  at  the  Freemasons' 
Hall,  Great  Queen  Street,  London,  the  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Scarbrough, 
K.G.,  G.C.S.I.,  G.C.I.E.,  G.C.V.O.,  T.D.,  the  Most  Excellent  First  Grand 
Principal  presiding. 
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The  great  event  of  the  year,  and  indeed  significant  to  Royal  Arch 
Masons  everywhere,  was  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  Establishment 
of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  held  on  July  1,  1966.  This  Reviewer, 
however,  has  not  so  far  received  any  information  regarding  this  most 
important  occasion,  and  therefore  is  unable  to  comment  upon  it. 

However,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  James  Girvin,  our  Grand  Z.,  travelled  to 
England  to  attend  this  important  celebration  but,  unforunately,  was 
taken  seriously  ill  and  hospitalized  shortly  before. 

It  is  again  interesting  and  stimulating  to  note  the  number  of  new 
petitions  for  new  Chapters  and  that  they  must  all  be  attached  to  a 
Craft  Lodge. 

The  number  of  Chapters  on  the  Grand  Chapter  Register  will,  I  be- 
lieve, be  of  interest  to  all,  and  is  as  follows:

I  note  in  one  of  the  reports  the  following,  which  all  will,  I  believe, 
find  interesting  and  informative: 

"Royal  Arch  Regulation  4  lays  down  that  there  are  no  salutes  to 
any  Companions  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry:  most  rituals  with  which  the 
Committee  is  familiar  refer  to  the  R.  or  H.  sign  as  being  used  'when 
addressing  the  Principals'  without  going  on  to  say  that  the  sign  should 
be  related  to  the  altar. 

"The  Committee  feels  that  this  apparent  contradiction  could  be 
easily  eradicated  by  making  it  clear  when  the  signs  are  explained  in 
the  Mystical  Lecture  that  the  sign  is  an  expression  of  respect  for  the 
altar  and  the  symbols  upon  it,  and  not  for  the  occupants  of  the  chairs. 

"The  Committee  feels  too  that  senior  members  of  the  Order  can 
help  by  their  own  example  to  bring  home  to  junior  members  the  true 
import  of  the  sign  in  question."

Grand  Secretary:  R.W  Bro.  Lt.-Col.  J.  W.  Chitty,  M.B.E.,  P.G.W. 

The  following  is  most  worthy  of  note: 

"M.W.  Grand  Master  and  Brethren,  I  have  very  much  pleasure  in 
proposing  that  the  sum  of  £5,000  be  donated  from  the  Mark  Benevolent 
Fund  to  the  Royal  Masonic  Institution  for  Boys.  The  money  will  bs 
used  for  equipment  in  the  new  Science  Block  which  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  planning."

"M.W.  Grand  Master  and  Brethren,  I  would  like  to  read  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Masonic  Benevolent  Institution  in  order  that 
it  may  appear  in  our  Minutes: 

'Dear  Sir,  The  generous  gift  of  £15,000  received  from  Mark  Grand 
Lodge  to  provide  furniture  and  furnishings  for  our  three  new   Homes 
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was    reported    to    the    Committee    of    Management    on    Wednesday,    3rd 
November  .  .  .'  "

"M.W.  GRAND  MASTER:  Brethren,  I  have  not  much  to  say  to 
you  on  this  occasion.  From  the  number  of  new  Lodges  which  have 
been  formed  you  will  realise  that  the  Mark  Degree  is  continuing  to  ex- 
pand in  many  parts  of  the  world. 

"In  the  Report  of  the  General  Board  you  will  see  the  Concordat 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  India  and  our- 
selves. I  hope  that  you  will  approve  of  it.  I  think  that  it  covers  every 
eventuality  which  can  be  foreseen.  I  hope  that  it  will  be  a  document 
which  will  ensure  a  long  friendship  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  India." 

The  following  is  noted  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  Com- 
munication of  June  7,  1966: 

"GRAND  DIRECTOR  OF  CEREMONIES:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  M.W.  Bro.  Bhogilal  Shah,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mark  Masons  of  India,  accompanied  by  his  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.W. 
Bro.  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  Harold  Williams,  K.B.E.,  C.B.,  and  his  Grand  Secretary, 
R.W.  Bro.  P.  M.  Sundaram,  is  without  and  he  requests  that  he  may  be 
admitted." 

*  *         * 

"With  regard  to  the  Fund  of  Benevolence,  in  addition  to  grants  to 
individuals  who  were  relieved  to  the  extent  of  nearly  £11,000,  a  donation 
of  £15,000  was  made  to  the  Royal  Masonic  Benevolent  Institution  for 
equipping  the  new  Homes  for  old  people."

"Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren,  as  you  know  it  is 
our  policy  to  assist  Masonic  organisations  which  are  providing  Homes 
for  old  people.  There  has  recently  come  into  existence  a  Trust  for  this 
purpose  in  East  Lancashire  which  is  known  as  the  Canon's  Close  Charity. 
I  beg  to  propose  that  the  sum  £5,000  be  voted  by  Grand  Lodge  to  assist 
in  the  furnishings  of  the  Home  which  is  to  be  provided  and  run  by  the 
Canon's  Close  Charity." 

And,  finally,  the  following: 

"All  the  Brethren  stood  to  order  whilst  the  Grand  Director  of 
Ceremonies  proclaimed  the  investiture  and  installation  of  M.W.  Bro. 
the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Harris,  M.C.,  V.L.,  as  Grand  Master  as  follows: 

"Be  it  known  that  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  GEORGE  ST. 
VINCENT,  BARON  HARRIS  of  Seringapatam  and  Mysore  in  the  East 
Indies,  and  of  Belmont  in  the  County  of  Kent;  upon  whom  has  been 
conferred  the  Decoration  of  the  Military  Cross;  a  Knight  of  Justice  in 
the  Grand  Priory  in  the  British  Realm  of  the  Most  Venerable  Order  of 
the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem;  formerly  Captain  in  Her  Majesty's 
Territorial  Army;  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Oxford;  in  the 
Commission  of  the  Peace  and  Vice-Lieutenant  for  the  County  of  Kent; 
Past  Grand  Warden  in  the  United  Fraternity  of  Antient,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  England;  Past  Grand  Scribe  Nehemiah  in  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Grand  Master,  and 
Knight  Grand  Cross,  in  the  Great  Priory  of  the  United  Religious  and 
Military  Orders  of  the  Temple,  and  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  Palestine, 
Rhodes  and  Malta;  Grand  Inspector-General  33 r,  and  Inspector-General 
for  Kent  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite;  Past  Provincial  Grand 
Master  for  Kent,  and  Past  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Surrey,  etc., 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.;  has  been  installed  as  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales  and 
the  Dominions  and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown;  Whom  may  the 
Great  Overseer  of  the  Universe  long  preserve." 
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Florida 

The  119th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Florida  was  held  at  Daytona  Beach,  on  May  18, 
1966. 

Chapters  46;   membership  9,623;   net  gain  9.

The  following  recommendations  made  by  the  G.H.P.  will  be  of  in- 
terest: 

"Companions:  I  would  like  to  offer  the  following  recommendations, 
which  I  feel  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  Craft. 

1.  That  the  resolution  to  establish  a  York  Rite  Advisory  Board  recom- 
mended by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Com- 
mander be  adopted. 

2.  That  the  resolution  to  be  presented  relative  to  the  reception  of 
Grand  Officers  be  adopted. 

3.  That  a  survey  be  made  to  determine  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  craft 
to  continue  the  publication  of  the  York  Rite  Lite. 

4.  That  the  document  known  as  the  three-year  plan  be  printed  in 
booklet  form  and  distributed  to  each  Chapter.  I  believe  that  this 
document  contains  much  valuable  information  which  would  aid  in 
the  promotion  of  York  Rite  Masonry. 

5.  That  this  Grand  Chapter  establish  a  system  of  Chapter  education 
which  would  include  instruction  in  the  Degree  work,  duties  of  indi- 
vidual chapter  officers,  the  constitution  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

0.  That  the  following  be  established  as  requirements  that  must  be  met 
before  granting  a  new  Charter  for  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

(1)  Must  not  be  within  25  miles  of  a  presently  chartered  Chapter. 

(2)  Must  be  within  the  area  of  a  Blue  Lodge  of  no  fewer  than  250 
members. 

(3)  Must  be  within  a  community  of  no  fewer  than  10,000  population. 

(4)  Dispensation  for  charter  must  bear  the  signature  of  no  fewer 
than  27  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

These  requirements  to  be  established  in  addition  to  the  laws  pre- 
sently governing  the  chartering  of  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction.. 

7.  That  the  Area  concept  of  meeting  be  continued. 

8.  That  the  quota  assignments  for  exaltations  be  continued." 
And  also  the  following: 

"In  conclusion,  let  me  for  a  moment  review  the  program  we  have 
endeavored  to  follow  this  year. 

"The  three-year  plan:  We  have  attempted  to  incorporate  the  many 
ideas  in  this  plan  into  our  thinking. 

"We  have  enjoyed  a  close  association  with  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master,  Clyde  Gleason,  in  being  with  him  on  several  of  his 
visitations.  Also  many  of  the  constituent  Chapters  responded  most  gen- 
erously to  his  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  relief  of  hurricane  victims 
in  Louisiana. 

"Through  our  Area  meetings  we  brought  workshops  for  the  pur- 
pose of  instruction  to  the  Craft  in  general;  and  in  addition,  schools  for 
secretaries  and  recorders  were  conducted. 

"Most  of  the  District  Deputies  have  visited  each  Chapter  in  his 
District. 
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"The  Grand  Officers  were  assigned  certain  visitations  and  they  have 
in  most  instances  carried  out  these  duties  and  each  has  made  a  very- 
detailed  report  of  his  activities. 

"Also,  many  other  ideas  contained  in  this  plan  have  been  suggested 
and  carried  out  by  the  Craft. 

"Unity  Program:  The  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council  and  Grand 
Commandery  have  enjoyed  a  most  harmonious  association.  Through 
the  area  meetings  we  have  developed  a  method  or  means  for  the  devel- 
opment programs  beneficial  to  all  the  York  Rite  Bodies.  My  associa- 
tions with  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Commander  has  been  most 
cordial  and  I  feel  that  we  have  established  a  strong  and  lasting  friend- 
ship. 

"Assignment  of  Quotas:  Quotas  were  assigned  to  each  of  the  47 
Chapters  and  fourteen  either  achieved  or  exceeded  their  quotas.  These 
fourteen  Chapters  each  showed  a  nice  gain  in  membership.  Of  the  33 
Chapters  that  did  not  achieve  their  quota,  26  showed  a  loss  in  mem- 
bership, four  showed  a  small  gain  and  three  showed  neither  gain  nor 
loss.  Had  each  Chapter  attained  the  assigned  quota  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Florida  would  have  shown  an  increase  of  37  instead  of  9. 

"Each  High  Priest  was  expected  to  confer  the  Chapter  Degree  in 
his  Chapter  at  least  once  during  his  term  of  office.  I  have  no  record 
to  determine  the  success  of  this  part  of  our  program." 

"Companions,  last  May  I  made  the  statement  that  Masonry  faced 
in  our  time  its  greatest  challenge.  Several  of  the  Chapters  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  have  met  this  Challenge,  but  a  larger  number  have  not. 
We  have  begun  a  rebuilding  program  for  the  York  Rite  of  Florida,  and 
while  I  feel  we  have  accomplished  considerable,  much  more  work  and 
dedication  is  necessary  before  our  goal  is  accomplished."

Germany 

The  9th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chpater  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Germany  was  held  at  Chiemsee,  on  April  19,  1965. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Varick  Steele. 

Grand  Secretary:  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John  G.  Warren. 

The  G.H.P.,  in  his  address,  stated  in  part: 

"Our  Grand  Chapter,  by  the  nature  of  its  membership,  is  in  a 
continual  state  of  flux.  Of  a  total  membership  near  1,000  we  can  only 
count  some  70  German  members  and  perhaps  20  American  civilians  as 
relatively  permanent  residents  of  Germany.  The  vast  bulk  of  the  mem- 
bership is  composed  of  American  serviceman  sojourning  in  this  coun- 
try. Their  length  of  service  in  Germany,  following  exaltation,  may  vary 
from  a  few  days  to  two  years  or  more.  Any  Companion  remaining  in 
the  area  for  8  months  or  longer  and  willing  to  work  for  the  benefit 
of  the  craft  is  certainly  a  blessing  to  his  Chapter. 

"When  to  these  problems  one  considers  that  a  military  manoeuver 
may  suddenly,  and  often  without  advance  note,  move  80  percent  of  the 
Chapter  membership  into  the  field  it  is  truly  remarkable  that  our  Grand 
Chapter  has  been  able  to  thrive  and,  in  many  cases,  confer  degree  work 
of  the  highest  order. 

"I  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  efforts  put  forth  by  those  Chapter 
members  who  are  instrumental  in  maintaining  continuity  in  their 
Chapters  and  who,  by  devoting  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  craft,  have 
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succeeded  in  bridging  those  difficult  gaps   produced  by  periodic   rota- 
tion of  military  personnel. 

"During  my  term  in  office  as  Grand  High  Priest  I  have  visited 
every  Chapter  in  Germany  and  also,  through  the  kindness  and  gener- 
osity of  our  Companions  in  Arabia,  was  privileged  to  make  the  first 
official  visitation  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Germany  to  Arabian 
Chapter  No.  12  in  Dhaham. 

"I  have  been  deeply  impressed,  during  these  visits,  by  the  capable 
manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  Chapters  have  been  conducted.  In 
many  cases  I  was  privileged  to  observe  and  participate  in  the  confer- 
ring of  the  Chapter  degrees.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  work  was. 
in  all  cases,  performed  in  an  outstanding  and  impressive  manner." 

"I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Germany,  for  the 
9th  consecutive  year,  has  shown  an  increase  in  membership.  Although, 
technically  speaking,  we  ended  the  year  with  fewer  members  than  we 
started,  we  released  five  Chapters  with  a  total  membrship  of  117  dur- 
ing the  past  year  to  form  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Italy.  Adjusting  the 
figures  to  account  for  these  Companions  we  show  a  net  gain  of  62 
members." 

The  following  is  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary: 

"We  started  1964  with  20  Chapters  and  1024  members  and  ended 
the  year  with  14  Chapters  and  969  members.  This  shows  a  loss  of  6 
Chapters  and  a  loss  of  55  members.  Five  of  the  six  Chapters  were  re- 
leased to  form  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Italy,  one  Chapter  being  inactive 
for  over  two  years  its  Charter  was  withdrawn.  During  the  year  139 
members  were  exalted,  16  members  affiliated,  7  members  restored,  1 
member  died,  40  members  dimitted,  48  members  suspended,  0  members 
were  expelled  and  1  member  correction  to  our  1963  annual  returns, 
which  gave  us  an  overall  loss  of  55  members.  There  were  9  Chapters 
which  showed  gains  for  a  total  gain  of  88  members.  8  Chapters  showed 
a  total  loss  of  143  members.  Die  Brueke  Chapter's  Charter  was  with- 
drawn because  no  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  last  24  months 
and  annual  returns  have  not  been  submitted  during  this  time."

Idaho 

The  58th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Idaho  was  held  at  Sandpoint,  May  25th  and 
26th,  1966. 

Chapters  21;  membership  December  31,  1965  —  2,864;  net  loss  28. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  William  C.  Jones, 

Grand  Secretary:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  R.  Fletcher. 

It  is,  I  suggest,  significant  that  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated, 
in  part: 

"One  year  ago,  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Idaho  honored  me  with 
this  high  office  in  Capitular  Masonry.  I,  like  many  of  my  predecessors, 
was  filled  with  plans  and  ideas.  Now  at  the  end  of  my  term,  I  feel 
that  my  efforts  have  been  very  inadequate.  I  wish  I  could  impress 
upon  every  Royal  Arch  Mason,  the  importance  of  Masonry  to  all  of 
us,  to  our  country  and  to  the  world. 

"During  this  year  I  have  endeavored  to  stress  the  importance  of 
living  Masonry,  also  the  importance  of  informing  our  less  informed 
brothers,  thereby  improving  the  image  of  Capitular  Masonry.  I  was 
able  to  reach  only  a  small  percent  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Idaho,

although  I  visited  every  chapter  in  the  state  at  least  once.  There 
must  be  a  way  to  reach  the  85%  that  I  failed  to  reach." 

And  on  the  Condition  of  the  Order  he  stated: 

"The  1965  reports  from  the  Constituent  Chapters  again  show  a 
loss  in  membership.  Suspensions  for  N.P.D.  and  death  continue  to  be 
the  two  largest  causes  for  this  ioss.  The  net  loss  this  year  is  34  as 
compared  to  60  last  year.  My  predecessor  P.G.H.P.  'Ed'  must  have 
given  Capitular  Masonry  a  'shot'  in  the  arm  last  year.  Nine  chapters 
showed  a  gain  in  membership,  two  remained  even  and  ten  showed  a 
loss. 

"Companions,  every  effort  must  be  made  by  every  chapter  and 
every  companion  to  stop  this  loss  in  membership.  During  the  past  nine 
years,  Idaho  shows  a  total  ioss  of  271.  A  little  additional  effort  on 
the  part  of  those  chapters  showing  a  loss  in  1965  and  I  am  certain 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Idaho  can  show  a  gain  for  1966. 

"The  ritualistic  work  has  improved  during  the  past  few  years  in 
nearly  all  of  the  chapters.  In  those  few  chapters  whose  work  is  below 
par,  it  will  take  a  little  additional  effort  and  their  work  also  will 
classify  as  good. 

"I  want  to  congratulate  those  chapters  that  are  making  gains; 
Several  chapters  are  making  drives  for  membership,  holding  festivals, 
and  telling  their  story  to  their  brother  Masons  that  they  in  turn  will 
seek  further  light  the  York  Rite  Way." 

And,  also,  one  of  his  recommendations: 

"I  recommend  that  every  effort  be  made  by  every  companion  and 
every  chapter  to  secure  new  members.  Strive  to  avoid  suspension  for 
N.P.D. ,  and  conduct  ourselves  so  that  our  Masonic  brothers  will  be 
interested  in  becoming  one  of  our  members." 

It  is  of  note  that  the  Grand  Historian  in  his  report  stated,  and  I 
quote   in  part: 

"But  how  about  new  members?  Are  we  selling  York  Rite  to  Blue 
Members?  Are  we  holding  York  Rite  Nites  for  all  Masons  and  their 
ladies?  Are  we  distributing  the  York  Rite  pamphlets  furnished  by  the 
Grand  Chapter?  Are  we  sure  prospective  members  understand  all  about 
York  Rite?  Or  are  we  just  wasting  this  good  ammunition  furnished 
us  to  create  interest  in  York  Rite  ?  In  my  home  Chapter  we  are  in 
a  favorable  position.  We  have  two  active  Blue  Lodges.  We  also  draw 
new  members  from  the  surrounding  territory,  where  there  are  active 
Blue   Lodges. 

"We  make  bus  trips  ot  puttying  towns  and  carry  our  own  degree 
of  work  to  these  towns.  Interest  grows  among  the  members  in  these 
towns  and  they  are  working  for  York  Rite:  talking  York  Rite  and  sell- 
ing York  Rite.  These  trips  stir  up  interest  among  our  members  at 
home,  and  the  bus  is  always  full  for  these  trips. 

"We  have   a  good   membership   committee.   It  is   made   up   of   men 

who  are  not  afraid  to  work  for  York  Rite." 

*         *         * 

"Let's  try  and  stop  this  loss  that  is  causing  us  great  concern. 
Let's  get  out  and  sell  York  Rite,  talk  York  Rite  until  the  world  knows 
about  us.  Don't  let  George  do  it.  This  is  a  matter  only  you  can  solve. 
If  we  believe  that  which  we  are  selling  we  will  be  successful,  and 
our  membership  will  again  be  on  the  upgrade. 

"Remember,   only  you   can  do  it."

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Illinois 

The  117th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  was  held  at  Springfield,  on  March  18-19,  1966. 

Chapters  169;  U.D.  1;  membership  December  31,  1965  —  26,900; 
Net  loss  649.

The  following  will  be  found  interesting  in  an  address  given  by 
Most  Worshipful  Brother  Myron  K.  Lingle,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois. 

"Throughout  the  years  that  I  have  been  attending  the  Annual 
Convocations  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  I  have  thought  of 
them  as  Masonic  Homecomings  and  what  a  good  feeling  that  is. 

"There  is  a  factual  reason  for  this  notion  that  the  sessions  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  are  real  Masonic  homecomings.  You  will 
find  more  Brethern  here  today  who  have  worked  in  other  Masonic 
bodies  than  attend  any  other  statewide  Masonic  assemblage.  Putting 
it  another  way,  there  are  more  past  Masters  of  Masonic  Lodges  who 
attend  the  Grand  Roayl  Arch  Chapter  than  attend  any  other  govern- 
ing bodies  of  either  the  York  of  the   Scottish   Rites. 

"The  office  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Illinois  receives 
more  letters  of  constructive  suggestions  from  officers  of  capitular 
Masonry  than  from  any  other  group  of  active  Masons;  second  only 
to  the  Masters  of  Masonic  Lodges.  Therefore,  I  do  have  a  feeling 
of  close  fellowship  with  you  Companions. 

"We  are  Masonic  Brethern  and,  in  addition,  we  are  fellow  work- 
ers, follow  craftsmen.  A  Royal  Arch  Worker  is  a  knowledgeable  Ma- 
son; you  have  the  skill,  you  have  the  knowledge  and  now  you  must 
encourage  leadership  in  your  Chapters  and  statesmanship  in  your 
Grand   Chapter." 

The  Honorable  Otto  Kerner,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  was 
present  and  the  following  excerpt  from  his  address  is  worthy  of  par- 
ticular note: 

"Now,  I  could  go  on  and  tell  you  of  other  programs  that  we  have 
undertaken  for  the  benefit  of  our  Illinois  people  but  I  wish  only  to 
say  that  in  all  of  the  things  that  I  have  been  attempting  to  do,  I  have 
been  motivated  by  those  things  that  I  have  learned  in  Masonry.  This 
has  been,  of  course,  a  great  experience  to  me.  So  many  of  you  knew 
my  father  and  he,  of  course,  had  belonged  to  many  organizations  but 
in  our  conversations  together,  he  stated  very  positively  to  me  that  the 
philosophies  and  the  principles  of  Masonry  brought  to  him  greater  sat- 
isfaction than  anything  that  he  ever  did  in  his  lifetime  and  I  too  feel 
that  so  long  as  I  likewise  follow  these  Masonic  principles,  even  though 
I  may  have  a  few  bumps  along  the  way,  that  I  too  will  succeed  in 
my  endeavors.  Let  me  say  that  I  found  out  a  long  time  ago  that  soft 
words  turneth  away  wrath  and  I  hope  that  even  some  of  my  opposi- 
tion in  time  will  believe  as  I  do  because  of  these  Masonic  principles 
and  philosophies  that  have  also  been  my  guiding  posts." 

The  following  is  also  of  more  than  ordinary  interest: 

"Companion  Stanley  Porch  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  recog- 
nized and  in  his  opening  remarks  presented  his  greetings  from  the 
20,000  Royal  Arch  Masons  from  the  Province  of  Ontario,  indicated  that 
they  would  hold  their  Grand  Convocation  commencing  on  April  25,  1966 
and  inviting  those  present  to  attend.  He  further  indicated  that  his 
Grand  Jurisdiction  was  faced  with  similar  problems,  that  Masonry  in 
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general  had  a  real  challenge  due  to  change  in  present  made  of  living 
and  other  competition  for  the  interest  of  members  and  closed  by  in- 
dicating that  the  Masonic  fraternity  could  not  be  anything  but  united 
in  every  way  possible  to  present  a  solid  front  to  the  outside  world." 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  contains  many  gems  of  Masonic- 
wisdom,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  excerpts: 

"We  have  gathered  here  today  as  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Ten  months 
have  passed  into  history  since  we  last  assembled  around  our  Sacred 
Altar;  with  clasped  hands  and  a  living  chain  symbolic  of  that  claim 
which  binds  all  masons  of  every  clime  into  a  sacred  band  of  Compan- 
ions. The  Royal  Arch  is  an  integral  part  of  and  the  summit  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry;  the  unfolding  into  a  second  volume  the  story  of  that 
which  was  lost,  to  its  final  recovery." 

*  *         * 

'There  has  never  been  so  great  a  need  in  the  history  of  our  country 
and  the  world  for  the  earnest  and  sincere  practice  of  the  philosophy 
and  virtues  of  Masonry  in  all  its  Rites  and  branches. 

"Masonry  was  largely  responsible  for  the  founding  of  a  govern- 
ment in  America  upon  the  principles  of  freedom;  religious  and  political; 
a  government  under  whose  flag  men  might  be  free  to  live  their  indivi- 
dual lives  without  interference   or  persecution."

"PUBLIC  RELATIONS 
"Thanks  to  the  continued  dedicated  efforts  of  Companions  William 
G.  Mateer,  Public  Relations  Chairman  and  Companion  Stuart  W.  Stone, 
we  have  had  much  favorable  publicity,  interesting  and  up-to-date  in- 
formation and  a  concerted  effort  made  toward  cooperating  with  the 
Grand  Bodies  of  Illinois  in  good  fraternal  relationship.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  a  favorable  image  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its  activities, 
accomplishments  and  goals." 

*  *         * 

"The  success  of  our  Grand  Chapter  is  dependent  upon  not  just  the 
Officers  but  rather  upon  the  attitude  and  willingness  of  every  Com- 
panion —  an  attitude  of  enthusiasm  for  Capitular  Masonry,  and  the 
willingness  to  personally  work  for  it.  Let  us  build  together,  rather 
than  hinder  and  impede  the  work  by  our  non-activity. 

"It  is  an  obvious  fact  that  consolidations  and  the  shrinkage  in  the 
number  of  constituent  Chapters  indicate  decreased  interest  and  a  de- 
cline in  membership.  Capitular  Masonry  has  so  much  to  offer  that 
every  means  of  increasing  membership  should  be  put  into  operation. 

"Few  Chapters  are  showing  a  gain  in  membership,  and  many  show 
a  loss.  However,  wherever  I  went,  I  found  a  sincere  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry  and  I  hope  the  downward  trend  will  soon  be  reversed  for  the 
better.  Grand  Officers  were  assigned  to  various  Districts  to  give  sup- 
port and  make  reports  of  their  conclusions  and  recommendations. 

"I  feel  that  it  is  my  duty  to  point  out  to  you  the  alarming  num- 
ber of  suspensions  we  are  having  in  the  state.  This  has  also  become 
a  national  problem.  Each  Chapter  must  determine  the  best  way  to 
handle  this  problem.  If  we  work  to  secure  new  members  and  then 
casually  permit  them  to  be  lost  by  suspension,  we  are  failing  in  our 
duty  to  our  Chapter  and  to  Capitular  Masonry  as  a  whole.  Let  each  of 
us  strive  to  retain  these  members  by  personal  contacts  and  a  discus- 
sion with  them  of  their  reasons  for  permitting  themselves  to  be  sus- 
pended. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  suspensions  could  be  reduced  if  enough  time

and  effort  were  spent  in  ascertaining  the  lack  of  interest  of  the  poten- 
tial member  to  be  suspended.  Personal  letters  were  written  to  each  of 
the  Companions  whose  names  and  addresses  were  submitted  to  me  as 
having  been  placed  on  the  list  to  be  suspended.  Many  of  these  Com- 
panions responded  and  thanked  me  for  the  interest  placed  in  their 
membership." 

The  report  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  is  most  stimulat- 
ing, as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract: 

"This  reporter  during  the  past  several  years,  has  attended  many 
national  meetings  of  Masonic  Organizations  and  invariably  the  question 
comes  up,  'What  can  be  done  to  increase  interest  in  Masonry'  and  'What 
is  wrong  with  Capitular  Masonry,'  which  inspired  me  to  write  and  pub- 
lish an  editorial  under  the  title,  'Changes  Which  We  Have  Not  Made,' 
meaning  our  failure  to  meet  the  changes  of  the  modern  world. 

"We  have  emphasized  the  need  of  Wisdom  and  Understanding,  to 
encourage  prayers  that  we  may  live  up  to  our  Masonry.  We  too  have 
emphasized  that  the  simple  truth  is  that  we  can  do  something  because 
we  believe  we  can. 

"We  do  not  need  knowledge  because  we  have  that,  but  we  do  need 
a  change  of  heart  and  mind.  If  we  can  recognize  wrong,  we  should 
also  recognize  right.  We  must  have  ideals  without  which  we  are  lost. 
We  must  meet  the  challenges  of  the  present  and  future  or  die  of  rot. 
We  cannot  escape  the  social  changes.  We  should  listen  and  thus  develop 
a  reason  to  be  heard.  All  of  Masonry  is  so  worthwhile,  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  prseerve  it. 

"We  have  published  many  articles  on  unusual  exents  in  Chapters 
and  our  observations  has  led  us  to  know,  and  we  have  so  reported, 
that  the  interest  and  help  of  a  Grand  Officer  brings  commendable  re- 
sults. We  have  given  credit  to  these  workers.  We  have  learned  too 
that  praise   is   a   remarkable   sitmulation. 

"In  several  articles  we  have  made  pleas  for  Unity,  Peace  and 
Harmony  within  not  only  Royal  Arch,  but  all  Masonry. 

"All  differences  can  be  resolved  for  that  which  is  best  for  Mason- 
ry. Masons  should  love  and  respect  each  other,  for  we  believe  in  God, 
and  God  is  love. 

"We  plead  too,  as  Masons  for  Peace  and  Unity  in  this  Distorted 
World  and  to  this  end  we  repeat  a  plea  previously  published: 

DEAR  LORD, 

May  those  that  we  trust  with  this  'Ship  of  State' 

Steer  us   clear  of  political   hate; 

Keep  American  interests  foremost  in  line 

For  the  good  of  this  land  and  these  brothers  of  mine."

The  5th  Regular  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  India  was  held  on  February  11,  1966,  at  New 
Delhi,  and  the  6th  Regular  Convocation  on  July  29,  1966,  at  Egmore, 
Madras.

The   First   Grand    Principal    in   his   address    dwelt   at   some    length 
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on  his  visit  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  this  Reviewer  noted  the  follow- 
ing with  great  interest: 

"I  now  come  to  the  1st  of  July  when  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
of  England  celebrated  its  Bi-Centenary.  This  was  the  function  for 
which  we  specially  went  all  the  way  to  U.K.  We  were  glad  to  have 
been  present  on  this  happy  and  auspicious  occasion.  The  proceedings 
began  with  a  lunch  given  to  us  by  the  President  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  of  General  Purposes.  You  will  remember  that  it  was  Sir 
George  Boag  who  along  with  Major  G.P.  Bulman  came  specially  to 
India  in  November  1963  to  consecrate  our  Grand  Chapter  of  India  and 
install  me  as  the  M.E.  First  Grand  Principal.  We  were  very  happy 
to  meet  Sir  George  Boag  and  Major  Bulman  and  to  find  them  in  good 
health  and  cheer.  They  made  very  kind  inquiries  about  the  progress 
of  our  Grand  Chapter  and  introduced  us  to  other  visiting  dignitaries. 
We  were  particularly  happy  at  this  lunch  to  meet  the  Heads  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Ireland,  Scotland,  France,  etc.  It  was  a  very  happy 

get  together,  one  that  we  shall  remember  for  long." 

*         *         * 

"There  were  about  1500  Companions  present  on  the  occasion  and 
I  should  express  my  appreciation  of  the  discipline  and  dignity  which 
were  maintained  by   one  and  all  concerned  throughout. 

"There  was  a  Banquet  after  the  meeting  at  which  nearly  1000 
Companions  were  present.  The  proceedings  were  conducted  with  the 
requisite  speed  and  dignity." 

And  also  the  following  is  most  worthy  of  note: 

".  .  .  Meetings  should  begin  at  the  advertised  time;  the  business 
should  be  regulated  in  such  a  way  that  there  was  no  avoidable  loss 
of  time  and  the  meeting  was  over  at  the  expected  time;  Officers  must 
perform  the  Ritual  work  reasonably  satisfactorily;  and  the  after- 
proceedings,  if  any,  should  not  take  an  unduly  long  time  and  they 
should  be  conducted  with  dignity  and  decorum.  The  Chapter  Commit- 
tee should  meet  frequently  and  constitute  sub-Committees  for  work 
as  necessary.  Particular  attention  needed  to  be  devoted  to  the  collec- 
tion of  dues  from  members  in  time.  In  the  end,  he  appealed  to  all  the 
Companions  to  'think,  say  and  to  bear  in  mind  that  ultimately,  you  are 
the  custodians  of  the  honour,  the  reputation  and  the  usefulness  of  our 
Grand  Chapter.  I  exhort  you,  therefore,  to  conduct  yourself  in  all 
places  with  the  utmost  dignity.  Never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  we  are  a 
sovereign  and  independent  Grand  Chapter.  Side  by  side,  there  are 
Companions  belonging  to  the  other  Constitutions.  We  are  in  the  best 
possible  fraternal  relations  with  the  sister  Constitutions.  But  I  want 
you  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  position  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this 
country  will  be  judged  by  the  world  largely  according  as  our  Com- 
panions do  well  or  ill.  I  have  every  confidence  that  you  will  fully 
appreciate  your  responsibility  and  will  spare  no  pains  to  acquit  your- 
self in  such  a  manner  as  to  reflect  honour  and  credit  on  us." 

And  also  of  historical  value  respecting  Masonry  in  Scotland: 

"Though  Lodge  Canongate  Kilwinning  is  not  the  oldest  Lodge,  the 
temple  is  the  oldest  masonic  building.  The  traditions  of  Lodge  Canon- 
gate  Kilwinning  date  back  to  the  building  of  the  Abbey  of  Holyrod, 
when  by  Royal  Warrant  skilled  builders  and  craftsmen  were  brought 
from  far  and  near  to  assist  in  the  work.  The  Abbey  was  founded  by 
King  David  I  in  1128  for  the  Canons  Regular  of  St.  Augustine,  and 
dedicated  to  the  Holy  Roods  or  Cross  brought  to  Scotland  by  his 
mother,  the  pious  Margaret. 

"The  Canongate  Masons,  however,  while  dating  their  corporate 
privileges  from  King  David's  Charter  to  the  Canons  Holyrood  and  the 
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Constitution  of  the  Burgh  of  Canongate,  identified  themselves  with  the 
general  body  of  Freemasons  in  Scotland  in  1677.  In  that  year  they 
accepted  a  warrant  from  the  Lodge  of  and  at  Kilwinning  in  Ayrshire, 
which  was  at  that  time  exercising  the  functions  of  a  Grand  Lodge. 
The  initiative  in  forming  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  was  said  to 
have  been  taken  by  Canongate  Kilwinning  Lodge,  and  one  of  its  mem- 
bers, William  St.  Clair  of  Rosslyn,  became  first  Grand  Master  Mason 
of  Scotland.  The  Lodge  preserves  the  ancient  Scottish  arrangement  of 
the  Interior,  having  the  Master's  and  Wardens'  Chairs  at  the  three 
points  of  a  triangle,  the  Master's  Chair  forming  the  apex.  Many  of  its 
members  had  been  Grand  Master  Masons  of  Scotland.  Throughout  its 
long  history  the  Lodge  has  been  fortunate  in  attracting  to  its  member- 
ship men  of  varied  rank,  profession  and  trade,  each  contributing  his 
own  personal  characteristic  to  the  common  brotherhood.  The  members 
of  the  Lodge  famous  in  literature  include  James  Boswell,  the  celebrated 
biographer  of  Johnson,  who  occupied  the  chair  from  1773-1776,  James 
Hogg,  the  'Ettrick  Shepherd',  Robert  Burns  (an  affiliate  member)  and 
Rudyard  Kipling  (a  Poet  Laureate  of  the  Lodge  and  Honorary  Mem- 
ber). Of  particular  interest  is  the  old  organ  which  was  built  in  Lon- 
don and  installed  in  the  Lodge  in  1757.  The  black  notes  are  white  and 
the  white  notes  are  black.  Though  over  200  years  old,  it  has  lost 
nothing,  but  has  possibly  gained  in  sweetness  of  tone.  The  Master's 
chair  dates  from  the  early  eighteenth  century.  .  .  ."

Iowa 

The  110th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Iowa  was  held  at  Council  Bluffs,  on  April  15  and  16,  1966. 

Chapters  91;  membership  December  31,  1965  —  14,833;  net  loss  196.

The  following  portion  of  an  address  given  by  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  Dorsey  L.  Andrews  is  worthy  of  special  note : , 

"In  every  degree  of  Masonry  there  is  a  lesson.  I  would  like  you  to 
recall  the  admonition  in  the  first  degree  —  'Eight  hours  for  the  service 
of  God  and  a  distressed  worthy  brother  —  eight  hours  for  our  usual 
vocations  —  eight  hours  for  refreshment  and  sleep.'  My  Companions, 
if  we  would  apply  the  lessons  taught  in  the  24  inch  gauge  in  our  daily 
lives  we  would  have  the  solution  of  all  our  problems. 

"Masonry  in  all  ages  have  been  builders;  yet  has  not  reached  its 
stature  —  when  it  does,  certainly  it  will  be  a  big  factor  in  the  lives 
and  actions  of  men.  There  are  two  things  that  are  essential  in  build- 
ing; good  material  and  people.  First,  there  must  be  material  for  our 
Lodges,  that  gives  material  for  associate  bodies,  such  as  yours.  The 
men,  the  people  who  do  the  building,  the  other  essential,  that,  of  course, 
is  you  and  I.  If  we  do  not  furnish  the  leadership  then  we  will  have 
no  building.  It  is  up  to  us  to  furnish  that  leadership.  All  of  our  prob- 
lems, if  there  are  problems  in  Free-Masonry,  is  the  lack  of  leadership. 

"I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that  in  all  of  its  years  of  exis- 
tence there  have  been  no  change  in  Free-Masonry,  but  there  have  been 
changes  in  men;  there  have  been  changes  in  conditions  that  surround 
us,  and  in  these  days  when  tfaere  is  so  much  competition  for  our  time 
then  we  must  decide  what  to  do  with  the  time  we  have  to  give.  I 
know  many  of  you  Companions  are  active  in  your  Blue  Lodges,  but 
we  need  more  of  you.  You  men  who  have  become  Royal  Arch  Masons 
are  better  versed,  you  are  better  instructed  on  the  principles  of  Free- 
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Masonry,   so   I   urge  you  not  to  forget  the   source   of  your   material." 

The  G.H.P.,  in  his  address,  had  this  to  say: 

"The  secret  of  success  in  any  business  or  fraternity  is  organiza- 
tion and  the  delegation  of  duties  and  responsibilities.  No  High  Priest 
can  do  everything  himself.  That  is  why  he  has  eleven  officers  and  is 
empowered  to  appoint  such  committees  as  he  may  desire  or  need  to 
further  his  program. 

"The  major  responsibility  of  a  High  Priest  or  any  leader  of  the 
craft  is  to  see  that  everyone  is  assigned  a  job  and  that  everyone  gets 
the  job  done.  He  is  responsible  for  the  planning,  delegates  the  respon- 
sibility and  then  gives  his  Companions  direction  and  assistance  to  do 
their  jobs.  This  is  true  in  the  area  of  petitions,  social  programs,  degrees 
and   ritualistic   work." 

*         *         * 

".  .  .  In  reviewing  the  annual  reports  and  from  visiting  with  many 
of  you  officers  and  Companions,  it  appears  that  a  major  number  of 
suspensions  occur  shortly  after  the  time  of  a  Companion's  retirement 
from  his  business  of  professional  life.  It  seems  a  tragedy  that  a  Com- 
panion who  has  paid  his  dues  faithfully  for  a  number  of  years  should 
take  a  demit  or  be  suspended  at  the  time  he  is  undergoing  a  transi- 
tion from  business  life  to  retirement  and  at  a  time  when  he  will  have 
more  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  fellowship  and  activities  of  his  Chapter 
more  than  perhaps  at  any  time  in  the  past.  These  Companions  evi- 
dently feel  that  they  may  not  be  able  to  keep  up  their  dues  and  their 
standard  of  living  on  their  retirement  income,  and  therefore,  decide 
to  cut  expenses  by  dropping  out  of  their  various  fraternal  organiza- 
tions. This  is  a  normal  reaction  at  the  time  of  retirement  and  I  would 
urge  you  to  make  every  effort  to  keep  these  Companions  on  our  rolls 
even  if  it  is  necessary  to  remit  their  dues  until  such  time  as  they 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  adjust  to  their  retirement."

Ireland 

The  following  is  noted  from  the  1966  Annual  Report  of  the  Supreme 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland: 

"The  Stated  Convocations  of  the  SUPREME  GRAND  ROYAL  ARCH 
CHAPTER  OF  IRELAND  are  held  at  Freemasons'  Hall,  Dublin  on  the 
first  Wednesday,  in  the  months  of  February  and  November  and  the  third 
Wednesday  in  June  at  Eight  o'clock,  p.m.  The  May  1967  Convocation 
will  be  at  Londonderry."

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  consists 
of  the  following  District  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  —  Antrim,  Ar- 
magh, Down,  Londonderry,  Munster,  Meath  and  North  Connaught, 
North  Munster,  Wicklow  and  Wexford,  South  Eastern,  The  Midlands. 
South  Africa  Northern,  Natal,  Rhodesia  —  also  with  Provincial  Grand 
Superintendents  in  New  Zealand  and  Southern  Cape,  South  Africa. 
The  District  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  are  in  turn  presided  over 
by  a  District  Grand  King,  all  of  whom  make  an  annual  report  which 
is  recorded   in  the  Annual   Report. 

The  Grand  King  in  a  letter  to  the  Grand  Registrar  in  January 
1967  stated,  in  part: 

"The    reports    this    year    show    that   the    Order   is    maintaining    its 
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position  and  I  would  again  stress  the  fact  that  Quality  is  better  than 
Quantity. 

"The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England 
celebrated  its  Bi-Centenary  in  January  and  I  was  greatly  honoured  by 
being  asked  to  propose  the  principal  toast.  This  was  a  very  great 
pleasure  indeed  and  I  was  delighted  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
conveying  the  warm  congratulations  and  good  wishes  of  the  Compan- 
ions of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland  to  the  First  Grand 
Principal  and  Comapnions  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England 
on  that  historic  occasion." 

Space  precludes  referring  to  all  the  reports  given  by  the  District 
Grand  Kings  but  the  following  excerpts  are  worthy  of  special  note: 

Down 

,"I  have  to  report  another  quiet  year  of  steady  progress  in  which 
the  hope  expressed  last  year  regarding  increased  membership  to  re- 
verse the  decline  of  recent  years  has  been  raelised.  I  am  very  pleased 
at  this  and  I  think  all  the  Companions  who  have  made  this  possible 
through  their  efforts  in  recruiting  into  Royal  Arch  Masonry  many  of 
the  eligible  and  desirable  members  of  the  Craft.  I  feel  confident  that 
this  renewed  interest  will  continue."

Munster 

"To  close  on  a  personal  note  I  had  the  unique  pleasure  in  con- 
junction with  R.  E.  Companion  Harte  of  sponsoring  M.  E.  Companion 
Samuel  Hegan  on  the  occasion  of  his  Installation  as  District  Grand 
King  of  Wicklow  and  Wexford  which  held  its  convocation  in  Carlow 
on  14th  April.  This  occasion  is  mentioned  as  it  may  be  of  special 
interest  to  former  pupils  of  the  Masonic  Boys'  School  of  which  the 
three  of  us  are  proud  to  have  been  pupils."

Wicklow  and  Wexford 

"During  my  visits  to  the  various  Chapters  I  have  been  greatly 
encouraged  by  the  prevailing  spirit  of  good  companionship,  as  also 
by  the  warm  welcome  extended  to  me  personally.  Attendances  at  the 
Convocations  of  District  Grand  Chapter  have  been  reasonably  good, 
especially  when  one  realises  that  many  Companions  have  to  travel 
comparatively  long  distances.  It  is  hoped  during  the  year  ahead  to 
arrange  a  programme  of  talks  at  District  Grand  Chapter  Convoca- 
tions on  matters  relating  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  which  should  prove 
both  interesting  and  instructive  as  also  helping  to  increase  interest 
in  the  fundamentals  of  Royal  Arch   Masonry."

The  119th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Louisiana  was  held  at  Lake  Charles,  on  March  13,  14,  15,  1966. 
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Chapters  63;  membership  December  31,  1965  —  10,024;  net  loss  79.

The  G.H.P.,  in  his  address,  reported: 

"In  my  visits  throughout  the  State,  I  found  variations  in  the 
activities  among  the  various  Chapters.  Some  districts  showed  an  increase 
in  their  activities  in  promoting  Capitular  Masonry,  successfully  con- 
ducted York  Rite  Festivals,  thereby  resulting  in  an  increase  in  exalta- 
tions. There  were  some  Chapters  that  showed  no  improvement  in  the 
advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"It  seems  that  the  conducting  of  York  Rite  Festivals,  with  proper 
advance  information  among  the  Blue  Lodges  in  a  district,  has  proven 
profitable  in  the  past.  I  observed  that  in  all  the  branches  of  the  York 
Rite  System,  where  they  had  encouraged  and  secured  the  interest  of 
the  younger  Companions  there  were  more  activities.  We  need  both,  the 
conservative  guidance  of  our  senior  Companions  and  the  energetic 
aggressiveness  of  our  younger  Companions  in  order  that  we  may  move 
forward  upon  sound  principals  and  lasting  results. 

"I  firmly  believe  that  the  responsibility  for  advancement  lies  with 
the  Grand  Officers  and  District  Deputies  of  this  Grand  Chapter:  through 
their  personal  visits  to  the  various  Chapters  —  to  bring  them  words 
of  encouragement  and  work  with  them  on  arranging  programs  that 
will  create  new  interest  in  attendance  and  activity."

Maine 

The  141st  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Maine  was  held  in  Portland,  on  May  3,  1966.

One  observes  in  the  Address  of  the  G.H.P.  what  this  Reviewer 
suggests  is  an  unusual  but  significant  visitation,  and  I  quote: 

"One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  occurred  on  Saturday, 
October  23,  1965,  when  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine 
were  guests  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  at  Woodstock. 
Most  of  our  Grand  Officers  were  present  and  with  several  Past  Grand 
Officers  and  Companions,  we  had  a  total  of  forty  from  Maine  in 
attendance.  We  enjoyed  a  time  of  sociability  and  a  fine  dinner,  after 
which  the  Grand  Officers  worked  the  Most  Excellent  Master  degree 
according  to  the  Maine  Ritual." 

And  also: 

"This  year  the  tabulated  returns  show  a  net  loss  of  194  members 
which  is  slightly  less  than  any  year  since  1960.  The  problem  of  loss 
by  death  of  279  members  cannot  be  solved,  but  we  feel  that  some- 
thing can  be  done  about  suspensions  and  demits  which  totaled  217  if 
we  make  a  sincere  effort  to  come  up  with  the  remedy.  Unpaid  dues 
in  some  Chapters  are  much  too  high  and  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
correct  this  situation  at  once." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  an 
illuminating  one  and  the  following  extracts  therefrom  are,  I  believe, 
most   significant: 

"All  Grand  Chapters  covered  reported  membership  losses.  No  mem- 
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bership  statistics  reported  as  such  would  be  but  a  repition  of  conditions 
reported  for  the  past  ten  years:  admissions  smaller  —  separations 
larger." 

*         *         * 

"If  membership  losses  continue  for  another  ten  years  or  more  what 
will  be  the  future  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry? 

"First:  Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  changing  secular 
influences  in  present  day  society  which  have  had  a  deterrent  effect 
in  the  conduct  of  all  fraternal  groups. 

"Second:  Consideration  of  what  adjustments  may  be  necessary  to 
overcome  the  influences  that  cause  indifference,  non-attendance,  active 
participation  in  chapter  affairs  by  the  memberships?  What  steps  must 
be  taken  to  revitalize  the  Rite? 

"Third:  The  real  issue  a  challenge  to  the  membership  of  the  craft 
to  support  and  maintain  the  principles  of  the  founders,  which  will  be 
always  a  militant  force  against  the  excesses  of  the  world,  and  the 
atheistic  thinking  of  so-called  intellectuals."

Manitoba 

The  43rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch. 
Masons  of  Manitoba  was  held  at  Winnipeg,  on  February  9,  1966.

The  Grand  Master,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Alexander  E.  Duff, 
was  a  most  welcome  guest,  and  his  address  to  the  Companions  con- 
tains many  gems  of  wisdom  and  the  following  is  an  example: 

"If  we  are  to  remain  loyal  to  ourselves,  and  in  turn,  loyal  to  the 
fundamentals  and  stable  values  of  life,  the  home,  the  church,  the 
community,  and  the  lodge,  then  brethern,  we  must  stand  fast,  stand 
firm  as  men  and  as  Freemasons  against  this  incessant  whittling  and 
nibbling  away  of  our  spiritual,  social,  and  moral  values.  True,  we  are 
indeed  our  brother's  keeper.  True,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  all  men, 
regardless  of  race,  colour,  creed,  age,  or  fraternal  affiliation,  are 
given  an  equal  opportunity  to  live,  to  love,  to  work,  and  to  worship  in 
the  sight  of  God,  unfettered  and  unafraid,  as  well  to  his  glory  as  to 
the  welfare  of  the  common  weal." 

The  Grand  Z's  address  gives  ample  proof  that  he  devoted  much 
time  and  talents  to  his  responsibilities  and  the  following  recommenda- 
tion by  him  is  worthy  of  application  everywhere. 

"That  each  constituent  chapter  form  from  their  faithful  attenders, 
committees  of  two  and  selecting  not  more  than  say  four  members  who 
have  not  been  attending  their  chapter  meetings,  make  a  personal  call 
and  discuss  thier  reason  for  absence,  try  to  find  out  why  they  have 
become  distinterested,  is  something  wrong  with  R.A.M.  or  the  way 
we  are  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  chapters.  Try  to  encourage  them 
to  come  back  and  attend.  We  miss  them."

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Maryland 

The  169th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Maryland  was  held  in  Baltimore,  on  May  10,  1966. 

Chapters  27;  membership  March  31,  1966  —  7,300;  net  gain  48.

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  indicates  that  he  discharged  his  many 
responsibilities  with  zeal  and  fidelity,  and  under  the  heading  of  "Condi- 
tion of  the  Craft"  had  this  to  say: 

,"It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  report  to  you  that  numerically  your 
Grand  Chapter  has  gone  ahead  during  the  year.  We  began  the  year 
with  the  expectation  of  being  able  to  increase  interest  and  enthusiasm 
in  the  subordinate  Chapters  and  thus  reflect  this  activity  in  the  sta- 
tistics of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

"We  have  been  at  least  partially  successful  in  that,  Exaltations 
were  up  by  131,  affiliations  were  up  by  6,  reinstatements  were  up  by 
10,  and  suspensions  were  down  by  5. 

"Deaths  and  suspensions  we  always  have  with  us  and  the  deaths 
we  can  do  nothing  about.  Suspensions  continue  to  be  a  problem  and  I 
fear  many  Companions  are  being  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
who  find  the  payment  of  dues  a  burden  after  retirement. 

"Our  total  membership  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  7,252, 
and  the  total  membership  at  March  31,  1966,  was  7300  giving  us  a 
net  increase  for  this  Capitular  year  of  48.  One  chapter  had  a  net  loss 
of  23  or  better  than  13%.  Only  four  chapters  showed  a  gain  both  last 
year  and  this.  One  of  the  largest  Chapters  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
showed  a  net  gain  of  16  on  total  exaltations  equal  to  .058%  of  their 
membership.  Another  chapter  had  a  gain  of  46  on  total  exaltations 
equal  to  18%  of  their  membership. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction 
in  some  instances  have  been  under  the  direction  of  capable  leadership 
while  others  continue  to  exist  through  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
of  the  Committee  on  Work  and  the  Grand  Lecturer." 

And  finally: 

"And  now  the  time  has  come  to  write  'finish*  to  one  of  the  most 
rewarding  experiences  of  my  life.  No  one  can  ascend  to  this  position 
without  a  deep  sense  of  humility  nor  descend  from  it  without  a  sense 
of  regret. 

"First,  at  not  having  been  able  to  accomplish  all  that  you  had 
hoped.  Second,  in  not  being  able  to  continue  those  associations  which 
have  made  the  time  go  by  so  rapidly  and  task  so  much  easier." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  one  of  his  recommendations  was  as  follows: 

"That  this  Grand  Chapter  consider  the  remission  of  the  per  capita 
tax  on  members  of  subordinate  chapters  who  have  been  members  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years,  having  reached  retirement  age  and  the  dues 
have  been  remitted  by  their  chapter."

Massachusetts 

The  167th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  was  held  on  December  7,  1965,  at  Boston. 

Chapters  93;  membership  August  31,  1965  —  22,727;  net  loss  389. 
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Grand  High  Priest:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Archie  M.  Simons.

The  G.H.P.,  at  the  regular  quarterly  meetings,  made  some  potent 
observations,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following: 

"For  instance,  what  about  charity.  We  are  too  often  inclined  to 
think  of  it  as  having  a  monetary  value,  representing  something  intrinsic 
which  we  contribute  to  the  relief  of  another  traveler,  in  this  vale  of 
tears,  less  fortunate  than  ourselves.  We  frequently  hear  this  word  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  our  Masonry,  and  many  of  us  still  use  the 
old  definition,  associating  it  with  something  of  intrinsic  value.  Yet,  it 
seems  that  this  should  be  the  least  and  the  last  meaning  we  should 
apply  to  the  term  as  used  by  our  Fraternity.  Certainly  it  should  mean 
that  we  should  have  new  ideas,  to  prosper  the  eternal  values  which 
our  Masonry  holds  out  to  us,  and  to  forget  the  petty  beliefs  that 
underlie  so  much  of  our  thinking. 

"Let  us,  therefore,  resolve  to  think  new  thoughts.  The  day  of  bro- 
therhood will  dawn  when  we  shall  have  learned  to  feed  our  mind  with 
the  proper  thoughts.  In  truth,  when  enough  of  us  think  of  peace  as 
founded  upon  the  principles  of  brotherhood  we  shall  have  begun,  in 
the  words  of  Tennyson,  'To  ring  out  the  wars  of  old,  To  ring  in  the 
thousand  years  of  peace.'  As  a  man  thinketh,  so  is  he;  as  a  world 
thinketh  —  so  it  is." 

And  again: 

"It  is  a  strenuous  and  fearful  age  in  which  we  live,  and  one  which 
will  test  the  hearts  and  souls  of  men.  It  is  an  age  which  is  to  a  large 
extent  dominated  by  fear.  We  fear  that  tomorrow  may  bring  sickness 
to  ourselves,  or  loved  ones;  we  fear  that  the  drought  may  deplete  our 
crops;  we  fear  that  the  rains  and  floods  may  come  and  destroy  the 
harvest;  we  fear  for  the  inflation  that  may  come  with  its  attending 
hardships;  we  fear  for  the  depression  that  may  overtake  us;  we  fear 
the  outbreak  of  war  that  may  plunge  our  civilization  into  the  abyss 
of  total  destruction.  In  the  mad  rush  for  survival  and  existence,  ideals 
are  forgotten.  Brotherly  love  is  something  that  seems  to  make  a  good 
subject  for  discussion  in  our  Chapter  Rooms,  but  that  is  all.  Charity 
has  been  commercialized  until  all  the  sweetness  and  joy  of  giving  has 
been  squeezed  out  of  it.  It  would  seem  that  the  greatest  need  in 
this  tired  old  world  today  is  more  of  that  good  old-fashioned  kindness 
and  consideration  for  the  other  fellow,  and  a  slowing  up  of  the  mad 
rush  of  our  times  long  enough  for  us  to  remember  that  we  are  here 
for  but  a  short  period  of  time,  and  that  here  is  not  our  eternal  abid- 
ing place.  What  we  need  in  our  time  to  support  and  sustain  us,  per- 
haps as  never,  never  before,  is  Faith.  The  kind  of  Faith  exhibited  by 
our  forefathers  who  established  this  Nation  of  ours,  and  left  us  such 
a  rich  heritage.  We  need  Faith  in  the  ideals  and  principles  of  our 
Royal  Craft.  Faith  in  the  dignity  and  character  of  our  fellow  man. 
Faith  in  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  The  Great  I  AM;  and  certainly 
Faith  in  ourselves." 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from  his  Annual  Address,  and  I 
quote: 

"The  empty  seats  in  our  Masonic  Bodies  during  our  meetings 
should  be  of  great  concern  to  all  officers  and  leaders  of  the  Craft.  Is 
the  small  attendance  and  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  so  great  a 
majority  of  our  members  due  to  any  fault  on  the  part  of  ourselves 
as  leaders?  Have  we  failed,  because  of  our  lack  of  preparation,,  to 
properly  interpret  the  lessons  of  Masonry  to  our  candidates,  during 
the  degrees?  Have  we  failed  to  impress  our  candidates,  because  we 
have  not  been  fully  impressed  ourselves,  with  the  beauty  and  grandeur 
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of  the  lessons  we  are  supposed  to  teach?  Have  we  failed  to  impress 
on  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  candidates  the  dignity  and  high  im- 
portance of  our  Craft,  because  we  are  more  interested  in  the  worldly 
things  of  life  ourselves?  Have  we  failed  in  our  efforts  to  teach  the 
candidate  brotherly  love  and  charity,  because  of  our  failure  to  exemplify 
out  of  the  Chapter  Room  those  ideals  and  principles  which  we  are 
taught  in  it?  These  are  merely  questions.  We  leave  it  to  the  individual 
Companion  to  find  the  answers  for  himself. 

We  do  not  have  any  magic  formula  for  reversing  the  decline  in 
our  membership,  other  than  that  of  hard  work,  and  a  rededication  of 
each  one  of  us  to  the  ideals  and  principles  of  our  fraternity.  This 
awakening  must  take  place  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  each  one  of  us 
if  our  fraternity,  and  indeed  our  present  civilization  is  to  survive." 

And   finally: 

"In  order  to  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  our  heritage  as  members 
of  our  Royal  Craft,  we  must  interpret  the  teachings  given  to  us  in  the 
light  of  our  own  knowledge  and  understanding,  for  the  assistance  of 
others. 

"The  diffirence  in  men  is  in  what  they  offer  to  the  world.  Each 
of  us  is,  to  himself,  the  most  interesting  and  important  person  in  the 
world.  But  to  the  world  at  large  none  of  us  is  very  interesting  or  im- 
portant until  he  is  engaged  in  doing  something  that  is  of  benefit  to 
his  fellowman. 

"The  only  way  that  men  grow  distinguished  is  by  serving  some- 
body other  than  themselves.  All  the  works  and  thoughts  of  those  who 
have  gone  before  have  left  their  mark  on  what  we  think  and  do.  Bor- 
rowed thoughts,  when  we  have  learned  what  to  do  with  them,  become 
as  our  own.  We  have  an  obligation,  then,  to  give  service  and  example 
to  others  in  return  for  our  own  heritage. 

"Do  you  desire  honor  and  distinction?  You  will  never  get  it  by 
serving  yourself.  You  will  get  it  only  as  you  serve  mankind.  The  wiser 
the  man,  the  more  he  will  strive  to  let  the  truths  of  his  Masonic 
teachings  shine  out  of  his  daily  life  and  conduct.  His  example  will 
create  in  others  the  desire  to  measure  up  to  the  best  in  themselves. 

"The  surest  way  to  make  our  Masonry  useful,  is  to  make  use  of 
our  Masonry.  It  has  its  creed  founded  upon  human  rights,  a  philosophy 
in  which  there  is  optimism,  and  a  hope  for  the  future.  In  the  great 
struggle  to  help  free  a  world,  we  should  do  our  part  with  courage  and 
determination,  making  use  of  our  Masonic  heritage  and  teachings. 

"The  courage  and  devotion  of  our  ancestors  is  a  noble  inheritance 
that  has  been  left  to  us,  handed  down  with  the  confident  expectation 
that  we,  too,  would  make  use  of  our  Masonry  in  service  to  God,  our 
Country,  and  our  neighbor,  in  a  manner  befitting  the  character  of 
Masons. 

"Ignorance  still  talks  too  much,  and  no  doubt  will  keep  on  talk- 
ing until  an  enlightened  public  opinion  silences  a  good  deal  of  it  by 
a  demand  for  justice  and  tolerance. 

"Making  use  of  Masonry  has  done  much  to  break  down  some  of 
the  idols  that  have  held  men's  souls  in  bondage,  for  human  society  is 
not  now  so  much  considered  as  a  machine  that  can  be  taken  apart  and 
put  together  again  according  to  some  blueprint  of  academic  reform,  but 
rather  as  something  that  grows  and  develops  like  living  things,  and 
always  according  to  accepted  laws  of  progress."

The  G.H.P.  had  a  most  busy  term  of  office  judging  from  his 
visitations  and  the  decisions  required  of  him.  He  submitted  the  follow- 
ing recommendations: 

"My  recommendations  will  be  few  and  to  the  point.  First,  though 
our  losses  are  decreasing  slightly,  I  do  not  feel  that  we,  as  individuals, 
are  putting  forth  sufficient  effort  towards  selling  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
—  let's  not  leave  it  all  up  to  our  local  membership  committee  —  al- 
ways have  a  petition  in  your  pocket  and  use  it  at  every  opportunity, 
Secondly,  let  us  compaign  to  get  youth  in  our  organization,  and  par- 
ticularly in  our  officer  lines.  I'm  sure  that  many  of  us  know  of  Chap- 
ters where  the  officers  are  approaching  three  score  and  ten  in  their 
age  —  they  have  probably  served  as  High  Priest  several  times  and  are 
to  be  commended  for  taking  the  office  again  to  hold  the  Chapter  to- 
gether, but  this  would  not  be  necessary  if  new  and  younger  blood  was 
added.  Finally,  let's  promote  the  4-degree  days  preferably  in  conjunc- 
tion with  other  York  Rite  bodies  —  Pennslyvania  has  been  holding  fes- 
tivals during  the  last  couple  of  years  and  have  had  astounding  success 
in  showing  gains  —  if  it  works  there,  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
shouldn't  work  here." 

And  in  conclusion,  he  stated: 

"In  conclusion,  Companions,  may  I  say  that  it  has  been  a  great 
pleasure  for  me  to  have  served  as  your  Grand  High  Priest  this  past 
year.  As  I  look  back  over  the  year,  I  find  myself  wondering  where  the 
time  has  gone  —  it  seems  only  yesterday  that  I  assumed  the  station. 
A  speaker  said  recently  —  'Build  your  castles  in  the  air,  then  build 
the  foundations  up  to  them'  —  I  built  many  castles,  but  I  found  the 
time  too  short  to  complete  many  foundations." 

It  is  significant  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  reported, 
and  I  quote  in  part: 

"Freemasonry  has  always  borne  its  share  of  the  burdens  of  the 
nation's  good  society,  and  by  unleashing  a  continuous  flow  of  human 
relations,  best  known  as  the  brotherhood  of  man  working  under  the 
fatherhood  of  God,  the  Craft  has  become  the  richest  and  most  influen- 
tial fraternity  in  the  entire  world." 

*  *         * 

"It  is  our  constant  aim  to  impress  upon  the  Chapters  that  the 
use  of  proper  promotional  material  would  gain  not  only  prestige  in 
the  various  communities  in  which  the  constituent  Chapters  operate 
but  would  also  enhance  the  position  of  the  Royal  Craft  and  at  the 
same  time  make  the  community  conscious  of  the  fact  that  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  has  indeed  a  power  for  good."

"We  once  again  come  to  the  subject  of  publicity  and  while  we 
admit  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  sphere  of  endeavor, 
we  know  that  many  more  Chapters  would  greatly  benefit  by  more  fre- 
quent use  of  the  local  press  to  publicize  all  Chapter  activities.  Not  only 
does  it  aid  attendance  at  Chapter  functions  but  it  also  brings  to  the 
attention  of  the  community  the  fact  that  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  is 
indeed  active."  ,

The  G.H.P.  obviously  had  a  very  busy  term  of  Office  and  in  his 
Address  stated: 

"I  suppose  that  it  is  human  nature  to  set  goals  and  aspirations 
somewhat  higher  than  attainable  and  as  a  result  our  pleasures  are 
often  mingled  with  frustrations.  I  found  among  the  pleasures  oppor- 
tunities of  renewed  companionship  throughout  the  State  and  that  in 
itself  is  a  heartwarming  experience.  On  the  negative  side  I  found  the 
schools  of  instruction,  which  were  begun  the  previous  year  somewhat 
different  from  what  I  had  pictured  in  my  mind  and  in  my  recommen- 
dations I  have  suggested  a  further  study  of  this  feature. 

"By  and  large,  the  Spring  Festivals  were  well  handled  and  they 
produced  a  fair  number  of  new  exaltations.  However,  may  I  leave 
with  you  this  warning  —  all  companions  are  warned  not  to  substitute 
Spring  Festivals  for  ritual  work  in  their  own  chapters  —  there  is  a 
danger  that  ritual  work  will  suffer  at  the  local  level  and  if  it  does 
your  chapter  will  become  a  social  club  instead  of  a  masonic  unit." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  con- 
tained this  interesting  item: 

"I  do  not  want  you  to  feel  that  I  am  at  all  pessimistic  about 
the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  our  State.  On  the  contrary, 
I  am  optimistic  about  the  future.  Some  of  our  chapters  have  been 
dormant,  and  some  of  our  High  Priests  have  not  been  able  to  catch 
the  vision  on  the  mountain  tops  of  opportunity.  However,  I  feel  that 
in  some  localities  this  condition  will  change  when  the  new  officers 
have  a  chance  to  go  to  work.  When  we  compare  our  situation  in  Min- 
nesota with  that  of  other  jurisdictions,  we  have  every  reason  in  the 
world  to  feel  optimistic.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  most  important  way 
to  keep  from  losing  members  is  to  preserve  what  membership  we  al- 
ready have  on  our  rolls.  We  should  continually  be  on  the  watch  for 
desirable  candidates.  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  the  line  officers  of  the 
Grand  Line  that  they  arrange  to  visit  the  chapters  near  them  as  often 
as  possible,  for  much  good,  results  from  such  visits." 

The  committee  on  the  "State  of  the  Rite"  reported,  in  part: 

"A  body  such  as  ours  could  be  likened  to  a  physcial  body.  Con- 
tinual loss  of  weight  in  a  physical  body  says  to  the  medical  mind  that 
something  serious  is  taking  place.  You  the  subordinate  bodies,  are  the 
cells  of  the  vital  organs  of  this  Grand  body.  Our  continual  losses  then 
would  indicate  that  there  are  many  subordinate  Chapters  that  are,  if 
not  ill,  at  least  not  healthy.  Through  observation,  it  appears  that  this 
condition  is  caused  by  the  following  —  perhaps  not  in  the  same  order 
but  for  the  same  reasons:  POOR  LEADERSHIP  —  POOR  RITUAL- 
ISTIC WORK  —  BAD  LOCATION  —  POOR  PROGRAMMING.  Other 
reasons  could  be  mentioned  but  the  above,  we  believe  to  be  the 
most  important."

Missouri 

The  120th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Missouri  was  held  at  Kansas  City,  on  April 
28,  1966.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  had  this  to  say,  and  I  quote  in  part: 

"During  the  past  year  I  have  traveled  many  miles  and  spent  many 
hours  in  your  behalf.  The  Grand  Chapter  has  offered  to  help  all  chpa- 
ters  in  the  state  but  too  few  requests  have  been  made  for  assistance. 
This  I  can  say,  that  regardless  of  how  much  we  offer  to  help  or  how 
much  help  is  given  that  only  the  companions  of  any  one  Chapter  can 
conduct  the  business  and  plan  the  meetings  of  that  Chapter.  The  High 
Priest  of  every  Chapter  in  the  state  has  the  responsibility  of  leader- 
ship in  his  Chapter  but  he  needs  the  help  of  his  officers,  including 
the  chapter  secretary  and  the  counsel  and  advice  of  wise  and  level 
heads  when  necessary  and  when  asked  for. 

"The  trite  statement  that  this  has  been  tried  before  and  failed  is 
not  just  cause  to  dismiss  any  suggestion  that  has  merit.  Many  plans, 
good  plans  have  been  dropped  because  of  lack  of  planning  and  under- 
standing and  a  number  have  been  killed  by  chapter  secretaries  wno 
feel  that  it  will  upset  their  routine  and  they  are  not  energetic  enough 
to  try.  Companions  we  have  proved  that  we  can  accept  a  challenge  and 
come  out  on  top.  Let  this  year  be  the  start  of  many  years  of  grow- 
ing, active  and  resourceful  York  Rite  in  Missouri." 

The  G.H.P.  reported  on  the  "Condition  of  the  Rite"  in  terms  which 
have  become  all  too  familiar  to  this  Reviewer  from  various  jurisdic- 
tions, and  I  quote: 

"The  Condition  of  the  Rite  is  much  the  same  as  it  has  been  dur- 
ing all  my  years  as  a  Grand  Chapter  officer,  some  good  and  some  bad. 
The  condition  of  14  of  the  chapters  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  of  the 
gravest  concern.  Some  of  these  chapters  have  not  held  a  legal  meet- 
ing for  a  number  of  years  and  some  others  only  infrequently.  During 
the  year  I  have  directed  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  John  W.  Alverson,  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  Edward  E.  Nixon,  M.E.C.  Irvin  J.  Freiberger,  Ex.  Comp.  Charles 
A.  Bottermuller,  Ex.  Comp.  Delno  J.  Spellman,  Ex.  Comp.  Olin  S. 
McDaniel  and  Ex.  Comp.  Frank  K.  Roy,  Jr.  to  visit  a  specific  chapter 
or  chapters  and  help  in  correcting  situations  that  needed  positive 
action.  This  particular  problem  will  require  strong  positive  action  on 
the  part  of  Grand  Chapter  officers  assigned  to  give  them  assistance  and 
direction.  The  biggest  problem  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  helping  a  chap- 
ter regain  its  status  as  an  active  chapter  is  to  find  one  or  more  com- 
panions of  that  chapter  who  are  willing  to  accept  the  responsibility  of 
leadership." 

*         *         * 

"The  biggest  problem  any  chapter  has  to  face  is  lack  of  interest. 
The  only  answer  to  this  problem  is  LEADERSHIP  and  I  repeat  again 
as  was  so  ably  stated  by  President  Abraham  Lincoln,  'Leaders  create 
themselves.' 

"Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  still  contines  as  the  major 
cause  of  our  loss  of  membership.  The  Grand  Chapter  urges  the  active 
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enforcement  of  Sec.  188  of  the  Grand  Chapter  By-Laws  as  a  means  of 
reducing  this  loss.  If  the  officers  of  a  Chapter  show  an  active  interest 
in  the  members  and  interesting  meetings  are  planned  and  held  much 
of  this  loss  can  be  reduced." 

*         *         * 

"Five  basic  qualities  of  leadership  are: 

1.  Courage.  The  basis  of  all  virtures. 

2.  Will  Power.  To  overcome  objections  from  those  who  feel  they 
are   protecting   your   best  interests. 

3.  Flexibility  of  Mind.  Courage  and  Will-Power  can  be  dangerous 
without  flexibility  of  mind. 

4.  Knowledge.  Enough  knowledge  of  how  the  job  should  be  done 
and  how  to  do  it. 

5.  Integrity.  The  thing  that  makes  people  trust  you. 

For  the  Mason  the  sixth  basic  quality  for  a  leader  is  Humility 
before  God  and  our  fellow  man." 

The  G.H.P.  made  reference  to  a  "kit"  and  instructions  he  had 
received  from  M.E.C.  William  F.  Clark,  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
and  emphasized  the  following  therefrom: 

"Leadership  is  most  effective  when  it  follows  a  preconceived  plan." 

"The  Course  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and  indeed  of  the  entire  York 
Rite,  has  not  been  upward  in  recent  years.  We  are  all  concerned  and 
seeking  to  find  remedies.  Demits  and  suspensions  are  a  particular  prob- 
lem. We  are  sure  that  we  lose  many  of  our  companions  that  proper 
treatment  might  have  saved.  Attendance  at  our  meetings  is  at  a  low 
percentage  of  membership.  We  should  all  be  alert  to  suggestions  of 
ways  and  means  to  bring  more  of  our  members  to  our  meetings. 

"The  Chapter  has  been  accused  of  doing  the  poorest  work  in  Ma- 
sonry. Whether  this  is  true  or  not,  we  must  all  agree  that  a  good 
rendition  of  the  ritual  will  tend  to  attract  our  members  to  our  meet- 
ings, and  we  are  sure  that  a  poor  performance  will  drive  them  away. 
There  are  those  of  us  who  beleive  that  a  well  earned  reputation  for 
doing  good  work,  of  rendering  the  beautiful  ritual  of  the  Chapter  in 
a  dignified  and  impressive  manner,  of  the  elimination  of  any  semblance 
of  levity  in  our  presentation  of  the  work,  that  these  things  are  the 
answer  to  all  of  our  problems.  The  Chapter  that  adheres  to  all  these 
things  will  have  no  trouble  with  attendance,  their  demits  and  suspen- 
sions will  be  fewer,  their  candidates  will  be  truly  exalted  and  will  be 
willing  and  anxious  to  share  their  experience  with  their  Blue  Lodge 
brethren."

One  notes  with  interest  the  following  recommendations  of  the 
G.H.P.: 

"Believing  that  the  interruption  of  the  summer  recess  during  the 
year  of  service  by  the  Officers  of  Constituent  Chapters  is  very  much

of  a  hindrance  in  the  Chapter's  activities  and  means  dislocation  of  a 
High  Priest's  and  his  Chapter's  efforts  at  mid-year,  with  the  conse 
quent  delay  in  getting  back  into  gear  again  after  the  summer  break, 
I  recommend  that  a  Committee  of  5,  consisting  of  one  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  and  four  Past  High  Priests,  consider  some  means  of  al- 
lowing Chapter  Officers  a  continuous  year  of  service  without  a  break, 
provided  that  due  consideration  of  any  plan  contain  the  necessary  pro- 
visions to  avoid  upsetting  any  present  fiscal  year  of  any  Chapter  or 
its  method  of  keeping  its  records."

"The  Youth  of  Today  are  the  Leaders  of  Tomorrow:  I  therefore 
recommend  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Montana  to  continue  and  accel- 
erate, if  possible,  their  support  of  the  youth  organizations  in  their 
community. 

"Since  Unity  is  the  Essence  of  Progress:  I  recommend  the  con- 
tinued full  cooperation  between  all  Masonic  groups,  at  all  times."

The  Netherlands 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons of  The  Netherlands  was  held  on  July  1,  1966. 

First  Grand  Principal:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Prof.  Dr.  J.  Kok. 

Grand  Scribe  E.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  K.  L.  Jacobs. 

This  Prooceedings  is  a  statistical  one,  although  it  would  seem 
that  this  Grand  Chapter  is  making  excellent  progress  in  all  phases  cf 
Capitular  Masonry.  There  appears  to  be  16  chapters  comprising  the 
Grand  Chapter  in  the  Netherlands,  with  a  membership  of  1,171. 

It  is  noted  with  interest  that  Comp.  R.  C.  Berkinshaw,  of  The  St. 
Patrick  Chapter,  Toronto,  and  well-known  as  an  Honorary  Member  of 
our  Grand  Lodge  Board  of  General  Purposes,  and  Past  Sovereign  Com- 
mander of  the  Scottish  Rite,  is  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Netherlands. 

Nebraska 

While  no  Proceedings  have  been  received  from  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nebraska,  your  Reviewer  is  indebted  to  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  Arthur  V.  Roy,  our  Grand  Representative  for  Nebraska,  for 
the  loan  of  the  Centennial  History  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska. 
This  is  an  exceedingly  well  written  history  by  an  Ex.  Comp.  William 
B.  Wanner,  of  Eureka  Chapter  No.  5,  Falls  City,  Nebraska.  It  covers 
one  hundred  years  of  Royal  Arch  Masonic  history  completed  in  1966. 
The  author's  opening  comments  will  be  interesting  to  all  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  I  quote: 

"History  is  essentially  a  story  of  men,  or,  at  least,  a  story  of 
events  as  influenced  by  men.  History,  if  it  is  really  history,  concerns 
the  matter  of  records.  This  historian  is  not  a  writer  of  fiction  or  pro- 
paganda. He  confines  himself  to  the  truth  as  he  sees  and  is  able  to 
determine  the  truth.  This  brief  history  of  the  Nebraska  Grand  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch   Masons,   is   written   in   that  spirit. 

"The  origin,  as  well  as  the  authors,  of  our  Royal  Arch  Ritual  are 
completely  unknown.  All  the  efforts  of  Masonic  researchers  have  failed 
to  uncover  either.  However  that  may  be,  the  Royal  Arch  degree  has 
been  around  quite  awhile  in  almost  the  same  form  as  today.  The  gen- 
erally accepted  date  of  its  first  appearance  in  England  is  about  1739. 
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Strange  to  say,  the  first  recorded  mention  of  the  degree  is  in  America 
in  Fredericksburg  Lodge  in  Virginia  in  1753.  This  lodge  was  only  an 
'Immerorial  custom'  lodge  at  that  time,  since  it  did  not  receive  a 
charter  from  anyone  until   1758,  and  then  from   Scotland. 

"Now  Nebraska  has  not  been  around  nearly  as  long  as  that,  but 
we  are  at  least  approaching  maturity.  A  hundred  years  is  quite  a  span 
of  time  viewed  in  human  lifetimes,  if  in  nothing  else.  In  the  British 
Isles  the  degree  has  always  been  closely  associated  with  Craft  Masonry. 
Not  so  in  Nebraska,  for  here  it  has  been  independent  from  its  begin- 
nings in  March,  1867.  The  seal  of  Nebraska  carries  a  date  of  March  1, 
1867;  the  seal  of  our  Grand  Chapter  bears  the  date  of  March  19,  1867. 
Thus  the  State  of  Nebraska  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Nebraska 
are  practically  of  the  same  age.  .  .  .  The  degree  of  Mark  Master  dates 
far  back  into  antiquity  and  many  believe  it  to  be  the  oldest  of  the 
known  degrees.  The  first  known  written  record  of  American  conferral 
of  the  Mark  is  in  a  craft  lodge  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1784  at  Halifax. 
Nova  Scotia  being  one  of  the  oldest  jurisdictions  in  North  America.  .  .  ." 

Space  precludes  reference  to  so  many  interesting  items  but  the 
importance   of  the  following  cannot  be   underestimated: 

"Our  first  Grand  High  Priest,  Harry  P.  Deuel,  made  the  follow- 
ing remarks  in  the  first  Annual  Address  in  part:  'Companions,  this 
is  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  Masonry  in  Nebraska.  We  are 
taking  the  initiatory  steps  in  a  work  which  will  remain  when  we,  our 
children,  and  our  children's  children  will  have  departed,  and  the  record 
of  our  deliberations  will  be  closely  examined  and  criticized  for  genera- 
tions yet  to  come.  We  are  laying  the  foundation  stones  of  that  Masonic 
edifice  which  I  trust  will  be  reared  in  that  strength  and  beauty  which 
will  prove  a  lasting  monument  to  our  fidelity  in  our  endeavors  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved  institution.  Upon  us, 
rests  the  responsibility  of  selecting  such  materials  in  our  laws  and 
regulations  as  will  stand  the  test  of  the  overseer's  square  of  examin- 
ation, so  that  when  judgment  is  rendered  they  will  be  pronounced 
"good  and  square  work".' 

"One  of  the  most  striking  items  of  our  early,  and,  except  for  a 
few  years,  even  through  our  first  50,  is  the  great  importance  given 
to  the  fraternal  reviews  of  other  jurisdictions.  And  not  always  just  a 
matter  of  review.  No,  they  criticized,  they  argued  and  disagreed,  some- 
times hotly,  over  policy  and/or  tactics  in  a  way  that  seems  almost 
fantastic  today.  In  most  cases  the  number  of  pages  devoted  to  review 
were  greater  than  that  given  to  the  proceedings  themselves.  .  .  ." 

*         *         * 

"Reports  were  sometimes  quite  brief  and  to  the  point,  viz.:  'To 
the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska:  Your  committee 
to  which  was  referred  the  question,  "Does  the  suspension  of  a  Com- 
panion in  the  Blue  Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues  suspend  him  also 
in  the  Chapter?"  Answer:  It  does.  Signed  George  B.  Graff  and  0.  H. 
Irish,  Committee.' 

"There  were  39  other  jurisdictions  listed,  including  Canada,  Ire- 
land, and  Scotland  in  the  report  of  169.  .  .  ." 

Surely  these  words  of  great  wisdom  expressed  over  one  hundred 
years  ago  should  give  inspiration  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  everywhere, 
and  give  a  much  needed  impetus  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

Nevada 

The  92nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State 
of  Nevada  was  held  at  Las  Vegas,  on  June  8,  1965.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  reported: 

"On  our  visitations  we  endeavored  to  point  out  three  areas  of  con- 
cern, namely:  Membership.  York  Rite  Unity  and  Leadership.  We  have 
actively  done  something  about  each  one.  At  the  Tonopah  Festival  we 
took  part  in  conferring  the  Capitular  degrees  on  eleven  candidates,  also 
the  Cryptic  degrees  on  twenty-two  companions.  We  have  held  four 
joint  installations  and  six  joint  visitations:  these  we  feel  have  been  a 
healthy  approach  in  working  toward  York  Rite  unity.  Three  joint 
leadership  schools  were  held,  and  here  again  we  trust  a  better  under- 
standing has  taken  place  between  the  Bodies." 

And  under  the  heading  "State  of  the  Craft"  he  reported: 

"In  my  travels  around  the  state,  I  find  Capitular  Masonry  in  a 
healthy  condition.  All  chapters  are  holding  meetings  and  most  of  them 
are  conferring  degrees.  While  we  will  show  only  a  slight  gain  in  mem- 
bership, 17,  nevertheless  it  is  on  the  plus  side.  It  appears  that  with 
the  unity  program,  the  support  of  DeMolay  and  a  revitalized  York 
Rite,  we  are  entering  a  new  era  af  Masonry.  In  this  space  age  every- 
thing is  moving  at  a  rapid  pace.  We  must  be  aware  of  this  in  our  plans 
and  govern  ourselves  accordingly.  Unless  we  make  our  rite  compatible 
with  today's  living,  it  will  die;  however,  with  a  little  extra  effort  on 
the  part  of  each  member  we  can  have  a  healthy  and  vigorous 
organization."

The  147th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  M.E.  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ter of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple  in 
Wolfeboro,  on  May  14,  1966. 

Chapters  26;  membership  April  1,  1966—3,164;  net  loss  110.

Reading  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.,  it  is  obvious  that  he  had  a  most 
busy  year,  and  discharged  well  his  responsibilities  to  the  chapters  in 
his  jurisdiction. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  Report  of  the  York  Rite  Com- 
mittee states,  in  part: 

"Chapter  officers  have  a  serious  responsibility  to  preserve  our 
ancient  landmarks  and  to  engage  in  Masonic  dialogue  with  others  of 
the  Craft,  lest  our  precious  heritage  suffer  some  diminution  at  our  hands. 
Certain  it  is  that  Chapter  officers  throughout  the  State  must  give  im- 
mediate attention  to  strengthening  the  nature  of  of  their  degree  work 
and  dedicating  their  efforts  to  a  renewed  activity  within  the  Chap- 
ters .  .  . 

"Any  Chapter  whose  officers  demonstrate  that  they  have  acknowl- 
edged the  importance  of  their  roles  and  duties  in  their  stations  will 
find  that  attendance  at  the  convocations  will  begin  to  take  care  of 
itself.  Added  interest  will  produce  candidates  in  due  season,  and  there 
will  be  discovered  availability  of  officer  material  from  among  the  Com- 
panions who  have  heretofore  been  reluctant  to  participate. 

"In  the  long  histories  of  churches  and  fraternities,  one  finds  in  the 
record  where  certain  times  have  constituted  a  crisis,  sometimes  known 
as  'being  at  the  crossroads'.     Those  particular  periods  have  been  char- 
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acterized  by  a  disturbing  loss  of  members  and  a  distressing  lessening 
of  interest.  The  institutions  of  the  Church  and  Masonry  have  always 
survived,  and  have  recovered  in  a  measure.  But  survival  is  not  enough; 
growth  is  most  important. 

"The  present  time  is  a  crisis  in  Masonry.  The  impact  of  competing 
attractions,  with  an  indulgence  in  the  pleasures  and  fascination  of  a 
very  material  age,  have  had  a  most  serious  effect  upon  organizations 
and  individuals  concerned  with  the  spiritual  welfare  of  men."

New  Jersey 

The  109th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  was  held  at  Trenton,  on  May  7,  1966.

Here  again  we  find  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  reporting  on  the 
Condition  of  the  Rite,  and  I  quote: 

"In  reporting  the  condition  of  the  Rite,  I  feel  that  we  should  start 
to  look  on  the  optimistic  side.  Our  Chapters  are  starting  to  work.  Our 
exaltations  show  an  increase  over  those  of  the  past  few  years.  The  work 
in  the  District  School  of  Instructions  is  showing  vast  improvement,  and 
I  feel  that  we  are  starting  to  move  forward.  If  the  Companions  keep  up 
the  good  work,  we  will  show  an  increase  in  1966. 

"Our  net  loss  for  1965,  was  267  Companions  by  dimits,  deaths,  and 
suspension  for  nonpayment  of  dues.  This  was  also  less  than  last  year. 
Deaths  were  245.  If  we  put  more  effort  to  find  out  why  we  have  so 
many  suspensions  and  dimits,  and  contact  the  Companions  personally,  I 
believe  we  can  save  some  of  these  Companions  for  our  Rite." 

And  his  recommendations  were,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"I  recommend  our  Chapters  appoint  a  Committee  on  Delinquent 
Companions  to  personally  contact  those  Companions,  ascertain  their 
reasons  for  being  delinquent,  and  advise  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  reasons  for  being  delinquent.  Also  to  try  and 
save  those  Companions  who  have  been  members  for  several  years  and 
possibly  who  due  to  financial  conditions,  find  it  impossible  to  pay  dues. 

"If  our  aged  Companions  find  it  impossible  to  pay  their  dues,  for 
the  Chapter  to  remit  the  same. 

"The  above  recommendation  should  also  be  to  contact  those  who  re- 
quest dimits,  and  try  to  see  if  it  is  possible  to  renew  their  interest  and 
keep  them  on  our  rolls." 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  the  following  from  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence: 

"In  submitting  this  Capitular  Review,  covering  of  the  Proceedings 
of  sixty  (60)  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  over  the  world,  we  find  that 
eleven  (11)  Grand  Chapters  report  increases  totalling  615,  and  forty- 
nine  (49)  show  decreases  of  12,054,  or  an  over-all  net  loss  of  11,439. 
The  great  loss  is  primarily  due  to  deaths,  dimits,  and  suspensions.  How- 
ever, poor  Ritual  Work  comes  in  for  some  of  the  losses."

Space  precludes  reference  to  all  the  "gems"  contained  in  the  Address 
of  the  G.H.P.  but  the  following  are  particularly  worthy  of  note: 

"It  was  also  my  privilege  to  represent  this  Grand  Chapter  at  the 
annual  Grand  Lodge  communication  last  May,  held  at  the  Hotel  Astor 
in  New  York  City.  At  that  time  it  was  my  pleasure  to  carry  out  your 
desires  and  present  to  our  M.W.  Clarence  J.  Henry  the  check  for  $10,- 
000.00  as  our  donation  to  the  Medical  Research  Foundation  for  the  fur- 
ther study  in  our  laboratory  of  the  respiratory  diseases  of  the  lungs 
including  lung  cancer.  Every  Companion  in  this  room  should  feel  as 
proud  as  I  did  at  that  moment,  for  it  was  your  gift  that  I  was  conveying 
for  a  most  noble  purpose.  In  turn,  our  Grand  Master  asked  me  to  con- 
vey to  you  on  behalf  of  Grand  Lodge,  his  appreciation  for  this  most 
generous  gift  of  love  and  affection  for  the  concern  of  mankind  in  gen- 
eral." 

*  *         * 

Later  on  commenting  generally  he  said: 

"Who  is  to  blame  for  this  indifference  ?  I  don't  like  to  expose  our 
dirty  linen  in  front  of  these  Distinguished  Craftsmen  but  you  leave  me 
no  alternative.  I  fail  to  see  how  any  organization  who  is  dedicated  to 
dispense  charity  and  brotherly  love  can  honestly  do  so  and  still  exist  on 
dues  of  two,  three,  four  or  even  five  dollars  a  year.  How  proud  can  you 
be  of  the  institution,  if  insufficient  funds  in  your  treasury  prohibits 
you  from  participating  in  the  charities  of  your  community.  Companions, 
I  think  we  are  missing  the  boat,  if  vre  fail  to  assist  in  the  welfare  of 
our  neighbors.  This  is  one  reason  why  other  organizations  can  boast 
of  their  accomplisments,  while  we  look  on  with  indifference.  Let  us 
forget  for  awhile  the  bowling  club,  the  hunting  and  fishing  club,  the 
golf  club,  etc.,  and  get  back  to  practicing  our  tenets.     Indifference  is  the 

evil  in  our  society  .  .  ."

"PRESENTATION  OF  FLAGS 

"M.E.  George  Silverman,  First  Grand  Principal,  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  presented  to  our  Grand  Chapter  the  newly 
adopted  Maple  Leaf  Flag  of  Canada.  M.E.  John  S.  Taggart  in  accepting 
this  Flag  ordered  that  the  Flag  be  placed  in  the  Grand  East  where  it 
should  always  be  placed  as  a  constant  reminder  of  the  close  fraternal 
relations  which  exist  and  has  existed  over  long  years  with  the  Com- 
panions on  the  other  side  of  that  invisible  border. 

"M.E.  Taggart  presented  to  M.E.  Silverman  an  American  Flag  and 
asked  Companion  Silverman  to  request  his  Grand  Chapter, to  accept  this 
gift.  Companion  Silverman  stated  that  the  Flag  would  be  warmly 
received  by  the  Companions  of  Quebec  as  a  symbol  of  continued  friend- 
ship and  fraternal  relations  with  their  Companions  in  the  United  States." 

The  following  excerpts  from  a  report  given  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles 
J.  Wells  are  noteworthy  and  should  be  put  into  practice: 

"STOP!  wringing  your  hands  over  depressing  conditions,  and  set 
them  at  work  to  change  the  picture! 

"STOP!  wailing  about  the  time  being  out  of  joint,  and  with  trained 
native  ability  start  doing  something  about  it  in  your  own  community! 
(These  are  days  of  keen  competition  for  ones  time.  Low  geared  activi- 
ties afford  no  attraction.) 

"STOP!  that  chatter  about  Freemasonry  losing  its  appeal,  and 
reactivate   its   vision   in   your   own   life   and   actions!    (Proverbs:    29-18, 
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'Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish')  A  golden  opportunity 
awaits.  Prepare  yourself  for  greater  things,  and  greater  things  will 
come  to  you! 

"Our  generals  inform  us,  that  the  best  defense,  is  a  spirited  attack. 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  once  said,  'I  never  saw  a  pessimistic 
general  win  a  battle.'  The  clarion  call  for  awareness  of  every  Royal 
Arch  Mason,  rings  out  in  no  uncertain  tone!  Every  year  that  we  post- 
pone a  positive  practical  action  against  our  net  loss  problem,  we  are 
not  only  adding  a  decline  in  our  prestige  at  home  and  abroad,  but  also 
infecting  what  new  members  we  do  acquire,  with  that  same  delay — 
linger — and  wait  policy.  Philip  Brooks  once  said,  'Do  not  pray  for  easy 
tasks,  pray  to  be  stronger  men.  Do  not  pray  for  tasks  equal  to  your 
powers,  but  pray  for  powers  equal  to  your  tasks.' 

"Step  out  —  out  into  the  Realm  of  Achievement,  and  enjoy  the 
eminent  satisfaction  of  work  well  done,  'which  nothing  earthly  gives 
nor  can  destroy,  the  soul's  calm  sunshine  and  the  heartfelt  joy.' 

"Remember,  you  wear  out  your  shoes  as  quickly  by  marking  time  in 
one  place,  as  travelling  in  them  in  worthwhile  service  for  Freemasonry. 

"You  can  win!  You  are  bound  to  win!  No  one  can  stop  you,  but 
yourself!!     This  is  an  hour  of  decision 

'Delay  not  'til  to-morrow  to  be  wise 
To-morrow's   sun  for  thee,  may  never  rise'."

The  address  of  the  First  Grand  Principal  contains  many  thought 
provoking  challenges,  and  only  space  precludes  quoting  these  in  full. 
However,  what  to  this  Reviewer  are  most  significant  are  as  follows: 

"...  The  work  of  Grand  Superintendents,  particularly  those  who 
are  retiring,  is  commented  upon.  It  appears  to  me  at  the  present  junc- 
ture that  the  work  of  G.  Supts.  is  capable  of  having  a  very  great  effect 
on  the  future  of  R.A.  Masonry  as  the  representatives  of  Grand  Chapter 
who  are  most  closely  associated  with  the  Chapters  in  their  individual 
District  they  can  be  of  help  to  each  Chapter  in  providing  inspiration, 
encouragement  and  information.  I  urge  each  Companion  holding  office 
of  Grand  Supt.  (this  includes  those  who  are  this  year  leaving  office  as 
well  as  those  who  are  taking  up  office)  to  do  his  utmost  to  see  that  the 
Principals  of  the  Chapters  are  fully  alive  to  the  extent  of  the  responsi- 
bilities which  they  undertake.  Periodic  Group  Meetings  at  which  ideas 
can  be  exchanged  and  information  given  seem  to  be  of  definite  value. 
The  planning,  thought  and  work  done  in  this  way  may  help  to  provide 
solutions  to  the  major  problem  which  contfronts  our  order  as  well  as 
other  Masonic  bodies  —  declining  membership  and  diminishing  in- 
terest .  .  ." 

*  *  * 

"...  Twelve  months  ago,  when  I  addressed  those  attending  the  1965 
Convocation,  I  issued  a  challenge  which  I  summarised  in  the  worlds 
'Consider  -  Confer  -  Construct.' 

"It  is  very  clear  that  extensive  consideration  is  necessary  on  the 
subject  of  the  future  welfare  of  Masonry.     Free  masonry  is  a  very  con- 
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servative  institution  but  one  cannot  fail  to  note  that  other  organisations 
which  are  slow  to  make  changes  have  been  examining  their  approach  to 
twentieth  century  conditions  and  revising  long  standing  procedure.  My 
fellow  lawyers  will  be  better  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  the  law  is 
generally  very  very  slow  to  move,  but  law  reform  is  today  a  hot  topic. 
One  of  the  principal  subjects  which  was  discussed  at  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  in  Australia  was  this  question  of  law  reform.  We  acclaim 
N.Z.  to  have  led  the  world  on  the  subject  of  law  reform  and  is  active 
pgain  at  the  present  time.  We  live  as  it  were  in  an  old  building,  the 
foundations  are  solid  and  will  last  indefinitely.  But  the  building  itself 
is  a  little  out  of  style,  the  roof  leaks  in  a  few  places.  Moreover,  there 
are  other  buildings  which  have  been  put  up  for  rather  similar  purposes 
and  these  are  at  present  proving  very  attractive  to  the  type  of  men  who 
would  at  one  stage  have  sought  admittance  to  and  used  the  old  building. 
In  the  past  Freemasonry  has  been  actively  opposed  in  certain  quarter?. 
I  suggest  today  that  the  opposition  has  lessened  but  that  the  competition 
has  increased.  This  competition  cannot  be  ignored.  An  American 
magazine  recently  commented  —  'For  the  majority  of  today's  youth  in- 
dependence takes  the  form  of  an  International  Freemasonry  of  youth 
uninhibited  and  scornful  of  the  old  decorum.' 

"From  whom  do  we  expect  to  get  our  future  members  except  in 
part  at  least  from  those  who  are  so  described?  I  opposed  on  other 
occasions  the  query  as  to  whether  we  know  or  make  known  what  our 
primary  objectives  are  and  in  clear  terms  and  then  also  whether  we  are 
certain  that  we  are  using  the  correct  method  to  achieve  our  objectives. 
The  evidence  to  the  contrary  is  in  each  case,  if  not  conclusive,  at  least 
indicative  of  much  misunderstanding.  No  one  could  claim  that  an 
organisation  in  which  the  majority  of  the  members  were  such  in  name 
only.  Is  it  as  healthy  as  it  ought  to  be  ?  I  repeat  then  that  more 
now  then  ever  before  all  who  are  in  a  position  of  responsibility  in 
Masonry  must  consider  and  consider  fully  what  is  the  course  to  be 
charted  in  the  future  .  .  . 

"The  comment  has  been  made  on  many  occasions  that  if  the  moral 
principles  which  Freemasonry  teaches  were  in  practice  generally  many 
world  problems  would  be  more  easily  solved.  Is  such  a  statement  not 
just  wishful  thinking  when  Freemasonry  or  at  least  many  Freemasons 
do  little  to  further  these  principles  outside  the  small  group,  and  a 
smaller  group  whose  numbers  are  declining.  If  Masonry  is  to  progress 
against  the  competition  I  have  referred  to,  Masonic  organisations  must 
use  all  methods  leading  to  co-operation,  both  national  and  international 
.  .  .  You  will  remember  that  every  candidate  acknowledges  that  he  seeks 
admission  in  order  to  acquire  true  wisdom  and  understanding  and  we 
refer  elsewhere  to  the  fervency  and  zeal  which  should  actuate  all  R.A. 
Masons.  I  submit  to  you  Companions,  that  all  these  qualities  are  as 
essentially  necessary  now  as  at  any  previous  time  and  that  patient 
industry  will  be  rewarding  to  those  who,  using  their  abilities  to  the  full 
for  the  benefit  of  Masonry,  build  for  the  future  benefit  of  our  succes- 
sors. And  I  quote  from  a  report  in  the  Christchurch  newspaper  on 
Monday  relating  to  a  School  Jubilee  at  which  it  was  said  by  a  speaker, 
'When  Paul  wrote  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind  and  reaching 
forth  unto  those  things  that  are  before  he  meant  that  we  do  not  live  in 
the  past  we  learn  from  it.  We  do  not  lean  on  the  past  we  build  from 
it'." 

The  following  also  should  prove  of  interest,  particularly  to  our 
Companions: 

"In  submitting  the  twenty-fourth  General  Report  on  behalf  of  the 
Bursary  Committee,  I  have  to  say  that  we  had  a  good  record  for  last 
years.  Twenty-three  bursaries  were  awarded,  with  a  total  expenditure 
of  £1,220.     Of  these,  5  were  for  University  education  and  18  for  secon- 
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dary  education.  There  were  6  new  applicants  and  17  were  renewals 
from  previous  years.  Twelve  were  given  in  conjunction  with  Grand 
Lodge. 

"Over  the  last  four  years  there  has  been  a  steady  and  increased 
demand  on  our  Fund  and  we  require  all  the  financial  aid  we  can  receive 
from  the  Chapters  throughout  the  Dominion." 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  regulations  or  rules  governing 
awards  are  very  similar  to  those  which  govern  awards  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.

North  Carolina 

The  144th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  North  Carolina  was  held  at  Winston-Salem,  on  March  8,  1966. 

Chapters  41;  membership  December  31,  1965 — 8,343;  net  gain  214. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Odas  Willard  Crisp. 

Grand  Secretary:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles  Carpenter  Ricker. 

That  the  G.H.P.  had  a  most  demanding  year  is  borne  out  by  the  fol- 
lowing excerpt  from  his  Address: 

"I  attended  one  hundred  and  one  different  Masonic  Meetings  this 
year,  always  keeping  in  mind  and  representing  Capitular  Masonry.  I 
have  not  listed  the  meetings  here  in  order  that  we  may  save  time  and 
reduce  the  cost  of  printing.  The  list  will  b  furnished  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary. I  traveled  over  ten  thousand  miles  by  automobile  and  over  three 
thousand  and  five  hundred  by  air  in  State  and  out  during  the  year." 

He  reported  on  the  "State  of  the  Craft'  'as  follows: 

Companions,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  State  of  the  Craft 
in  North  Carolina  is  good.  We  had  exalted  during  the  year  four  hundred 
and  fifty-three,  the  largest  since  1949.  Admitted  twenty-eight,  rein- 
stated thirty-two,  net  gain  two  hundred  and  fifteen.  This  does  not 
include  Lafayette  Chapter  No.  72  of  Shelby,  returns  of  which  have  not 
been  received  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

"While  North  Carolina  has  shown  an  increase  in  membership  for  the 
past  eighteen  years,  this  does  not  hold  true  over  the  entire  Country.  It 
distresses  me  that  Freemasonry  has  lost  membership  since  World 
War  II.  Dropping  from  over  five  million  to  less  than  four  million  in 
the  past  twenty-five  years.  While  population  increased  by  twenty  per- 
cent. Membership  in  the  York  Rite  has  also  been  decreasing  in  ratio 
to  the  above,  which  makes  me  know  that  something  is  wrong." 

The  following  from  his  Address  is,  I  believe,  most  significant: 

"In  my  travels  to  other  jurisdictions,  I  find  that  compelte  unity  of 
the  York  Rite  is  much  nearer  than  most  Masonic  leaders  realize.  Unity 
of  the  York  Rite  the  better  to  keep  abreast  of  the  changing  times  and 
with  all  our  eggs  in  one  basket  should  be  a  great  help  in  curing  the  ills 
of  York  Rite  Masonry.  I  believe  it  shall  come  to  pass  within  a  few 
years."

This  Reviewer  notes  with  extreme  regret  that  the  newly  installed 
G.H.P.  died  very  shortly  after  his  installation,  namely,  on  March  28, 
1966,  and  on  March  30,  1966,  at  a  Special  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter, 
at  Durham,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nathaniel  Macon  Baxter  was  installed  as 
the  G.H.P.

The  77th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  North  Dakota,  was  held  at  Jamestown,  March  24th  and  25th, 
1966.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  reported,  in  part: 

"As  your  Grand  High  Priest  I  was  disappointed  in  not  being  able 
to  help  the  various  Chapters.  I  have  this  feeling  that  the  Chapters  and 
High  Priests  are  prone  in  asking  help  from  the  Grand  Line  Officers.  I 
am  not  sure  if  it  is  because  of  pride  or  humility.  To  each  High  Priest 
and  Secretary,  I  ask,  'Do  you  have  an  answer?'  It  has  to  be  the  desire 
of  all  Companions,  as  well  as  line  Officers,  to  promote  and  forge  ahead. 
If  we  do  not,  here  are  the  results:  Net  loss,  30." 

*         *         * 

"This  has  been  my  plea  to  all  Masonry  and  especially  to  Royal 
Arch:  It  is  not  the  members  we  do  not  have  that  worry  us,  but  the 
demits  and  suspensions  that  really  hurt  Royal  Arch,  as  well  as  all 
Masonry.  Again  I  urge  all  officers  and  companions  to  help  stop  our 
losses  through  those  two  faults. 

"The  active  Chapters  do  okay,  but  I  am  afraid  we  will  be  caught 
in  the  changing  world  of  today,  the  same  as  our  schools,  farms  and 
businesses.  In  this  period  of  consolidation,  I  have  found  and  agree,  that 
Chapters  in  each  District  working  at  joint  Convocations  are  having 
good  results." 

In  his  recommendations  he  also  stated,  in  part: 

"I  recommend  that  Royal  Arch  should  set  some  project  or  program 
that  might  stimulate  activity.  For  example,  the  Royal  Arch  of  Wash- 
ington State  has  a  Heart  program  for  children.  Minnesota  has  worked 
De  Molay  into  their  program. 

"I  also  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  York  Rite  unity  meeting 
of  the  Grand  heads  of  all  bodies  and  suggest  that  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  of  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  the  state  be  included." 

The  Grand  Secretary  also  reported,  and  I  quote  in  part: 

"Companions,  I  think  we  are  going  to  have  to  consolidate  some  of 
the  Chapters  to  keep  from  this  surrendering  of  Charters.  This  should 
help  to  cut  the  demits  and  we  are  all  going  to  have  to  work  harder  to 
stop  these  suspensions.     'Let's  Blast  Them  Out  in  ^G9."

The  following  observations  in  the  address  of  the  GH.P.  are  to  me 
most  appealing  and  important  and  can  be  applied  to  all: 

"...  The  Chapter  Convocations  attended  were  most  enjoyable, 
and  I  was  received  most  courteously;  however,  I  did  not  have  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  see  as  much  degree  work  or  to  take  part  in  as  many  activities 
as  I  would  have  liked.  In  short,  I  was  the  programme,  and,  although  I 
am  honoured  that  you  appreciate  my  address,  I  would  rather  see  the 
Chapter  active  in  some  other  phase.  I  can  very  easily  shorten  my 
message  to  suit  the  occasion.  I  also  note  that  there  were  a  number  of 
occasions  when  few  regular  officers  were  present,  and  also  when  there 
had  been  obviously  no  practice  for  a  degree.  I  do  not  expect  a  lot  of 
practices,  but  in  many  instances  one  practice  would  have  'untangled' 
the  feet  and  'discovered'  the  working  tools.  It  appears,  generally,  that 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  flourishing  in  our  jurisdiction  especially  on  the 
three  islands  of  Prince  Edward,  Cape  Breton,  and  Newfoundland.  It 
also  appears  that  there  is  some  complacency  in  some  instances  on  the 
Mainland  of  Nova  Scotia.  I  draw  this  conclusion  from  a  number  of 
observations,  which  include  statistics,  and  the  lack  of  organization, 
work,  visitation,  and  benevolence.  I  am  unable  to  determine  the  reason 
for  this;  however,  I  do  conclude  that  we  are  going  to  need  harder  work, 
better  officers,  better  prepared  candidates,  better  ritual,  more  benevo- 
lence, both  private  and  public,  and  deeper  fellowship.  I  also  suggest 
that  we  should  have  more  pride  in  ourselves,  better  dress,  higher  fees, 
and  the  better  practice  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  general,  always  em- 
phasizing that  it  is  candidate  that  is  receiving  the  privilege  of  becoming 
a  member,  rather  than  the  Chapter  in  accepting  a  candidate." 

*  *  * 

"District  Grand  Superintendents:  I  believe  that  our  District  Grand 
Superintendents  should  be  given  more  responsibility  in  keeping  with  the 
dignity  and  the  standing  of  the  office  they  hold.  I  feel:  (a)  We  should 
re-vamp  our  method  of  selecting  District  Grand  Superintendents,  em- 
phasizing ability,  quality,  and  enthusiasm,  (b)  They  should  make  at 
least  two  visits  to  the  Chapters  in  their  jurisdiction,  one  being  a  formal 
visit,  similar  in  nature  to  that  now  practised,  and  the  second  an  un- 
announced visit  when  it  is  known  that  the  Chapter  is  going  to  confer  a 
degree.  It  appears  that  some  Chapters  prepare  most  inadequately  for 
degrees,  and  in  this  day  and  age  we  cannot  afford  to  do  sloppy  work, 
(c)  To  accompany  their  responsibilities  I  suggest  that  they  receive  some 
training  upon  appointment." 

*  *         * 

"I  challenge  each  Companion  during  the  ensuing  year  not  only  to 
support  his  Chapter  in  all  respects  but  to  renew  and  increase  his  sup- 
port of  his  Lodge.  Not  only  is  the  Lodge  the  source  of  our  membership, 
but  a  good  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  serves  his  Lodge  well  is  the  best 
advertisement  for  his  Chapter."

Ohio 

The  149th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Ohio  was  held  at  Cleveland  on  October  6th  and  7th,  1965. 

Chapters  215;  membership  1965  —  64,457;  net  loss  1,060.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  Address  gave  proof  that  he  was 
dedicated  and  devoted  to  the  Royal  Craft,  although  was  gravely  con- 
cerned about  the  future  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract 
from  his  Address:

"Some  of  you  will  remember  October  1957,  the  last  time  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ohio  met  in  this  auditorium,  Ohio 
had  a  total  membership  of  67,135.  Since  then  with  few  exceptions  we 
have  suffered  losses.  At  the  end  of  May,  1965  the  membership  totals 
63,397.  I  have  asked  myself,  as  my  predecessors  must  have  asked  them- 
selves, did  I  do  everything  I  could  to  provide  the  best  possible  leader- 
ship. If  we  use  the  decline  in  our  membership  as  the  only  activity 
to  measure  our  success  or  failure,  then  the  answer  to  this  most  personal 
question  is  clear. 

"Within  the  hour,  the  Chairman  of  the  Tellers  Committee,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Ben  J.  Filkins,  will  announce  the  names  of  the 
Companions  you  have  elected  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  their 
respective  offices.  Each  of  these  Companions  will,  if  given  the  oppor- 
tunity, present  a  program  in  every  district  a  few  months  before  they 
are  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 
This,  my  companions,  is  a  wasted  effort  unless  each  High  Priest  in 
each  Chapter  seriously  studies  these  programs  and  incorporates  the 
activities  suggested  into  a  workable  and  interseting  program  designed 
to  strengthen  and  develop  your  Chapter  to  a  position  of  respect  and 
usefulness." 

The  G.H.P.  also  recommended,  and  I  quote: 
^  "I  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Education  review 
their  program  and  make  a  concerted  effort  to  have  a  Royal  Arch 
School  organized  and  established  in  every  district.  In  addition,  I  re- 
commend that  an  outline  of  the  proper  procedure  in  Chapter  manage- 
ment be  prepared  and  made  available  to  every  District  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest  for  use  in  the  several  districts." 

On  the  "State  of  the  Rite"  he  had  this  to  say: 

"What  a  joy  it  would  be  for  all  assembled  here  if  I  could  stand 
erect  and  proclaim  with  great  pride  that  Ohio  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
had  grown  in  numbers  and  usefulness  during  the  past  year.  Yes,  it 
would  be  joyful,  but  more  important,  it  would  indicate  to  you  and  I  that 
we  were  on  the  right  track,  we  were  successful  leaders  able  to  glory 
in  our  accomplishments  with  no  great  challenge  ahead. 

"I  must,  however,  be  realistic  and  report  the  membership  statistics 
accurately.  For  the  year  ending  May  31,  1965  we  exalted  1796  which 
is  101  less  than  last  year.  89  were  admitted,  3  more  than  last  year.  135 
were  reinstated  which  is  one  less  than  the  year  before.  503  Compan- 
ions withdrew  their  membership  —  this  is  22  less  than  the  previous 
year.  Unfortunately  we  had  20  more  deaths  and  11  more  were  sus- 
pended. The  total  membership  May  31,  1965,  was  63,397  which  is  1060 
less   than  one  year  ago. 

"The  loss  in  our  membership  of  3136  in  the  past  three  years 
presents  to  each  of  us  a  great  challenge.  Each  Grand  Officer,  each 
High  Priest,  each  Chapter  Officer,  and  every  Companion  must  face 
this  challenge  and  provide  the  answers  to  the  problem.  The  very  fact 
that  a  problem  exists,  provides  an  incentive  for  a  greater  effort." 

And  finally: 

".  .  .  We  have  everything  we  need,  so  much  to  be  proud  of,  so 
much  to  offer.  Then  you  and  I  might  ask,  'Why  are  we  losing  mem- 
bers?' It  is  not  enough  to  have  an  excellent  corp  of  officers.  It  is 
not  enough  to  be  the  fraternity  that  has  everything.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  these  luxuries  may  be  contributing  to  our  deep  sense  of  security 
and  lack  of  personal  initiative  and  dedication. 

"Yes,  we  can  continue  to  raise  dues,  enabling  us  to  live  in  luxury. 
We  can  make  changes  here  and  there  to  postpone  the  inevitable.  May 
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I  urge  you,  who  today  are  in  the  position  of  leadership  in  your  Chap- 
ter, to  face  reality.  A  brief  look  at  the  tragic  decline  in  membership 
clearly  defines  reality.  A  carfeully  planned  program  to  interest  young 
Masons  in  becoming  active  leaders  in  our  Chapters  is  the  best  possible 
way  to  attract  more  young  Symbolic  Lodge  Masons  to  our  Capitular 
Rite.  A  personal  invitation  from  you  might  be  all  you  need. 

"As  men  and  Masons  we  must  fear  the  great  danger  of  compla- 
cency, of  contentment  in  our  comfortable  surroundings  and  the  accom- 
plishments of  those  who  have  already  passed  this  way.  This  history  and 
purpose  of  our  order  is  great  enough  and  its  beautiful  message  of  truth 
and  justice  grand  enough  to  command  the  respect  and  dedication  of 
all  men  who  put  their  trust  in  God  and  faithfully  endeavor  to  keep 
His  commandments." 

The  following  extract  from  the  Public  Relations  Committee  Report 
should  make  us  pause  and  think  as  individuals: 

"If  Freemasonry  has  slipped  in  the  esteem  of  the  community  — 
and  it  has  —  the  blame  must  be  placed  in  major  degree  at  our  own 
door.  We  have  failed  to  communicate  our  message,  and  we  have  failed 
at  every  level. 

"To  our  candidates  who  are  our  whole  future  we  have  communi- 
cated the  dry  dusty  substance  of  words,  without  the  living  fire  of  the 
spirit  or  the  inspiration  of  exemplary  ritualism.  We  have  bade  them 
be  content  with  the  form  while  withholding  the  living  breath  of  the 
ideas.  Our  temples  are  in  great  measure,  no  longer  prime  examples 
of  the  very  act  from  which  we  take  our  forms,  but  in  all  too  many 
cases  dilapidated  relics  of  former  days,  in  need  of  every  form  of  repair 
and  maintenance  and  in  many  cases  of  simple  cleaning. 

"Nor  have  we  practiced  the  prudence  commended  to  us  of  old 
in  the  men  we  have  admitted.  Chasing  the  chimera  of  quantity,  we 
have  forsaken  the  goal  of  quality.  We  have  ceased  to  ask:  Why  should 
we  admit  him?  and  ask  instead:  Is  ther  any  reason  we  shouldn't 
admit  him?  In  growing,  we  have  grown  into  something  other  than  that 
which  we  were,  something  other  than  that  which  we  wish  the  com- 
munity to  see  in  us.  And  what  has  been  the  result?  We  have  lowered 
the  esteem  in  which  this  institution  is  held,  by  the  community  and  ite 
members  alike." 

This  Reviewer  is  happy  to  report  that  our  great  friend  and  repre- 
sentative, M.  Ex.  Comp.  James  A.  Gorham,  attended  this  Convocation. 
We  wish  him  well.

Oklahoma 

The  77th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Oklahoma  was  held  at  Muskogee,  on  April  5th  and  6th,  1966.

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  indicates  that  he  had  a  full  appreciation 
of  his  responsibilities  and  discharged  them  with  zeal  and  dedication. 
In  conclusion,  he  stated: 

"This  has  been  a  year  of  labor,  but  I  assure  you  it  has  been  a 
labor  of  love.  I  appreciate  the  honor  and  privilege  of  serving  as  your 
Grand  High  Priest.  It  is  an  honor  I  shall  cherish  the  rest  of  my  life. 

"May  the  Lord  bless  this  Grand  Chapter  as  we  go  forward  with 
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our  duties  and  obligations.  May  the  words  of  our  voices  and  the  medi- 
tations of  our  heart  be  accepted  in  His  sight." 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  his  report,  had  this  to  say: 

"It  is  disapopinting,  and  discouraging  to  say  the  least,  to  find  it 
necessary  to  report  a  greater  net  loss  than  we  sustained  in  the  previous 
year.  With  greater  activity  and  more  exaltations  that  old  nemesis, 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  its  still  with  us,  pulling  down 
our  numerical  gains  to  the  advancement  of  York  Rite  Masonry,  or  you 
would  not  be  here.  When  you  return  home,  we  appeal  to  you  to  get 
to  work  in  your  local  bodies.  We  know  that  you  know  what  needs  to 
be  done;  you  are  needed  to  supply  the  leadership  to  get  it  done." 

The  Fraternal  Correspondent  made  this  potent  observation  in  his 
report: 

"Either  the  Consistory  salesmen  are  better  or  the  so-called  magic 
number  32  and  prestige  of  the  Shrine  pin  are  more  easily  sold  to  Blue 
Lodge  members  than  the  degrees  and  teachings  of  the  York  Rite.  Yet 
we  still  read  of,  hear  about,  and  know  of  many  Master  Masons  who 
have  never  been  approached  to  join  the  York  Rite.  And  I  am  still 
wondering  if  all  the  bodies  are  just  accepting  members,  and  not  really 
creating  Masons;  and  I  have  to  include  the  Blue  Lodge  in  this  question." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Charity  Foundation  is  to 
me  most  worthy  of  note,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following: 

"The  Masonic  Charity  Foundation  of  Oklahoma  had  another  pro- 
fitable year  in  1965.  According  to  an  audit  prepared  by  Arthur  Young 
&  Company,  certified  public  accountants,  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1965,  The  Corporation  had  assets  valued  at  $5,299,295.00,  accord- 
ing to  book  value. 

"The  total  income  received  from  its  securities  and  properties  for 
the  year  was  $251,415.00.  $109,416.00  of  this  amount  was  remitted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  leaving  an  undistributed  balance  of  income  of 
$136,232.00. 

,"The  Board  held  quarterly  meetings  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
were  well  attended.  The  Board  has  completed  its  campaign  of  liquida- 
tion of  low  income  and  depreciated  properties  and  has  its  cash  invested 
now  in  profitable  securities. 

"The  Masonic  Charity  Foundation  of  Oklahoma  was  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma  in  1931,  pursuant  to  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  adopted  at  its  Annual  Communication 
of  that  year.  It  acts  as  a  holding  company  for  the  funds  and  properties 
of  the  Grand  Lodge;  conserves  and  invests  the  same  and  pays  the  en- 
tire income  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  Homes  at  Guthrie,  and  other  Masonic  charities.  The  business  of 
the  Foundation  is  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  fifteen  of  whom 
are  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  member  from  each  of  the 
Grand  Masonic  Bodies  affiliated  in  this  jurisdiction."

Oregon 

The  105th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Oregon  was  held  at  Medford,  on  April  13th  and  14th,  1966. 
Chapters  47;  membership  January  1,  1966  —  7,505;  net  loss  146. 
Grand  High  Priest:  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Glenn  W.  Smith. 
Grand   Secretary:   M.   Ex.   Comp.   T.   Stanton   Ford. 
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The  G.H.P.  reported  on  the  Condition  of  the  Rite  as  follows: 

"I  just  wish  that  I  could  report  to  you  without  reservation  that 
Capitular  Masonry  through  the  forty-seven  Chapters  is  in  excellent 
condition,  but  this  would  not  be  the  truth. 

"However,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  Chapters,  all  are  active,  financially  sound,  and  are  advancing 
Capitular  Masonry  in  their  respective  communities. 

"It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  identify  these  Chapters  by  name  or 
location. 

"Those  who  are  accomplishing  success  need  no  further  praises. 

"Chapters  that  aren't  portraying  good  ritualistic  work  are  failing 
to  secure  new  members,  and  having  poor  attendance.  They  are  wither- 
ing on  the  vine,  and  are  in  grave  danger  of  losing  their  Charter." 

And  in  respect  to  Attendance  of  Chapters: 

"Here  on  this  subject  we  hear  the  pathetic  and  pleading  cry  of 
High  Priests.  What  can  I  do  to  improve  attendance? 

"This  subject  seems  to  be  the  accepted  blight  of  all  organizations, 
especially  ours.  Many  letters,  tracts,  pamphlets,  and  even  books  have 
been  written  on  this  subject,  but  they  seem  to  be  of  no  avail.  The 
answer  is  just  simply  that  each  particular  meeting  must  be  the  most 
highly  publicized  and  best  planned  affair  to  be  competitive  with  other 
meetings." 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  Grand  Orator's  Address  on  "Ma- 
sonry" are  most  notable: 

"Freemasonry  is  dedicated  to  the  welfare  of  humanity,  and  its 
influence  is  not  confined  to  its  membership  alone.  It  is  supposed  to 
influence  every  stream  of  good  that  flows  down  the  valleys  of  our 
society  seeking  to  help  mortal  man  live  more  nobly  and  effectively 
in  the  world  in  which  he  finds  himself. 

".  .  .  It  might  also  be  said  to  help  a  nation  to  find  its  place 
and  to  establish  its  institutions  in  such  a  manner  as  to  help  it  to 
become  a  bastion  of  liberty  in  a  world  that  is  plagued  by  tyranny, 
fanaticism,  and  ignorance.  Freemasonry  not  only  provides  guidance 
for  men  and  nations  to  discover  their  true  values  and  implement  their 
ideals,  but  it  also  endeavors  to  create  the  environment  for  intellectual 
advancement  in  the  individual  as  well  as  in  the  nation". 

*  *  :|: 

"Freemasonry  charges  it's  membership  with  the  responsibility  to 
preserve  for  society  all  that  is  good,  noble,  and  best  in  the  jworld  oj 
humanity." 

"While  Freemasonry  has  never  professed  to  be  any  more  than  a 
creative  moral  force  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  its  members,  it  has 
nevertheless  been  often  associated  with  all  the  institutions  that  stand 
for  the  highest  ideals  to  which  man  aspires.  Freemasonry  has  helped 
man  to  be  more  religious,  and  it  has  made  his  religious  concepts  move 
meaningful  to  its  members." 

*         *         * 

"Just  as  there  are  many  definitions  for  Freemasonry  there  are 
many  different  kinds  of  Masons. 

"There  are  for  instance,  the  joiners.  Many  of  them  have  wallets 
full  of  cards  from  Masonic  and  other  organizations.  Who  is  to  deny 
them  the  privilege?  After  all  it  is  their  money,  nobody  else  knows 
whether  they  get  their  money's  worth;  and  it  is  nobody  else's  business. 

"Then  there  are  Masons  who  belong  to   Masonry,  accept  its  mes- 
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sages,  find  in  it  the  answer  to  their  longings.  They  attend  its  meet- 
ings, they  manage  its  business,  they  become  its  officers  and  perpetuate 
and  propagate  its  fame.  They  gain  great  satisfaction  from  being  Ma- 
sons, nobody  else  more.  Without  them  we  would  have  no  Masonry,  or 
churches,  or  charities,  or  politics,  or  business  or  anything  else  worth 
while. 

"Other  Masons  are  philosophers.  They  find  in  Masonry  a  satis- 
factory method  of  governing  their  own  lives  and  attitudes." 

*         *         * 

"So,  companions,  we  have  many  different  ways  of  defining  Mason- 
ry and  many  different  kinds  of  Masons.  There  is  absolutely  nothing 
wrong  with  Masonry.  Our  problem  is  to  properly  understand  Free- 
masonry and  to  present  it  to  the  candidate  in  a  dignified  and  impres- 
sive manner.  We  should  know  our  parts  thoroughly  and  understand 
the  meaning  of  what  we  are  saying  and  deliver  it  in  a  meaningful 
manner  so  that  the  candidate  will  get  the  true  meaning.  The  candi- 
date's coach  should  be  a  well  informed  Mason,  or  he  may  still  fail  to 
get  any  real  meaning  out  of  the  degrees. 

"In  other  words,  our  problem  is  that  we  have  too  few  well  inform^ 
ed  Masons  and  too  many  of  our  members  are  apathetic  and  indifferent." 

"The  doctrines  of  Masonry  may  be  divided  into  three  parts,  Moral, 
Religious,  and  Philosophic.  We  require  that  those  whom  we  admit  be 
of  good  moral  character  and  express  a  belief  in  God.  Then  it  is  our 
duty  to  give  them  the  philosophical  teachings  of  Masonry.  And  if  we 
do  this  properly  they  will  better  understand  the  first  two.  The  principal 
object  of  the  degrees  subsequent  to  the  Craft  Lodge  is  to  enlarge  our 
understanding  of  these  philosophical  doctrines.  But  if  these  degrees 
are  conferred  in  an  indifferent,  and  apathetic  manner  we  will  probably 
fail  in  making  the  proper  impression  on  the  candidate.  So,  we  must 
encourage  the  lukewarm  and  the  apathetic  to  do  better  work  and  strive 
for  a  better  understanding  of  the  philosophical  teachings  of  Masonry. 
Let  us  concentrate  on  quality  and  not  quantity."

Pennsylvania 

The  Regular  Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Grand  Holy  Arch 
Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdiction  Thereunto  Belonging 
were  held:  in  Harrisburg,  March  6,  1965;  June  5,  1965  at  Wilkes-Barre; 
on  September  11,  1965,  at  Altoona:  and  the  170th  Annual  on  December 
2,  1965,  at  Philadelphia. 

Chapters  148;  membership  36,253;  net  loss  412.

The  G.H.P.  had  this  to  say  on  "Membership": 

"I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  number  of  petitions  to  our  Subor- 
dinate Chapters  show  a  substantial  increase  over  the  last  several 
years,  although  probably  not  great  enough  to  prevent  a  net  loss  in 
membership.  The  loss,  however,  should  be  sharply  reduced  this  year. 

"Several  factors,  some  of  them  obvious  and  others  hidden,  have 
contributed  to  this  result.  Some  Chapters  have  membership  Commit- 
tees that  really  work  instead  of  just  being  names  on  Chapter  notices. 
In  three  or  four  instances  an  upsurge  of  petitions  has  been  caused  by

the  work  of  only  one  or  two  dedicated  men.  York  Rite  Festivals  have 
brought  into  some  of  our  Chapters  many  busy  men  who  do  not  have 
the  time  to  spread  the  taking  of  degrees  over  several  months.  An  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  men  raised  in  Blue  Lodges  outside  the  Metro- 
politan centers  has  been  noted,  and  perhaps  this  factor  has  helped  the 
situation  by  making  more  prospects  available. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  in  most  cases,  if  we  do  not  secure  a  peti- 
tion from  a  Master  Mason  within  two  or  three  years  after  he  has 
been  raised,  he  is  lost  to  us  forever.  That  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  there  are  more  than  216,000  Pennsylvania  Master  Masons 
who  are  not  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Most  of  them  are  content  to  remain 
Master  Masons  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  for  about  140,000  of  them 
are  not  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  either. 

"At  the  beginning  of  my  administration  I  sent  a  personal  letter 
to  each  High  Priest  in  which  I  asked  him  to  be  sure  to  have 
an  active  membership  committee  in  his  Chapter  that  would  form  a  plan 
to  solicit  members  and  then  would  carry  out  the  plan.  High 
Priests  who  heeded  my  request  were  rewarded  by  seeing  their  Chapters 
grow  instead  of  decline,  although  not  all  declines  can  be  traced  to  in- 
efficiency in  Chapters,  for  in  many  instances  the  paucity  of  admis- 
sions in  Lodges  has  naturally  affected  the  work  of  our  Chapters. 

"If  the  momentum  generated  in  our  Subordinate  Chapters  continues 
into  1966,  perhaps  in  that  year  we  may  halt  our  losses  and  show  a 
net  gain  in  members." 

And  in  conclusion  he  stated: 

"It  is  axiomatic  that  what  our  Chapters  need  most  is  good  leader- 
ship. Those  that  have  it  are  prospering.  Those  that  do  not  have  it 
are  staggering  or  withering  on  the  vine.  This  is  not  to  say  that  alJ 
declining  Chapters  do  not  have  a  good  leadership,  for  many  of  them 
do,  but  they  find  themselves  up  against  heretofore  insoluble  problems 
such  as  exist  in  metropolitan  centers,  or  the  lack  of  admission  in 
lodges  from  which  they  are  reasonably  expected  to  draw  members. 
These  problems  should  have  the  earnest  attention  of  everyone  who 
faces  them  in  the  hope  that  a  way  may  be  found  to  solve  them.  In 
the  meantime,  we  should  'look  well  to  our  means  and  resources'  and 
elect  as  officers  of  our  Subordinate  Chapters  the  best  administrators 
we  can  find.  The  'ladder  system'  is  not  necessarily  the  best  way  to 
obtain  them,  and  neither  is  the  requirement  that  the  administrators 
of  our  Chapters  must  also  be  superb  ritualists.  The  two  do  not  always 
go  hand  in  hand. 

"This  is  not  to  say  that  Excellent  High  Priests  need  not  be 
able  to  confer  the  work.  Evan  an  excellent  administrator  should  have 
sufficient  pride  in  his  office  that  he  will  want  to  be  able  to  perform 
all  the  duties  thereof."

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The  following,  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  is  noted 
with  interest: 

"From  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
we  have  the  same  conditions  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  as  before.  Of 
course,  the  actual  depression  of  the  economic  conditions  in  our  country 
is  being  felt  in  our  institution.  But  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm.  With 
Masonic  vision  and  diligence,  and  with  a  determination  to  work  hard, 
our  economic  difficulties  shall  be  solved.  I  respectfully  and  fraternally 
recommend  that  the  Companions,  Officers  and  members  of  our  subor- 
dinate Chapters  give  more  particular  attention  to  this  phase  of  our 
Capitular  work." 

*  *         * 

"I  must  repeat  here  what  a  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  said 
to  the  effect  that:  —  THERE  ARE  NO  ENDINGS,  ONLY  NEW  BE- 
GINNINGS.' I  understand  that  the  successor  to  this  exalted  office  will 
start  with  new  beginnings,  which  will  be  considered  a  new  era  in  the 
progress,  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our  Capitular  Work,  and  will  re- 
dound to  fruitful  results  for  our  Grand  Chapter." 

This  Reviewer  is  particularly  struck  with  the  most  thought  pro- 
voking oration  given  by  the  Grand  Orator,  Ex.  Comp.  G.  F.  Howard. 
Space  precludes  its  reference  in  full  but  I  quote  the  following  most 
significant  extracts: 

"Our  society  of  friends  and  companions  is  so  rich  in  symbolism, 
so  abundant  in  meaningful  allusions  to  Biblical  records  and  compound- 
ed of  so  many  savory  and  delicious  expressions  of  illumining  truth 
that  in  beginning  to  think  of  what  should  be  the  theme  of  this  year's 
oration  I  feel  just  like  I  do  at  a  delicious  Filipino  feast  where  I  know 
everything  is  going  to  be  so  tasty  and  satisfying  that  I  hardly  know 
where  to  begin."

"First,  we  can  bring  out  most  clearly  what  man  is  by  quoting 
again  from   Steinmetz. 

(What)   .  .  .  "is  contained  in  the  answer  to  the  question,  'Are 

you  a  Royal  Arch  Mason?"  If  asked,  Are  you  a  Master  Mason?'  the 

natural  response  would  be  the  affirmative  'I  AM'.  Few  realize  the 

double  import  of  this  answer.  It  informs  the  inquirer  that  one  is 

a    Master    Mason   but   it   is    likewise    a   declaration    of   one's   very 

existence.  To  state  'I  AM'  is  in  effect  a  claim  to  consciousness  — 

'I  BE'.  The  Royal  Arch  answers  goes  even  beyond  this  claim.  To 

say  more  would  be  superflous." 

Thus,  as  we  see  from  our  own  answer  about  ourselves  as  Royal  Arch 

Masons  we  make  a  declaration  about  our  own  being,  our  own  self,  our 

own  very  existence  which  precludes  the  claim  that  we  have  'found',  at 

least  while  still  in  these  mortal  frames,  the  ultimate  knowledge  of  the 

ultimate.  .  .  ."

"...  Man  being  eternal  must  continue  to  be  an  eternal  search 
for  more  light  and  truth  in  order  for  him  never  to  degenerate  into 
vegetating  or  living  only  on  an  animal  level.  When  this  view  of  man 
is  held  we  admit,  upon  finding  the  word,  that  it  has  really  only  whet 
our  appetite  and  intensified  our  thirst  for  more  knowledge  about  the 
word."

"First,  the  Father  of  All  Mankind.  Philosophers  have  never  set- 
tled the  debate  relative  to  the  origin  of  the  doctrine  of  God  as  Father. 
I  believe  it  is  not  necessary  to  belabor  it  among  us  as  it  is  one  of 
the   cardinal   truths   of  Free    Masonry   and   the   foundational    stone   for 
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the  corollarly  tenet,  the  Universal  Brotherhood  of  Man.  The  idea  of 
the  Fatherhood  of  God  has  almost  limitless  ramifications  for  study 
and  meditation.  Permit  me  to  mention  only  three.  God  being  Father 
clearly  indicates  that  He  is  vitally  concerned  for  the  good  and  wel- 
fare of  each  and  every  individual.  Second,  He  is  aware  of  our  need? 
and  is  prepared  to  meet  them.  Third,  and  most  important  of  all  he 
loves  us  with  an  undying  love.  This  brings  me  to  the  second  positive 
aspect  about  God  which  I  believe  will,  when  fully  accepted  always  keep 
us  searching. 

".  .  .  Yes,  we  have  found  the  'lost  word.'  But  in  the  words  of  our 
own  'august  degree'  we  are  made  to  recall  that  we  stand  under  a 
living  arch  and  over  a  triangle.  Thus  we  are  reminded  that  when  God 
and  man  find  each  other  the  best  has  only  begun.  The  search  is  never 
ended,  it  is  ever  at  an  eternal  beginning!" 

The  following  extract  from  the  Inaugural  Address  of  the  Elected 
G.H.P.  should  be  acted  upon  by  all  of  us: 

"To  our  Excellent  High  Priests  let  me  say  your  job  is  more  awe- 
some than  mine.  Upon  each  of  you  rests  the  responsibility  of  making 
each  candidate  a  RAM  for  life.  If  you  and  your  officers  do  a  good  job 
our  drop-outs  will  never  be  a  problem.  If  you  do  sloppy,  undignified, 
inefficient  work  you  will  lose  the  candidate  and  worse,  he  will  tell  hi* 
Masonic  friends  that  our  so  called  advanced  degrees  simply  are  not 
worth  the  time  or  money.  In  this  jet  age  we  must  be  practical  as  well 
as  practicing  Royal  Arch  Masons.  We  cannot  stand  still,  we  must 
go  forward.  There  have  been  over  2,000  recorded  degrees  of  Masonry 
over  the  centuries.  Will  Capitular  Masonry  live  and  grow  as  a  great 
force  for  peace,  brotherhood  and  good  will  on  earth,  or  will  it  fail 
into  disuse  as  have  so  many  other  Masonic  degrees  ?  You  and  I,  my 
beloved  companions  must,  by  our  efforts,  decide  that  question  now, 
because  the  answer  will  not  wait  indefinitely.  'Will  we  go  up  ?  WTe  will 
go  up,  God  willing.'  "

"My  Companions,  I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  accomplish  many 
of  the  projects  which  in  my  inaugural  address  I  promised  to  do.  My 
failure  to  do  so  was  due  to  many  circumstances  over  many  of  which 
I  had  no  control.  As  you  can  well  imagine  the  war  has  greatly  in- 
creased the  work  load  on  Okinawa  for  all  government  employees  con- 
nected with  my  supply.  .  .   ."

Referring  to  reports  to  Grand  Chapter  he  stated: 

"My  companions,  I  feel  very  strongly  on  this  subject.  Because 
two  of  our  chapters  failed  to  send  in  reports,  I  can  not  give  you  an 
accurate  report.  It  is  believed  the  jurisdiction  will  show  a  slight  in- 
crease. I  hope  so.  Okinawa  I  am  very  happy  to  say  shows  a  net  in- 
crease of  16.  To  me  there  appears  to  be  no  excuse  for  failure  to  send 
in  the  required  reports  and  on  time.  No  administrative  body  can  pos- 
sibly function   efficiently   without   necessary   feeder   informaiton.    I   re- 
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mind  our  High  Priests  that  this  is  very  much  a  part  of  their  job  and 
I  charge  the  Excellent  Sirs  to  see  to  it  the  actual  status  of  our  juris- 
diction so  far  as  is  known,  will  be  given  in  detail  by  the  Right  Excel- 
lent Companions,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Secretary  a  little  later." 

The  Grand  Orator,  Comp.  Apolonio  V.  Pisig,  in  his  Oration  pre- 
sented many  Masonic  gems,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  quota- 
tions therefrom: 

"To  be  able  to  equip  ourselves  with  strong  moral  and  physical 
strength  to  combat  all  evils  in  this  transistory  world  we  must  have  a 
strong  faith  in  the  I  Am  that  I  Am.  Never  forget  to  invoke  his  bless- 
ings in  any  important  undertaking.  Faith  in  the  Great  I  Am  made 
Moses  renounce  the  throne  and  wealth  of  Egypt.  Weymouth  has  trans- 
lated faith  this  way.  "Now  faith  is  the  confident  assurance  of  that  for 
which  we  hope,  a  conviction  of  the  reality  of  things  which  we  do  not 
see.'  Faith  literally  means  'to  give  up,  surrender,  or  commit.'  " 

*  *         * 

"Faith  in  God,  belief  in  truth,  and  the  act  of  righteousness  have 
inspired  liberty  loving  peoples  to  have  mustered  courage  that  over- 
come fear  in  their  revolts  to   overthrow  the   rule   of  tyrants." 

*  *         * 

"We  are  Freemasons  and  Christians  of  that.  That  lamentable  situ- 
ation obtaining  in  our  country  today  is  a  challenge  to  us.  Let  us  have 
courage  in  this  time  of  fear  and  rally  to  the  need  of  our  country. 
Let  us  contribute  our  time,  material  possessions,  and  influences  in  our 
respective  communities,  to  combat  smuggling,  to  discourage,  may  stop 
corruption  in  all  forms,  and  let  us  all  rally  to  the  battle  cry  of 
President  Ferdinand  E.  Marcos  of  making  this  'Country  Great  Again.' 
We,  who  have  faith  in  God,  must  fear  not  what  man  could  do  unto  us." 

The  newly  installed  G.H.P.  in  his  Inaugural  Address  issued  a  great 
challenge,  as  will  be   seen  from   the   following  extract: 

"My  companions,  I  do  not  have  any  project  to  pursue  to  comple- 
tion for  this  capitular  year.  There  is  one  thing,  however,  that  I  will 
request  my  worthy  companions  of  the  subordinate  chapters,  to  make 
our  convocations  more  inspiring  and  animating  rather  than  mere  get- 
together  our  simple  function  provided  by  our  by-laws  that  must  be 
done.  Our  rituals  and  ceremonies  should  be  conducted  with  dignity  and 
performed  with  seriousness,  sincerity  and  solemnity  that  all  may  be 
informed  with  the  sanctity  of  the  tenets  and  principles  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  On  this  premise,  I  enjoin  all  my  companions  to  practice 
more  brotherhood  in  the  hall  of  our  chapters  as  well  as  in  the  com- 
munity we  live.  The  brotherhood  where  the  'rich  and  the  poor  meet 
together;  the  Lord  is  the  maker  of  them  all.  Have  we  not  all  one 
father?  hath  not  one  God  created  us?  why  do  we  deal  treacherously 
every  man  against  his  borther.'  The  brotherhood  where  there  'is 
neither  Jew  or  Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  neither 
male  nor  female,  for  ye  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.'  With  your  high 
degree  of  masonic  knowledge  and  experience,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that 
you  will  be  able  to  display  that  tenet  of  brotherly  love  and  affection, 
and  be  able  to  diffuse  the  light  to  the  brethern  who  need  them.  Be 
like  a  river  that  sends  water  into  the  lakes  and  seas.  In  like  manner, 
it  must  certainly  originate  from  you  my  companions,  officers  of  the 
subordinate  chapters,  that  water  of  inspiration  and  motivation  for  the 
proper  performance  and  accomplishment  of  all  tasks.  This  type  of 
leadership  with  a  firm  determination  to  perform  the  assigned  task, 
when  tempered  with  brotherly  affection,  will  accomplish  all  things.  All 
worth  while  work   and  vital   projects   will   in   themselves   be   the   basic 
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sparks  from  which  spring  the  flame  of  success."

The  Grand  Z.  indicated  by  his  address  that  he  had  applied  himself 
with  great  zeal  and  fidelity  to  the  demands  of  his  office.  We  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  remember  him  with  great  regard. 

His  recommendations  are  worthy  of  note,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following: 

"I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  raise  my  voice  for  a  better  under- 
standing between  all  Masonic  bodies.  A  closer  liaison  between  us  cer- 
tainly would  go  a  long  way  for  the  advancement  of  Masonry  generally. 

Regulations  of  Grand  Chapter  —  Regalia 

"No  honorary  or  other  jewel  or  emblem  shall  be  worn  which  shall 
not  appertain  to,  or  be  consistent  with,  those  degrees  which  are  recog- 
nized and  acknowledged  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

"In  view  of  the  above,  permission  is  granted  to  wear  jewel  or 
emblems  which  are  recognized  and  acknowledged  by  this  Grand  Chapter 
at  Chapter  meetings. 

"The  First,  Second,  and  Third  Principals  of  a  Chapter  are  enjoined 
to  visit  other  Chapters  as  often  as  they  conveniently  can,  in  order  that 
the  same  usages  and  customs  may  be  observed  throughout  the  Craft, 
and  a  better  understanding  be  thereby  cultivated  among  Royal  Arch 
Masons. 

"I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  a  closer  attention  be  paid 
to  suspensions  and  withdrawals.  It  is  by  these  two  items  that  we  are 
losing  so  many  members.  I  strongly  urge  that  all  Chapters  appoint 
three  diplomatic  and  discreet  members  to  investigate  withdrawals  and 
suspensions.  Extreme  care  should  be  exercised  to  ensure  the  fact  that 
no  one  may  be  unduly  embarrassed."

"The  new  Canadian  Flag,  which  was  presented  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  by  Companion  George  Silverman,  First  Grand  Principal,  in 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Quebec,  was 
presented  before  the  Altar  and  the  Companions  sang  one  verse  of  'God 
Save  the  Queen'.

The  G.H.P.,  in  opening  his  address,  stated  in  part: 

"Our  Convocation  has  a  three-fold  purpose:  to  review  our  year's 
labor  and  accomplishments,  to  reset  or  check  our  sights  on  our  future 
objectives  and  to  enjoy  the  glow  of  warm  friendship  always  present 
when  Companions  of  the  Royal  Arch  get  together." 

It  is  interesting,  also,  to  observe  the  following: 

"I  had  hoped  that  the  membership  this  year  would  show  no  drop 
and  reverse  the  trend,  but  it  has  not  done  so  and  I  am  sorry  to  inform 
you  that  the  membership  statistics  show  a  net  loss  of  168  members. 
This  is  bad  news  as  it  is  more  than  we  showed  last  year.  I  believe 
that  if  all  work  hard  for  new  candidates  we  can  reverse  this  loss  trend 
in  the  coming  year.  This  problem  is  not  ours  alone  as  it  occurs  in  some 
of  the  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  other  Fraternal  Organizations. 

"The  problem  of  attendance  at  meetings  is  always  with  us.  Masonry 
is  competing  with  many  outside  interests  and  I  feel  we  must  streamline 
Masonry  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  our  members  in  attending  their 
Chapter  meetings.     There  are  many  things  that  can  be   done  but  not 

all  of  them  are  helpful  to  all   Chapters."

"The  prompt  opening  of  the  meetings  and  the  closing  of  the  meet- 
ings as  early  as  possible  is  also  helpful.  This  is  not  always  done.  The 
work  I  have  observed  has  been  good  and  the  candidates  seemed  to  be 
interested  in  it  and  enjoyed  it.  I  feel  sure  that  in  most  cases  the 
officers  work  very  hard  to  see  that  their  degree  work  is  good,  and 
interesting  to  their  members,  and  also  inspiring  to  their  candidates. 
Each  High  Priest  should  try  different  things  to  improve  attendance  at 
his  meetings."

"The  new  Canadian  Flag  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  of  the  U.S.A. 
were  presented  by  two  Royal  Arch  Mason  members  of  the  R.C.M.P. 

"Dressed  in  the  ceremonial  scarlet  tunic  uniform,  Staff  Sgt.  D. 
Lemieux  and  Constable  L.  Mosher  of  the  R.C.M.P.,  presented,  with 
military  precision,  the  flags  in  a  most  impressive  and  dignified  manner. 
Tributes  as  follows  were  given: 

"CANADIAN  FLAG 

"As  our  beloved  country,  achieving  full  nationhood  under  God, 
deeply  aware  of  the  contribution  made  by  man  cultures  brought  here 
from  many  lands,  together  with  a  rich  heritage  from  its  two  founding 
nations,  is  being  molded  into  one  united  Canada,  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific,  a  red  and  white  flag  emerges. 
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"May  the  red,  symbolic  of  warm  feeling  each  toward  the  other  and 
the  many  sacrifices  in  blood  and  service  given  to  build  this  nation;  and 
the  white  symbolic  of  rectitude  of  conduct,  continue  to  motivate  our 
every  action  so  that  the  ten  component  provinces  and  the  whole,  may 
together  set  an  example  to  all  the  world  of  how  people  of  diverse  origins 
may  live  together  in  peace  and  harmony,  based  on  mutual  trust  and 
respect  each  for  the  other.  May  our  Maple  Leaf  Flag  achieve  the  status 
of  a  living  symbol,  embodying  the  highest  ideals  known  to  man,  and 
respected  by  all. 

—  So  mote  it  be — 
"AMERICAN  FLAG 

I  now  present  the  Flag  of  the  United  States  of  America  —  The 
Stars  and  Stripes.  As  its  stripes  represent  the  original  thirteen  States 
and  its  stars  represent  the  thirty-seven  other  States  which  have  been 
added  successively  to  the  Grand  Republic,  so  may  it  continue  to  grow 
in  the  respect  of  other  nations  and  in  its  powerful  support  of  freedom 
the  wide  world  over. 

"The  flag  which  I  now  present  is  a  ceremonial  flag,  the  Gift  of  the 
Companions  of  North  Dakota  and  expresses  not  only  their  patriotism 
but  also  their  regard  and  affection  for  their  Companions  in  Saskat- 
chewan. 

"I  join  with  my  Companion  Flag  Bearer  and  add  this  thought, 
'Wherever  the  Stars  and  Stripes  and  the  Canadian  Flag  float,  may  they, 
with  one  voice  blazon  forth  a  sure  pledge  of  Liberty,  Equality,  and 
Fraternity  for  all  peoples  everywhere.  In  the  unity  of  that  pledge, 
long  may  they  wave." 

That  the  Grand  Z.  was  seized  with  zeal  and  devotion  is  best  shown 
from  the  following  extract  from  his  address: 

"I  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  a  Fraternal  Visit  to  each  and 
all  of  the  Constituent  Chapters  in  the  past  fourteen  months  with  the 
exception  of  Prince  Albert  No.  2.  I  will  make  a  point  of  visiting  Prince 
Albert  this  fall.  I  also  intend  to  revisit  District  No.  2  as  these  visits 
were  made  just  before  I  was  installed  as  Grand  Z.  I  planned  a  visitation 
with  them  during  the  past  winter  but  due  to  the  inclement  weather,  I 
was  unable  to  do  so  .  .  ." 

And  finally: 

"There  has  been  no  problem  presented  to  me,  as  Grand  First 
Principal,  that  was  not  easily  covered  by  our  Constitution  and  Regula- 
tions. 

"I  was  not  called  upon  to  settle  any  dispute  and  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  anything  other  than  peace  and  harmony  prevails  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction. 

"We  followed  the  precedent  of  the  last  two  years  by  holding  a 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  in  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  office 
and  having  a  workshop,  where  the  Superintendents  were  again  instructed 
in  their  duties  with  many  points  ironed  out  I  feel  this  year's  workshop 
was  well  worthwhile.  After  seeing  the  good  work  done  by  these  Super- 
intendents, I  would  strongly  recommend  the  continuance  of  these  annual 
workshops." 

It  is  significant  that  the  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry  reported, 
in  part,  as  follows: 

"It  is  the  belief  of  your  Committee  that,  the  cycle  which  we  are 
going  through  at  present,  is  slowly  reversing  itself  and  Capitular 
Masonry  is  attracting  members  of  a  very  high  calibre.  We  especially 
note  that  many  young  men  are  joining  our  ranks,  which  we  feel  is  a 
very  good  sign  for  a  continuing  prosperity.  Of  course,  there  still  re- 
mains a  lot  to  be  done  and  all  Companions  are  urged  to  keep  up  the 
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good  work.  It  is  especially  urged  that  the  Chapter  Convocations  be 
made  as  interesting  as  possible  ,the  work  spread  as  much  as  the  Consti- 
tuion  allows.  Many  of  our  Chapters  have  fallen  into  the  habit  of 
letting  the  same  P.Z.  do  the  work  all  the  time."

"The  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  presented  to  the  M.E.  First 
Grand  Principal  M.E.  Companion  E.  Beaver,  Honorary  Grand  H,  Past 
District  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  New  South  Wales;  M.E.  Companion  W. 
Stephen,  Past  Grand  H.  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Queensland;  M.E.  Companion  A.  J.  Bruning,  Past  First  Principal  of 
Chapter  Canterbury  Kilwinning,  No.  136,  Christchurch,  New  Zealand; 
M.E.  Companion  A.  J.  Corbett,  Past  First  Principal  of  Chapter  Lusaka, 
No.  769,  Lusaka,  Zambia." 

The  First  Grand  Principal  reported  fully  on  his  extensive  visit  to 
South  Africa,  Rhodesia  and  Zambia.  Space  precludes  full  publication 
of  this  most  interesting  report  but  obviously  the  visitation  proved  to  be 
one  which  made  a  profound  impression  on  the  companions,  but  most 
demanding  on  the  Grand  Z.,  although  a  most  rewarding  and  gratifying 
experience  for  him. 

We  recall  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  pleasure  the  visit  of  the 
Earl  of  Galloway  to  us  at  the  time  of  our  Centennial  Grand  Chapter 
Convocation.  He  has  indeed  set  an  example  to  all  by  his  dedication  and 
devotion  to  Freemasonry. 

The  conclusion  of  the  Grand  Z.'s  report  also  reflects  his  greatness, 
and  I  quote: 

"This  was  a  particularly  happy  tour.  It  was  my  third  visit  to  these 
countries  where  I  renewed  many  friendships  and  felt  that  it  was  almost 
like  going  home. 

"I  was  especially  glad  to  go  this  year,  since  it  thus  gave  Grand 
Scribe  E.  an  early  opportunity  of  meeting  our  Companions  overseas 
on  their  own  terrain  and  getting  to  know  personally  so  many  District 
Scribes  and  Scribes  of  Chapters.  They  have  much  mutual  correspon- 
dence and  it  will  be  a  great  help  both  to  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  to  them 
now  that  they  have  met  and  know  each  other  personally. 

"I  must  thank  most  sincerely  all  the  Companions  and  their  ladies  of 
the  various  districts  we  visited  for  their  great  hospitality  and  kindness 
and  for  the  wonderful  friendship  they  gave  to  us. 

"I  understand  that  arrangements  are  being  made  by  a  number  of 
Companions  and  their  wives  in  South  Africa,  Rhodesia  and  Zambia  to 
charter  a  plane  and  visit  Scotland  next  summer.  I  can  assure  them  in 
advance  that  a  very  warm  welcome  awaits  them  from  their  Scottish 
friends. 

"I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  sincere  thanks  to 
Grand  Scribe  E.  whose  unfailing  courtesy  and  consideration  to  Lady 
Galloway  and  myself  made  this  particular  tour  so  pleasant  and  easy 
for  us." 
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The  Grand  Superintendent  of  Transvaal,  in  his  report,  stated  in 
part: 

"During  the  last  twelve  months  many  of  our  Companions  have  been 
called  to  their  last  rest  —  one  in  particular  will  be  sadly  bissed  by  all, 
namely,  M.E.  Companion  W.  Laird,  who  carried  the  office  of  Grand 
Scribe  E.  with  considerable  tolerance,  affection  and  understanding  .  .  ." 

We,  in  Canada,  feel  likewise,  and  say  a  sincere  'Amen'  to  the  fore- 
going. 

The  report  of  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Committee,  held  on 
March  18,  1966,  contains  the  following: 

"M.E.  Companion  W.  S.  Dick,  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  then 
announced: — I  hereby  proclaim  Most  Excellent  Companion  The  Right 
Honourable  Randolph  Algernon  Ronald  Stewart,  Twelfth  Earl  of  Gallo- 
way, Twelfth  Baron  of  Garlies,  Sixth  Baron  Stewart  of  Garlies,  Eleventh 
Baronet  of  Corsewell,  Ninth  Baronet  of  Burrey,  Hon.  Colonel  King's  Own 
Scottish  Borderers,  late  Captain  Scots  Guards,  Her  Maiesty's  Lieutenant 
and  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  Stewarty  of  Cirkcudbright,  Right  Wor- 
shipful Past  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland,  duly  re-installed  as  Most 
Excellent  First  Grand  Principal  and  I  call  upon  all  Royal  Arch  Masons 
throughout  the  world  who  owe  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland,  to  pay  due  obedience  to  their  newly  re- 
installed First  Grand  Principal,  in  token  whereof  I  now  call  on  the 
Companions  present,  as  their  representatives,  to  signify  that  loyalty  and 
obedience  by  saluting  him  three  times  in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  taking 
their  time  from  me." 

The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Galloway  has  served  in  the  office  of  First 
Grand  Principal  continuously  since   1953.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  stated,  in  part: 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  told  all  the  Officers,  both  elective 
and  appointive,  that  I  could  not  improve  on  the  programs  outlined  by 
those  who  had  preceded  me.  I  re-emphasized  these  programs  and  asked 
each  officer  to  continue  them  and  stress  them  in  the  subordinate  Chap- 
ters. I  made  one  special  request  and  that  was  that  we  place  a  great 
deal  of  emphasis  on  enlisting  the  younger  men,  giving  them  responsibili- 
ties, assisting  them  in  learning  the  work  and  utilizing  their  youth  and 
enthusiasm.     I  think  we  have  made  some  progress  along  these  lines." 

He  also  stated: 

"From  reports  of  District  Deputies,  my  own  observations,  and  the 
reports  of  the  various  committees,  I  believe  we  can  conclude  that  Capi- 
tular Masonry  as  well  as  all  York  Rite  Masonry  is  on  the  move.  Most 
of  the  subordinate  Chapters  are  working  getting  new  members  as  well 
as  improving  in  presenting  the  work.  I  cannot  paint  the  picture  too 
bright  regarding  the  quality  of  the  work,  but  I  am  quite  sure  that 
progress  is  being  made  and  as  we  train  and  encourage  the  younger  men 
it  will  continue  to  improve.  We  still  have  the  problem  of  N.P.D.'s,  but 
we  hope  that  we  can  improve  this.  I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  any 
progress  we  can  report  is  not  due  to  the  efforts  of  any  one  Administra- 
tion or  any  one  year.     It  is  the  accumulation  of  all  the  efforts  of  all 
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the  Companions  throughout  the  years  and  we  feel  sure  that  these  efforts 
will  bear  more  and  more  fruit  as  time  goes  on."

The  G.H.P.  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  results  of  York  Rite 
Festivals  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  excerpts  from  his  Address: 

"Even  a  casual  glance  at  the  figures  below  showing  the  results  of 
York  Rite  Festivals  held  this  year  compared  with  last  year's  totals  will 
indicate  the  importance  of  our  York  Rite  Festivals  and  York  Rite 
Associations.  In  my  opinion,  which  has  been  formed  after  observing 
these  Festivals  since  they  were  started  in  1950,  the  future  of  the  York 
Rite  depends  upon  these  and  similar  meetings  where  candidates  are 
received  in  classes.  We  should  not  let  this  take  the  place  of  the  work 
in  individual  Chapters,  if  it  is  done  well,  but  if  the  degrees  cannot  be 
conferred  in  an  impressive  manner  in  the  local  Chapter,  it  is  far  better 
to  take  candidates  to  a  group  meeting,  large  or  small,  where  they  will 
be  impressed  by  good  degree  work  and  fraternal  association  with  other 
Companions." 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  this  potent  observation  in  his  report: 

"...  Again  let  us  urge  you  to  make  every  effort  NOW  to  collect 
1966  dues,  and  do  not  suspend  any  member  until  he  is  contacted  per- 
sonally if  at  all  possible.  Don't  expect  your  secretary  to  do  all  the  col- 
lecting. Give  him  some  help  and  appoint  other  Companions  to  contact 
delinquent  members."

The  Grand  Master,  Most  Wor.  Bro.  J.  Carroll  Hinsley,  in  his  address 
to  the  Convocation  made  many  significant  statments,  some  of  which  I 
quote: 

"...  We  are  a  group  of  Brethren  who  are  bound  together  by  a 
common  belief,  that  whether  we  are  members  only,  if  you  want  to  put 
it  that  way,  of  one  of  our  Blue  Lodges  or  if  you  are  one  of  the  Brethren 
who  is  a  York  Rite  Mason  or  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  or  whether  you  have 
taken  some  of  the  other  various  works  that  take  you  into  some  of  the 
other  organizations  ,basically  and  fundamentally  you  started  out  with  a 
few  simple  beliefs  which  are  embraced  in  Freemasonry.    We  can  recount 
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them  rather  quickly  this  morning,  those  things  which  you  were  required 
to  assert  and  to  believe  in  before  you  joined  this  great  Fraternity  which 
stretches  across  the  face  of  America  today.  You  had  to  express  a  belief 
in  a  living  Creator,  the  one  God,  you  had  to  express  and  declare  a  belief 
in  the  immortality  of  the  soul  and  implicitly  you  had  to  express  a  belief 
in  the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  Infinitely  more  important,  the  Father- 
hood of  God.  Bound  together  by  these  few  fundamental  truths  and 
beliefs,  you  were  admitted  into  an  organization  which  embraces  men  of 
every  station,  men  of  every  business  and  profession,  men  of  every  age, 
into  one  group  which  has  but  one  ultimate  and  common  purpose  and 
this  purpose  is  to  make  good  men  better,  for  the  improvement  of  the 
individual  and  the  advancement  of  society.  This  has  been  the  one 
purpose  of  Masonry  from  the  very  earliest  foundation  of  Masonry  as  we 
know  it,  from  the  earliest  dawn  of  recorded  history,  this  has  been  the 
expressed  purpose  of  our  Fraternity." 

*         *         * 

"Now  we  must,  in  our  Fraternity  today,  if  we  are  to  survive  and 
justify  the  place  we  occupy,  we  must  in  some  manner  or  other  rekindle 
in  our  hearts  and  in  our  minds  an  enthusiasm  for  the  things  that  we 
have  cherished  down  through  the  years.  We  must  not  be  afraid  to  take 
a  stand,  and  we  must  not  hesitate  to  say  what  we  stand  for,  and  if  we 
do  that  we  will  regenerate  in  our  minds  and  thoughts  and  conscious  a 
new  enthusiasm  for  these  things  that  have  made  us  great,  we  are  not 
going  to  need  any  public  relations  programs,  we  are  not  going  to  need 
any  membership  campaigns,  because  this  enthusiasm  and  once  this 
rededication  permeates  our  Organizations,  we  are  going  to  have  a 
resurgence  of  interest  in  our  Fraternity  such  as  the  world  has  never 
known." 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  indicates  that  he  spent  a  most  demanding 
and  satisfactory  tenure  of  office,  and  made  many  visitations  in  his 
jurisdiction  to  promote  and  arouse  enthusiasm  in  the  Royal  Craft. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  contains  many  Masonic  gems  but 
his  recorded  Masonic  history  is  particularly  noteworthy  and  should  give 
all  Companions  reason  for  further  pride  in  the  Royal  Craft,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following: 

"There  were  two  Grand  Lodges  in  England:  The  Anciens  (sometimes 
called  Antiens)  and  the  Moderns.  On  December  13,  1813,  they  united 
to  form  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  through  the  good  offices  and 
officers  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  whose  membership  was  found 
in  both  former  Grand  Lodges. 

"Article  II  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement  uniting  the  two  Grand 
Lodges  reads: 

'That  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  consists  of  three  degrees  and  no  more 
— namely  those  of  the  Entered  Apprentice,  the  Fellowcraft  and  the 
Master  Mason,  including  the  Supreme  Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch; 
but  this  article  is  not  intended  to  prevent  any  Lodge  or  Chapter  from 
holding  a  meeting  in  any  of  the  Degrees  of  the  Order  of  Chivalry 
according  to  the  constitution  of  said  Orders. 

"The  earliest  recorded  mention  of  the  Royal  Arch  was  of  Degrees 
conferred  in  London  in  1740  and  York  was  considered  its  place  of  origin. 
Records  of  Lodge  No.  21  at  Youghal,  Ireland,  show  where  the  Royal 
Arch  was  carried  in  procession  in  1743.  Baron  Hunde,  outstanding 
German  Masonic  Scholar  of  the  18th  Century,  wrote:  'The  great  and 
rapid  progress  of  Freemasonry  on  the  European  Continent  (after  1717 
A.D.)  was  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Knights  of  the  Red  Cross  of 
Constantine.' 

"The  earliest  known  date  in  America  is  found  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Fredericksburg  Lodge  in  Virginia,  which  states  that  on   December  22, 
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1753,  three  Brethren  were  raised  to  the  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 
According  to  the  other  recorrds,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  operative  in 
Florida  prior  to  1783.  The  oldest  Chapter  in  New  York  State  is  the 
Ancient  No.  1,  founded  in  about  1783.  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  exalted 
Royal  Arch  Masons  as  early  as  July  26,  1800. 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  came  to  Texas  in  about  1850.  Our  Texas 
Grand  Chapter  was  first  visited  by  Dr.  (Companion)  John  C.  Gordy  of 
Louisiana  at  its  Annual  Convocation  in  Brenham  in  1852.  There  Com- 
panion Gordy  exemplified  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  Capitular  Degrees 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  as  promulgated  at  its  Tri-annual  Session 
in  Boston  in  September  1850." 

And  finally: 

"As  Mason  we  should  stand  fast  in  the  faith  of  God  as  taught  by 
our  Masonic  forefathers  and  the  Eternal  Truths  contained  in  the  Bible, 
The    Great   Light    in    Masonry'.      One    of   Brother   Winston    Churchill's 
forebears  of  some  300  years  ago,  an  officer  in  the  British  Army,  some- 
time after  a  great  victory  by  England  penned  these  words: 
'God  and  the  soldier  we  both  adore 
In  time  of  danger,  but  not  before. 
When  danger  is  past  and  all  is  righted 
God  is  forgotten  and  the  soldier  is  slighted.' 

"Is  not  this  also  true  of  America  today?  And  why  all  the  quest  for 
material  wealth  and  pleasure  to  the  neglect  of  our  soul's  spiritual  trea- 
sure and  peace?" 

This  Reviewer  has  noted  the  report  of  Capitular  Review  by  Com- 
panion Allie  S.  Noble  and  expresses  grateful  acknowledgment  of  his 
kindly  and  encouraging  observations  regarding  our  efforts  on  Reviews. 
His  expressions  are  most  heartily  reciprocated.

"One  year  ago  when  you  elevated  me  to  this  station  of  honor  and 
esteem  I  thanked  you.  Today,  I  can  repeat  with  even  greater  enthusiasm 
a  deeper  thanks.  I  was  appreciative  of  the  confidence  placed  in  me, 
but  little  did  I  realize  that  some  10,000  miles  later  and  nine  out-of-state 
visitations  could  I  make  so  many  wonderful  friends.  The  small  amount 
of  York  Rite  Masonry  I  have  sown,  has  brought  forth  to  me  such  an 
abundant  yield,  my  wish  now  is  that  may  the  future  allow  me  to  spread 
it  among  others  with  the  sincerity  and  vigor  I  have  witnessed  older  and 
wiser  Masons  to  exemplify." 

And  finally:

"After  you  have  gained  new  candidates  and  unfolded  to  him  the 
beautiful  lessons  of  York  Rite  Masonry,  make  special  effort  to  see  that 
his  welcome  does  not  end  with  his  initiation."

I  note  with  interest  the  following  from  the  Address  of  the  G.H.P.: 

"On  May  13-14,  1966,  I  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Hampshire 
at  Wolfeboro,  N.H.,  where  I  had  the  honor  and  privilege  of  meeting  our 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  Most  Excellent  William  F.  Clark  and  the 
Grand  High  Priests  and  Representatives  of  several  of  our  Sister  Juris- 
dictions. Also,  Comp.  Sherman  Parsons,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  104, 
believed  to  be  the  oldest  Mason  living  .  .  . 

"As  you  will  note  from  our  Grand  Lecturer's  report,  I  visited  all 
District  Meetings  and  witnessed  some  fine  degree  work. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  in  his  report  had  this  to  say,  and  I  quote  in 
part: 

"I  am  sure  that  it  is  not  the  job  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  make 
recommendations,  however,  it  is  my  honest  opinion  that  capitular 
masonry  would  do  well  to  consider  the  forming  of  degree  teams  through- 
out the  state,  so  that  every  candiate  would  go  away  from  the  degrees 
not  just  as  another  Companion  but  as  a  salesman  for  the  Chapter."

The  Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Vic- 
toria were  held  at  Freemasons'  Hall,  Melbourne.

In  his  Communication  to  the  Companions  at  the  Quarterly  Convo- 
cation of  April  21,  1965,  The  Grand  Z.  stated,  in  part: 

"It  is  with  mixed  feelings  that  I  commence  to  pen  this  communica- 
tion to  my  Companions  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Victoria. 
Firstly  one  of  sorrow  that  this  will  be  the  last  in  my  present  capacity 
as  your  First  Grand  Principal.  On  the  very  night  when  this  is  read, 
I  shall  be  relinquishing  my  office  as  your  leader.  It  is  not  easy  to 
vacate  a  position  from  which  the  powers  and  prerogatives  depart  at  the 
expiration  of  its  tenure,  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  a  great  comfort  to 
know  that  honor  and  dignity  forever  remain.  It  has  indeed  been  a  won- 
derful two  years,  filled  with  sheer  joy  and  inspiration;  a  great  privilege 
which  I  know  will  ever  be  deeply  and  indelibly  recorded  upon  the  grate- 
ful tablets  of  my  memory." 
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"I  have  not  a  little  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that  our  beloved 
Order  has  made  real  progress  in  recent  years;  that  certain  changes  in 
our  ceremonial  which  I  had  the  honour  to  introduce  are  proving  to  be  of 
value;  and  that  we  are  in  good  heart  throughout  our  jurisdiction. 

"Even  if  it  is  with  a  degree  of  sorrow  that  I  surrender  my  authority 
to  my  successor,  I  feel  at  the  same  time  I  can  do  so  with  much  confi- 
dence and  satisfaction."

The  Grand  Z  at  the  Quarterly  Convocation  of  October  21,  1965  said, 
in  part: 

"In  welcoming  you  to  this  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  let  me 
express  my  pleasure  at  the  increased  interest  which  is  apparent  in 
almost  every  Chapter  in  the  Territory.  This  is  evident  by  the  attend- 
ances at  the  various  functions.  Considerable  thought  has  been  given 
to  making  the  Installation  Ceremony  more  interesting  to  the  Com- 
panions. Under  the  revised  working  those  below  the  rank  of  Installed 
Principals  are  permitted  to  witness  much  more  of  the  ceremony.  I  would 
therefore  urge  that  Companions  be  encouraged  to  be  early  on  nights  of 
Installation  and  so  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  this  privilege. 

"To  those  Eminent  Companions  who  are  sacrificing  their  time  and 
talents  to  further  the  spiritual  values  of  our  Order  I  pay  special  tribute. 
For  many  months  this  aspect  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  has  been  diligently 
fostered  by  R.  Em.  Comp.  W.  H.  Sweeting,  P.G.J.,  who  on  many  occa- 
sions has  visited  Chapters  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  This  was  ably  fol- 
lowed up  during  September  by  M.  Em.  Comp.  Rev.  C.  T.  F.  Goy,  P.G.S., 
who  journeyed  to  Portland  and  Sale,  where  he  addressed  large  gather- 
ings of  Freemasons." 

Many  of  us  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  remember  with  great  joy  the  visit  of  R.  Em.  Comp.  W. 
H.  Sweeting  at  the  time  of  our  Centennial  Celebration,  when  he  and 
Mrs.  Sweeting  gained  for  themselves  our  most  affectionate  regard  and 
R.  Em.  Comp.  Sweeting  was  then  honored  when  we  bestowed  upon  him 
the  Honorary  rank  of  Past  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  so  he  is  an  Hon- 
orary member  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Z.  made  a  noteworthy  observation  at  the  Quarterly  Con- 
vocation of  January  19,  1966: 

"The  Companions  will  have  noticed  from  time  to  time  in  the  Sister 
Grand  Chapter  correspondence  reference  being  made  to  the  appointment 
of  Grand  Representatives  both  near  this  and  near  other  Grand  Chapters. 
Apart  from  correspondence  they  may  receive  from  the  Grand  Body 
which  they  represent,  their  regular  attendance  at  the  Convocations  of 
Grand  Chapter  implies  that  the  recipient  is  conscious  of  the  compliment 
given  by  his  appointment.  Properly  understood,  the  exchange  of  Grand 
Representatives  between  Grand  Bodies  in  Masonry  is  not  the  meaning- 
less custom  which,  I  am  afraid,  so  many  suppose.  The  presence  in  Grand 
Chapter  of  these  commissioned  representatives  of  Sister  Jurisdictions 
ought  to  be  a  constant  reminder  that,  though  possesing  sovereign  and 
unquestioned  authority  within  our  own  Territory,  we  are  but  one  link 
in  the  chain  of  the  world  wide  Royal  Arch,  bound  to  promote  its 
solidarity  and  maintain  its  prestige  and  dignity.  Whatever  we  may  do 
to  emphasise  the  theory  that  the  conduct  of  our  ceremonies,  the  enact- 
ment of  our  Laws,  and  our  general  procedure  are  being  carried  out  under 
the  eyes  of  Sister  Grand  Chapters  must  surely  tend  to  broaden  our 
outlook  and  make  for  the  betterment  of  this  Supreme  Order.  We  are 
in  fraternal   relationship  with  more   than  seventy   Grand   Chapters,  all 
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of  whom,  with  one  exception,  exchange  Representatives,  and  I  am  proud 
to  say  that  in  this  Grand  Chapter  they  are  always  well  represented."

Virginia 

The  158th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  was  held  in  Richmond, 
October  26th  and  27th,  1965. 

Chapters  60  &  1  U.D.;  membership  September  30,  1965  —  17,814; 
net  gain  87.

The  following  will  be  found  interesting  and  informative,  and  found 
in  the  Proceedings: 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  practiced  and  taught  in  Virginia  during 
much  of  the  18ht  century.  The  first  documentary  evidence  of  the  con- 
ferring of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  to  be  found  in  the  world  is  in  the 
possession  of  Fredericksburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  at  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  and 
bears  the  date  of  December  22,  1753.  At  that  time,  the  Royal  Arch 
was  certainly  attached  to  the  work  of  a  regular  lodge,  and  the  work 
was  done  under  the  Authority  of  a  Masters'  Warrant.  It  soon  became 
evident,  however,  that  because  of  the  growing  number  of  Chapters  and 
the  increasing  membership,  some  specific  rules  and  regulations  were 
needed  for  the  internal  government  of  Royal  Arch  Chapters. 

"A  Convention  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  representing  various  Chap- 
ters in  the  State,  was  held  in  the  Borough  of  Norfolk  on  May  3,  1806. 
There  were  representatives  present  from  Norfolk  and  Richmond  Chap- 
ters only,  although  the  Chapters  at  Staunton  and  Dumfries  had  sig- 
nified their  approval  of  the  idea  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  Notwithstanding 
the  absence  of  a  quorum,  it  was  thought  wise  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  draft  a  plan  for  the  government  of  a  Grand  Chapter.  Such  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed;  a  plan  was  submitted,  discussed,  and  adopted. 
Among  other  items,  it  provided  that  'as  soon  as  three  of  the  above- 
named  Chapters  shall  have  ratified  this  Constitution  (either  with  or 
without  amendments),  notice  therof  shall  be  given  to  the  several 
Chapters,  —  and  a  place  for  the  holding  of  the  first  General  Assembly 
shall  be  appointed.' 

"The  first  Assembly  was  held  in  Mason's  Hall,  Norfolk,  Va.,  on 
Monday,  May  2,  1808.  The  meeting  was  called  for  May  1,  1808,  but 
since  that  date  was  Sunday,  the  meeting  seemingly  did  not  begin  until 
Monday,  May  2,  1808. 

"The  aforementioned  Constitution  having  been  ratified  by  the 
Chapters  of  Norfolk,  Richmond,  and  Staunton,  the  companions  pre- 
sent, after  producing  authenticated  copies  of  their  appointment  by  the 
several  Chapters  represented,  proceeded  to  organize  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Virginia.  Temporary  officers  were  selected,  and  a  Chapter  was 
opened  in  solemn  form.  This  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday,  May 
4,  1808." 

A  Special  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  was  held  on  July  21, 
1965  for  a  most  interesting  and  significant  occasion,  namely,  and  I 
quote : 

"The  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Virginia  was  opened 
in  Solemn  Form  by  Rt.  Ex.  William  E.  Norman,  Grand  King,  acting  as 
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Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  High  Priest  R.  Garnett  Bledsoe  being  con- 
fined to  his  home  by  illness. 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  pro-tem  stated  that  the  Special  Convoca- 
tion had  been  called  by  order  of  Grand  High  Priest  Bledsoe  to  receive 
and  honor  the  visiting  Companions  form  Scotland  who  were  here  to 
exemplify  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  according  to  the  Ritual  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland." 

The  welcome  extended  to  these  distinguished  guests  is,  in  part, 
and  I  quote: 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia  welcomes  you  on  this  historic  occasion.  We  thank  God 
that  we  are  still  privileged  to  meet  and  fraternize  openly  and  with- 
out fear  of  molestation.  It  is  even  more  significant  that  our  two 
Nations  can  meet  here  on  the  square  and  in  harmony,  in  that  continu- 
ing heritage  based  on  integrity  of  character  upon  which  our  Nations 
have  been  built. 

"America  is  proud  of  those  early  intrepid  Colonists,  many  of 
whom,  especially  in  this  area,  brought  with  them  from  Scotland  those 
basic  and  sound  principles  which  have  pointed  the  way  so  clearly,  to 
greatness  and  freedom.  You  have  just  heard  us  pay  tribute  to  that 
Star  Spangled  Banner  of  these  United  States  of  America.  We  are 
ever  mindful  that  there  is  a  bit  of  Scotland  in  that  flag. 

"Many  of  our  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  Companions  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  were  of  Scot  lineage  and  have  left  their  mark  upon 
us.  They  were  among  our  best.  There  is  a  bit  of  Scotland  in  this  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Virginia,  also. 

"To  our  Scot  Forefathers  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  that  large 
part  they  played  in  the  promulgation  and  perpetuation  of  the  wonders 
and  mysteries  of  Masonry  through  the  ages,  —  the  preservation  of 
those  ancient  landmarks  so  inherent  in  Felowship  and  Friendship.  Yes, 
we  are  told  that  Friendship  was  the  peculiar  characteristic/ of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry,  even  before  the  existence  of  organized  Lodges  as  such, 
or  before  any  ritual  was  developed;  that  small  bands  of  right  thinking 
men  bound  themselves  together  for  their  own  protection  and  blessing 
through  Friendship. 

"We  are  told  of  their  origins  under  Scottish  influence,  of  the 
Royal  Arch  and  Mark  degrees,  and  it  is  said  the  Mark  degree  is  more 
ancient,  even,  than  the  degree  of  Master  Mason.  The  oldest  discovered 
record  of  a  'Mark*  is  Decmber  12,  1598,  of  a  Conference  of  Opera- 
tive Masons  held  in  Holyrod  Palace,  Edinburgh,  Scotland.  We  trust 
and  hope  we  may  be  privileged  to  witness  at  your  hands  some  day, 
the  Mark  Degrees  as  it  is  conferred  in  Scotland." 

The  following  is  of  special  note: 

"The  Special  Grand  Convocation  was  opened  by  the  Grand  King, 
Right  Excellent  William  E.  Norman,  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  who  was  hospitalized.  After  the  Grand  Chapter  was  opened,  the 
same  Virginia  Craftsmen  who  had  carried  the  colors  during  thier  visit 
to  Scotland  marched  in  with  the  flags  as  Robert  McCarroll  of  Scot- 
land piped  'Scotland  the  Brave."  All  present  joined  in  singing  'The 
Star  Spangled  Banner'  and  'God  Save  the  Queen.'  The  color  bearers 
were  Excellent  Thomas  L.  Zirkle,  American  Flag;  Companion  W.  Leslie 
Gray,  Royal  Standard  of  Scotland;  Excellent  Maynard  K.  Hawkins, 
Virginia  State  flag;  and  Companion  Warren  W.  Jansch,  Virginia 
Craftsmen   Standard. 

"The  acting  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  the  visitors  from  Scot- 
land and  appointed  a   Committee  composed   of  Right  Excellent  James 
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H.  Tyree  and  Companion  Allen  E.  Roberts  to  present  Right  Excellent 
Dougal  Maclntyre  and  the  Scottish  Degree  Team  at  the  Altar  and 
then  in  the  Grand  East.  The  Convocation  was  then  turned  over  to 
the  Scottish  Companions  .  .  . 

"The  800  odd  Companions  present  gave  the  Team  a  standing 
ovation  at  the  conclusion  of  its  Work.  What  the  members  of  the  Team 
did  was  made  even  more  outstanding  when  it  was  explained  that  no 
two  members  belong  to  the  same  Chapter,  and  in  Scotland  each  Chap- 
ter is  allowed  to  vary  its  ritual. 

"Rt.  Ex.  Companion  Maclntyre  presented  Rt.  Ex.  Companion  Nor- 
man for  delivery  to  Grand  High  Priest  Bledsoe  a  beautiful  solid  gold 
medal,  struck  especially  for  the  1965  Visitation  to  America.  Only 
seven  were  made,  six  of  them  for  Virginians.  He  then  presented  act- 
ing Grand  High  Priest  Norman  with  a  book  of  poems  written  by  the 
Scottish  Mason  Robert  Burns.  Special  medallions  were  presented  to  the 
Committee  that  made  the  arrangements  for  the  Special  Grajad  Con- 
vocation." 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  was 
renresented  at  the  158th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  Virginia  by  our  Grand  Z.^  Most  Excellent  Comapnion  James 
E.  Girven,  and  the  following  will  give  pleasure  and  pride  to  our 
Companions: 

"Mt.  Ex.  James  E.  Girven,  Grand  Z.  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  extended  the 
privilege  of  the  floor.  He  conveyed  the  greetings  of  the  Companions 
from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  stated  that  Canada  had  adopted  a 
new  flag.  M.  Ex.  Maurice  A.  Searle,  Grand  Z.  in  1958  had  presented 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  a  Union  Jack  on  behalf  of  Past  Grand 
Z.  John  Loftus  House.  He  further  stated  that,  at  this  time,  it  was  his 
desire  to  present  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  the  new  Canadian 
Flag. 

"An  escort  was  provided  by  Grand  High  Priest  Bledsoe  to  con- 
duct Mt.  Ex.  Companion  Girven  to  the  Altar  where  the  new  Flag  was 
unfurled  and  exhibited.  The  Flag  was  placed  in  the  East  and  Grand 
High  Priest  Bledsoe  accepted  it  for  Grand  Chapter  expressing  the 
thanks  of  the  Companions  of  Virginia  to  Companion  Girven  for  the 
presentation. 

"Rt.  Ex.  Companion  William  E.  Norman,  Grand  King  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  recognized  at  this  time  and  stated  that  he,  having  been 
born  in  Canada,  was  very  happy  to  see  the  Flags  of  his  native  and 
adopted  Country  standing  side  by  side  to  show  that  we  walk  in  free- 
dom and  peace,  with  faith,  hope  and  charity,  the  trust  and  freedom  for 
all  mankind." 

The  following,  expressed  by  Most  Wor.  Walter  Albert  Porter,  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  Viringia,  should  be  remembered  and  practiced 
by  all: 

".  .  .  We  have  a  lack  of  communication  between  the  various  bodies, 
a  lack  of  proper  Masonic  etiquette,  a  lack  of  understanding  of  Masonic 
protocol. 

"Our  first  allegiance  is  to  Symbolic  Masonry,  and  this  is  a  truism 
that  all  Bodies  should  remember  remains  paramount.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter is,  and  rightfully  so,  the  Master  of  all  Masons  within  a  given 
jurisdiction,  and  his  authority  is  supreme.  Yet  this  does  not  prohibit 
all  Bodies  in  the  right  direction  from  working  side  by  side  so  long  as 
the  motives  are  in  consideration  for  the  welfare  of  the  total  institution. 
I   fear    that   far   too    many    who    have    taken    membership    in    the    so- 
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called  higher  bodies  have  forgotten  their  allegiance  to  the  Symbolic 
Lodge  and  no  longer  offer  their  leadership  to  the  Lodge  in  which  they 
hold  their  membership,  thereby  losing  their  influence  for  the  benefit 
of  all  concrned.  We  must  never  attempt  to  change  Freemasonry  but 
strive  to  change  ourselves  by  Freemasonry. 

"I  am  wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  the  brethren  of  the  Symbolic 
Lodge  furthering  their  Masonic  knowledge  by  receiving  the  degrees 
in  the  other  Bodies,  but  I  do  think  that  he  should  not  be  diverted  from 
learning  the  basic  meanings  of  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  until  he  has  had 
ample  opportunity  to  do  so.  One  who  has  been  exposed  to  the  real 
truths  of  Freemasonry  will  not  conduct  himself  in  any  manner  that 
would  detract  from  his  membership  in  the  other  Bodies.  Masonry's 
modern  mission  is  the  teaching  of  character  and  morality,  the  making 
of  goo.d  men  better.  This  applies  to  any  Masonic  organization  or  or- 
ganization compoesd  of  Masons. 

"We  must  strive  to^  produce  an  improved  image  of  Freemasonry 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  The  conduct  of  one  brother  may  defeat 
the  efforts  of  many  good  men.  Also,  there  are  many  organizations  and 
movements  that  are  presently  striving  to  bring  the  word  Mason  into 
disgrace  in  the  public  mind,  and  some  who  would  destroy  both  Free- 
masonry and  the  Church.  Let  us  be  ever  ready  and  willing  to  put  our 
hands  to  the  plow  to  protect  and  promote  these  two  —  the  greatest 
of  all  our  institutions." 

The  G.H.P.  revealed  in  his  address  that  he  had  discharged  his 
responsibilities  with  great  zeal,  and  certainly  had  met  the  great  de- 
mands made  upon  him.  The  following  quotes  from  his  address  are  par- 
itcularly  significant: 

"Pursuant  to  Section  31  of  the  Digest,  it  now  becomes  my  duty 
to  render  to  you  an  account  of  my  stewardship.  First,  allow  me  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  honor  of  serving  as  your  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  as  such,  affording  me  the  opportunity  of  being  the  recip- 
ient of  many  wonderful  experiences  and  honors;  and  also  the  oppor- 
tunity to  be  of  service.  SERVICE  is  the  key  word,  remembering,  'He 
who  would  be  great,  must  be  the  servant  of  many.' 

"If  in  my  term  of  office,  I  have  accomplished  any  good,  I  ask  no 
praise.  Mistakes  have  been  made,  and  I  trust  that  such  will  be  treated 
charitably.  The  record  is  made.  It  is  as  the  poet  expresses  in  the 
Rubaiyat  of  Omar  Kkayyom, 

'The  moving  finger  writes  and  having  writ,  moves  on, 

Nor  all  your  piety  nor  wit  shall  lure  it  back  to  cancel  half  a  line, 

Nor  all  your  tears  to  wash  out  a  word  of  it.*  " 

And   again : 

"I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Vir- 
ginia is  again  on  the  ascendancy.  This  year  for  the  first  time  since 
1958,  Grand  Chapter  shows  a  net  gain  of  88.  Particularly  significant 
is  the  fact  that  as  of  September  21,  1965,  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Education  and  Service  indicated  that  over  800  petitions 
had  been  received  this  year  in  our  Subordinate  Chapters.  Since  we 
exalted  675  candidates,  this  leaves  a  backlog  for  this  coming  Capitular 
year  of  125  companions  to  be  exalted. 

"I  claim  no  particular  credit  for  this  wonderful  progress.  The 
seeds  were  sown  last  year,  the  year  before  and  before  that  by  the 
illustrious  Grand  High  Priests  who  have  preceded  me.  The  Program 
proposed  by  Most  Excellent  Benjamin  E.  Chapman,  and  adopted  by 
this  Grand  Chapter  at  its  Grand  Convocation  in  October,  1964,  is  bear- 
ing fruit;  and  I  particularly  single  out  for  praise  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Education  and  Service,  headed  by  Right  Excellent  William  E. 
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Norman,  the  Grand  King.  One  year  ago,  at  my  installation  as  Grand 
High  Priest,  I  stated  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  'paraphrasing  the  words 
of  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  "I  have  not  been  installed  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Virginia  to  preside  over  its  dis- 
solution." I  again  beg  leave  to  paraphrase  Sir  Winston  Churchill.  'Never 
in  the  history  of  our  Grand  Chapter  has  so  much  good  been  accom- 
plished by  so  many.* "

Virginia  (1966) 

The  159th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch

The  G.H.P.  certainly  was  devoted  and  dedicated  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  his  high  and  important  office,  as  is  noted  from  his  Address. 
Your  Reviewer  recalls  him  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  for  many  rea- 
sons, and  particularly  his  presentation  at  our  Grand  Chapter  last  year 
of  a  beautiful  United  States  Flag,  which  your  Reviewer  had  the  honour 
to  acknowledge. 

One  finds  so  much  of  value  in  the  Proceedings  of  Virginia  but. 
regretfully,  I  am  only  able  to  touch  on  some  of  the  highlights  thereof. 
I  feel  sure  the  following  history  will  be  found  of  interest: 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  practiced  and  taught  in  Virginia  during 
much  of  the  18th  century.  The  first  documentary  evidence  of  the 
conferring  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  to  be  found  in  the  world  is  in 
the  possession  of  Fredericksburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  at  Fredericksburg,  Va., 
and  bears  the  date  of  December  22,  1753.  At  that  time,  the  Royal 
Arch  was  certainly  attached  to  the  work  of  a  regular  lodge,  and  the 
work  was  done  under  the  Authority  of  a  Master's  Warrant." 

Most  Wor.  Bro.  George  E.  Kidd,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Vir- 
ginia, in  his  address  made  some  potent  observations,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  following: 

"If  I  could  leave  you  a  word,  my  Brethren,  it  would  be  this.  I 
think  it  much  more  important  for  us  to  get  more  Masonry  into  Masons 
rather  than  get  more  men  into  Masonry.  I  think  that  we  are  moving 
too  fast  with  our  degrees.  We  are  not  giving  the  candidates  the  fun- 
damental teachings  that  our  fraternities  deserve.  I  think  that  is  where- 
in our  trouble  is  that  causes  the  decline  in  some  of  our  States. 

"Some  one  has  said  that  it  would  be  a  better  world  if  all  men 
were  Masons.  I  would  change  that  just  a  little  and  say  that  I  am 
sure  that  this  would  be  a  better  world  in  which  to  live  if  all  the  mem- 
ers  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  ware  Masons.  I  think  that  it  is  about 
time  for  us  to  forget  about  those  classical  monkeys  'Hear  no  evil, 
See  no  evil  and  Speak  no  evil.'  I  think  that  it  is  about  time  for  us 
to  listen,  look  for  and  speak  out  against  those  evils  that  would  destroy 
us." 

Your  Receiver  notes  with  regret  the  passing  of  Most  Ex.  Comp. 
William  Moseley  Brown,  Past  G.H.P. ,  and  Right  Excellent  Comp.  Carl 
Frank  Wood,  who  had  been  Grand  Secretary  since  1958.  Your  Reviewer 
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remembers  these  great  Royal  Arch  Masons  whom  I  enjoyed  being  with 
at  the  time  of  my  visitation  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  in  Nor- 
folk, at  the  time  of  its  150th  celebration. 

The  address  of  the  G.H.P.  is  interesting  and  most  thought  pro- 
voking as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  excerpts: 

"...  I  was  particularly  well  received  when  presenting  the  new 
50  star  flag  of  U.S.A.  to  the  Grand  Chapters  in  Toronto,  Ont.  and 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia.  I  derived  a  peculiar  pleasure  in  doing 
so  to  my  former  native  habitats  and  place  of  birth  and  up-bringing. 
It  was,  as  well,  an  honor  in  reciprocation  of  those  friendly  gestures 
from  across  our  Northern  Border  when  the  Flags  of  Canada  were  pre- 
sented to  our  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia,  at  our  1958  Sesquicentennial 
Celebration  held  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  again  last  year  in  Richmond, 
Va.  These  flags  of  both  Countries  now  grace  our  respective  Grand 
Easts  in  token  of  sincere  and  lasting  Friendship,  Companionship  and 
Co-operation.  LONG  MAY  THE  WAVE.  .  .  ." 

"The  Grand  Chapter's  'Program  for  Progress'  is,  as  predicted, 
taking  hold  gradually,  as  our  Chapters  begin  to  realize  the  soundness 
built  into  it.  There  is  a  wealth  of  ideas  in  the  High  Priests  Help 
Manual,  and  those  Leaders  who  have  enhanced  their  position  by  using 
it,  even  on  a  limited  scale,  are  those  showing  greatest  gains  in  RIT- 
UAL, ATTENDANCE   and   MEMBERSHIP.   The  records  prove  it." 

And  finally: 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Virginia  is  definitely  making  progress. 
Whether  or  not  there  is  a  net  gain  or  loss  in  overall  membership,  we 
find  an  esprit-de-corps  and  positive  enthusiastic  attitude  permeating 
our  regular  stalwarts,  which  is  bound,  in  time,  through  their  good 
Leadership  in  Grand  Chapter's  'Program  for  Progress',  to  expand  and 
have  an  ever  broadening  and  deeper  effect  among  the  Craft. 

"More  of  our  newly  raised  Master  Masons  are  coming  in,  and 
these  are  mainly  young  men  of  vigor  with  a  desire  to  broaden  their 
knowledge  of  what  they  are  learning  in  their  Symbolic  Lodges.  This 
not  only  swells  our  Chapter  ranks  but  as  well,  keeps  them  in  the 
membership  of  the  Lodges.  In  this,  our  Chapters  can  render  a  con- 
siderable service  for  the  Symbolic  Lodges,  and  vice-versa.  Co-opera- 
tion at  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge  Level,  in  this  respect,  is 
most  desirable  for  mutual  benefit  and  a  strong  co-ordinated  front, 
particularly  where  we  all  dwell  together  in  same  Lodge  Halls  and 
Temples. 

"Suspensions  and  Demits  continue  to  be  the  bane  of  our  exis- 
tence, and  could  be  reduced  considerably  through  education,  proper 
administration  and  Leadership.  We  should  concentrate  on  them  all  dur- 
ing the  year  —  not  just  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  bills  for  dues 
remain  unpaid  and  suspension  is  forced  upon  us  by  Law,  when  it  is 
too  late."

West  Virginia 

The  96th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 

L Masons  of  West  Virginia  was  held  at  Wheeling,  on  October  10th  and 
11th,  1966. 
Chapters  47;  membership  October  1st,  1966  —  10,162;  net  loss  88. 
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Grand  Secretary:   M.  Ex.   Comp.   George  V.  Gorrell. 

The  G.H.P.  in  opening  his  address  stated: 

".  .  .  Companions,  who  are  here  for  the  first  time,  we  hope  to 
generate  in  you  so  much  enthusiasm,  that  on  your  return  to  your  re- 
spective Chapters,  that  you  in  turn  inspire  the  other  Companions  to 
renewed  interest  in   Royal   Arch   Masonry. 

"One  year  ago,  you  elected  me  your  Grand  High  Priest  which  was 
the  greatest  honor  ever  to  have  been  bestowed  upon  me.  Then  I  had 
high  hopes  for  an  increased  interest  in  our  subordinate  Chapters.  'Tis 
seldom,  however,  that  one  is  able  to  reach  the  goals  he  has  set  for 
himself.  My  health  and  the  great  distances  involved  in  travel  in  our 
state  have  several  times  prevented  me  from  accepting  some  of  the 
invitations  extended  to  me.  I  regret  this  very  much." 

In  reporting  on  the  Condition  of  the  Craft  he  said: 

"From  reports  of  our  Grand  Lecturer  and  his  Deputies  and  from 
my  own  observation,  I  feel  that  it  has  some  weak  spots.  As  I  told 
you  one  year  ago,  we  need  more  interested,  younger  members  who 
will  be  active  as  to  attendance,  filling  the  chairs  and  learning  the 
Ritual.  We  know  our  needs  in  this  field,  but  so  far  no  one  has  come 
up  with  a  solution. 

"When  the  report  of  one  Chapter  shows  40  suspensions  the  past 
year,  this  is  certainly  another  unhealthy  condition.  Do  you  realize  that 
these  40  suspensions  represent  almost  a  half  of  our  net  loss  this  year? 
I  feel  that  with  a  little  more  interest  and  effort  on  the  part  of  Chapter 
Secretaries,  High  Priests  and  other  officers,  this  condition  could  be 
improved." 

In  incoming  G.H.P.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  James  P.  Allen,  in  his  Inaug- 
ural Address  said,  in  part: 

"The  Grand  Council  last  year  conferred  many  times  to  obtain  col- 
lective benefit  of  open  discussion  for  a  better  or  more  efficient  approach 
to  the  furthering  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  to  see  if  there  was  any- 
thing that  the  immediate  leadership  could  do  to  eliminate  those  detri- 
ments or  causes  that  has  hampered  the  normal  progress  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry." 

"My  goal  is  not  necessarily  more  members  but  —  better  members. 
Then  if  by  chance  we  do  grow,  we  have  really  profited  by  our  labors."

Wisconsin 

The  116th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  was  held  at  Milwaukee,  May  2nd  and 
3rd,  1966.

The  following  excerpt  from  the  Grand  High  Priest's  Address  is 
worthy  of  note  by  all: 

"In  this  message  I  conveyed  my  thoughts  on  symbolic  Lodge 
members  being  subjected  to  petitioners  before  they  receive  their  Master 
Mason  Degre.  I  do  not  know  if  the  message  was  taken  lightly  or  not, 
but  in  certain  areas  this  type  of  flagrant  petitioning  should  be  stopped 
out  of  respect  for  the  Brother   taking  his   Lodge  work.   Everywhere   I 
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have  gone  I  have  urged  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  bear  this  in  mind  and 
I  wish  to  continue  to  urge  this  practice  even  if  it  does  mean  the  loss 
of  a  petition.  While  we  need  every  member  we  can  get,  the  continued 
practice  of  this  type  would  not  be  considered  by  your  Grand  High  Priest 
as  being  conducive  to  good  Masonry." 

And  later  on  we  find  the  following: 

"Leaders  in  all  branches  of  Masonry  are  concerned  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  Craft.  Many  changes  are  being  made  to  bring  Masonry 
up-to-date.  We,  in  Capitular  Masonry,  are  concerned,  but  not  to  the 
point  that  our  own  interests  should  cause  more  concern  that  those  of 
our  basic  Lodge. 

"Another  loss  in  membership  faces  us,  but  unless  we  can  impress 
upon  the  Constituent  Chapter  the  need  for  active  leadership,  a  loss  in 
membership  may  continue. 

"As  the  High  Priest  of  Oconomowoc  Chapter,  Eugene  0.  Berger, 
put  it  in  a  letter  to  his  members,  'Membership  is  like  an  ownership 
of  a  carefully  crafted  piece  of  silver.  Through  constant  use  it  not  only 
maintains  its  original  brightness  but  takes  on  additional  value  and 
luster  born  of  devoted  care,  love,  and  pride  of  ownership.  If  we  set 
it  away,  disuse  soon  dims  its  splendour.  The  dust  of  neglect  settles 
upon  it.  The  tarnish  of  dis-interest  encoats  it.  The  cobwebs  of  disregard 
enshroud  it.  Value  is  soon  lost.  Companions,  polish  up  your  membership.' 

"While  there  are  dim  spots  on  the  horizon  in  Capitular  Masonry, 
there  are  many  brightones.  It  seems  we  have  shaken  up  some  of  the 
Companions  with  our  letters  and  visits  this  year,  and  we  will  continue 
to  shake  them  up  until  they  fully  realize  their  responsibility  not  only 
to  the  Craft  but  to  themselves. 

"Companions,  Masons  in  all  areas  of  the  State  are  open  for  addi- 
tional light.  See  that  they  receive  it.  No  where  but  in  the  Royal  Arch 
can  they  receive  the  Grand  Masonic  Word.  No  where  can  they  receive 
and  feel  the  warmth  of  being  called  a  Companion  but  in  the  Royal 
Arch." 

*         *         * 

"Masonry  will  continue  to  shed  its  beneficent  influence  among 
men.  Masonry  will  continue  to  unfold  its  beauties  to  the  candid  and 
industrious  inquirer.  Let  us  continue  to  support  our  symbolic  Lodge 
in  order  that  we  may  have  Grand  Chapter  Convocations  in  the  future." 

The  Report  of  the  Foreign  Correspondent  contains  the  following 
potent  observations: 

"Busy  people  will  not  spend  hours  with  hands  folded  listening  to 
business  and  ritual  which  they  sat  through  years  or  months  ago.  We 
must  redesign  our  programs  so  as  to  give  our  meetings  more  educa- 
tional content  and  become  so  zealous  in  our  ritualistic  work  that  it 
nears  perfection.  The  quickest  way  to  lose  members  is  to  expect  the 
Companions  to  just  attend  a  meeting  and  listen  to  the  ritual.  The  Chap- 
ter must  put  on  programs  to  educate  the  members  and  give  them 
something  to  talk  about.  From  Shakespeare  we  read  'This  above  all 
else,  to  thine  own  self  be  true.'  Let  us  ask  ourselves,  if  every  member 
of  my  Chapter  was  a  member  like  me,  what  kind  of  Chapter  would  my 
Chapter  be?  For  some  members  the  answer  to  such  a  question  comes 
easy,  but  for  many  it  would  be  considerably  more  difficult. 

"Requesting  a  demit  is  a  privilege  to  which  every  Companion  is 
entitled.  A  demit  is  the  honorable  way  that  a  Companion  has  of  dis- 
continuing his  membership.  But  PLEASE  issue  no  demits  without  a 
personal  investigation  of  the  request.  If  a  Companion  has  lost  interest 
make  a  special  effort  to  find  out  why,  so  that  your  Chapter  and  the 
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Grand  Chapter  may  find  out  where  we  have  failed,  in  the  endeavor  to 
build  Capitular  Masonry  and  the  York  Rite.  Also  make  every  effort 
to  avoid  suspension  for  N.P.D.  Where  a  Companion  has  been  a  mem- 
ber for  years  and  has  gone  on  retirement  on  a  reduced  income  he 
may  truly  feel  that  he  cannot  afford  to  pay  dues.  Remission  of  his 
dues  will  retain  him  as  a  member."
